MAX HART 
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With Altruism and

Pictures, . to; Noel Cpwarcl, are a 
very interesting medium, vei-y In- 
terestlngr, but . one that he knows 
nothing about. Some day, when he 
has the time, lie'd lljte to study 
them; Right now the tlieatic 
beckons; '■ • *. .. . . 

He' has just returned frbrii a six 
months jaunt through South 
America, and since it is his. rule to 
work terriby hard for two years, 
atid then rest, for six months, he 
feels he wants to dedicate the next 
two years to serving hlq true love, 
the one which has cla,imed him for 
the past 22 years— the stagp. 

Mr;: Coward's refusal ito concern 
himself with tjie picturlzatloh of. 
his play 'Cavalcade,' therefore, does 
not spring Arom a contempt for 
Hollywood of a flippant attitude 
toward the seribusness of pictures. 
Not at all. He respects them 
deeply. It's only that- he reali/ee 
he knows nothing of picture tech- 
nique.: It was just, a: coincidence- 
that Mr. Coward happened to be in 
Hollywood threei weeks ago when 
the Fox studios was starting its 
preparations for the filmiiig . of 
'Cavalca'de.' Mr. Coward -was "on 
his way "back to Sniglahd from 
South Americia, and .-he stopped by 
in Hollywood to vl^lt the many 
dear, friends of 'his who live there. 

Ho ha.d sold 'Cavalcade' outright 
to Pox, and with that sale his' re- 
Bponslbllity for it a picture 
, ceased. Naturally: he hopes. It will 
make a splendid picture, but be 
himself wouldn't know how to as- 
sure that probalbllity. An artist's, 
sincerity and zealousnesa for flne 
standards of ilrorkman'ship prohibit 
his fumbling in a medium for which, 
he is not equipped by experience. 
Trained picture writers, he feeJs, 
could do a so much better jo^b of 
It than he. ; 

Coward's Individualism 

When Mr. Coward does decide to 
- write for pictures, it will not be to 
adapt anything he has written for 
the stage. He sees pictures as an 
individual medium of entertain- 
ment, not as the stage, pho- 
tographed. He: would like to do 
something directly for the screen. 
Pictures deserve and warrant to be 
treated as a new fleld, an exciting 
Held, not as ^.n imitation of the 
theatre. Such will be Mr. Coward's 
approach to them, at any rate, if he 
ever flnds time. 

Coward agrees that while the pay 
pictures offer to writers successful 
In other flelds is most attractive, 
it is hardly sporting of them -to 
take moiiey for their names when 
they have no genuine interest iii 
writing for pictures! • Writers who 
accept picture offers withbut a sin- 
cere desire to give their best ef- 
forts only w^i^^^h their talent, for 
to Coward a writer wox'thy of the 
title must believe whole-heartedly 
in whatever he is doing. 

If he goies to Hollywood with the 
intent of working for pictures only 
to make a pleasant sum thalt will 
enable him to live comfortably 
while he writes bn the side— ^3r aft- 
erwards—what really interests him, 
his ability to Produce good work 
must Inevitably be lessened by his 
compromise. 

"Observing the Hollywood scene a 
few weeks ago, Coward WaS con 
vinced more .than ever that he had 
kept faith with his own standards 
in refusing picture offers. He likes 
to work alone. Whatever he does 
he sees as a~ whole first, then tries 
to execute it faithfully, accordln 
- to his original conception, 
fhe Lone Wolf idea 

For instance with 'Cavalcade,' 
the idea for it brewed, isrew, do 
vel'opedin his mliid for more than 
a year before he felt he was ready 
to write it; before he dared to 
write it. Then, writing It, he vls- 
ioned its direction, its lighting, its 
costuming, and he saw. It was, pro- 
duced. 

Similarly, when he writes an op 
eretta, such as 'Bitter Sweet,' ho 
writes it all' alone, book, lyrics, mu- 
Hlc. It is an individual entity, the 
product of one personality; so it 
must be, to Mr, Coward, to satisfy 
his own a-rtlstic integrity, ain i so

However 
large their salaries. Holly 'ood Stars 
in his opinion earn every farthln 
of - them. They, work frightfully, 
unbelievably hard, he Says; as a 
matter of fact far too hard for their 
own or their employers' ultimate 
good. 

Mr. Coward is amazed at the lack 
of foresight on the part of picture 
pi'oducers, who, instead of protect 
ing their most valuable property 
their star, wear them out with pic- 
tures' made and released in in- 
credibly rapid succession. 

They develop their stars slowly 
until . they have made them stars. 
Then fcverlshiy they try for quick 
capitalization on their property, in 
stead of all the more carefully 
nurturing thorn, bUlldlrtg- them up 
to greater and greater heights. 

Their box ofllce life need not be so 
limited. It tcrmlniitos sb compara 
ll/ely quickly because of pictures 
own stupidity. 

The few stars whose draw, aCtor 
years In plctxircs, is ever bri tli 
ascendant, are the Chapllris, the 
Colmans,. those .who sensibly and 
.shrewdly make one, or at the most 
two pictures a year.

(2) Issuance of $1,000,000 In stock 
on a basis of $106 for one share of 
prief erred and one share of common 
stock. This is supposed to be sub 
scribed entirely within the industry 
by persons who will be artistically 
Interested in Screen Guild and for 
the most part employees thereof. 
Levee states $300,000 has already 
been subscribed. 

(3) Appointment of Bank, of 
America, Glahninl institution, as 
trustee for Screen Guild funds. 
Bank will collect all monies from 
exhibition, of Screen Guild produc- 
tions and pay them out by a fixed 
pi'Cference and priority. 

(4) ICstablismcnt of a deferred 
piiyment certificate system in pro- 
duction whereby actors, directors 
and writeris will receive part of their 
established salary in cash and the 
rest In notes payable from exhibi 
lion revenue. By this method a 
picture with a bi:dgeted negative 
cost of $250,000 will be finished for 
an actual cash outlay of $125,000 
or thereabouts. 

(5) In compensation for . gam 
bllng with the Screen Guild on par 
of their salaries, artistic talent will 
have profit-sharing privileges. Bank 
of America will . pay funds put as 
follows: (a) Return Scrieen Guild' 
actual cash outlay; (b) redeem de 
f erred payment certificates forming 
the second portion of negative cost 
(c) division of profits 50-50 between 
Screen Guild (holders of stock) and 
those who made the picture and ac 
cepted deferred payment cortifi 
catcs. . 

Theatre Guild Idea 

(6) An Advisory Board pifittcrnod 
after the Board of Management of 
the Theatre Guild (legit) will be 
established, with a view to iriisur 
ing only the best type of film pro 
ductiori.

Once okayed by th 
Advisory Board, the finances will 
be placed at the disposal of the unit 
whicli will function within it.solf.

The tax reveals that over BO % of 
the theatrea now operating in the 
U, S. have top admissions oiE 40c. 
and over. Of the 15,500 theatres 
listed as active only about 500, how- 
ever, are checked as exceeding the 
60c. top. 

Just 5,000 theatres liave 50c, tops. 
Of these, 4,000 are classified as 
neighborhppd arid small seaters 
while the remiaihing i,000 are the 
large circuit properliqs and de 
luxers. 

' Because droves of the small the- 
atres cannot afford to open mat- 
inees? they are forced into the 60c.; 
top at night : In view of this con- 
dition they cannot afford to compete 
with big theatres which, it is of - 
flci'ally. advised, will most certainly 
;W6r admissions if the present tax 
becomes an actuality. 
, As the result offlcials closest to 
the theatre field generally, figure 
that at minimum 2,00erof the small- 
er houses will initially bow under 
to the tax. 

' Because pictures comprise the 
only national entertainment indus- 
try of any consistency, film execu- 
tives figure that the government 
will collect $30,000,000 of the $40,- 
000,000 planned from admissions di- 
rectly from the picture boxoffice. 

Hope is expressed by. picture lob-^ 
byisto that the Senate will 'shoot 
holes* in the congressional endorse- 
ment and that if the tax becoines a 
law it will ba relegated to a still 
higher bracket. At the start, it is 
being pointed out by the Washings 
ton contacts; Congress moved for 
an admissions tax that would in- 
clude everything over 25c.

.Exhibitors are preparing to de- 
mand of distributors that acces- 
sories, or air advertising matter, 
sliould be given free of present ex- 
tra charge to the boxofllce. Per- 
centage booking arrangements are 
largely responsible for this exhibitor 
trend, indie" chieftains hblding 
that, the split basis makes , the dis- 
trlb a partner with the indie. 

The no-charge for accessories 
was revealed Monday as the motiv- 
ating factor in tho present poster 
war which, o^stensibly, is a. hand and 
glove affair "between the New York 
Theatre Owners' Chamber of Com- 
merce and Fox. 

Actually both national organiza- 
tions, the MPTOA and Allied, are 
Involved in the poster battle which 
the TOCC is bringing to a head. 

The stand of the indie is that the 
more a picture is exploited the 
greater the chances for b.p. return 
and the resultant increase in profit 
to tiie distrib. For the comparatively 
few dollars involved in accessory 
display distributors stand to lose 
big money if they continue to tight- 
en the advertising cost reins over 
the indie. 

Fox's Stance 

The opicriing gun is directed at 
Fox, it is stated by Charles O'Reilly, 
factotum of the T.O.C.C. That coni- 
pany, in addition to charging riiore 
for its paper than any other, is now 
causing to boomerang to the detri- 
ment of the exhibjtor certain claus- 
es which were incorporated into the 
rental contract several years ago to 
protect all departments of the busi- 
ness against 'snipers.' 

Under the amended contract, di- 
rected at fiy-by-nlght producers 
who would ■ paste title credits of 
their own product over the stills of 
legitimate picture companies; the 
accessory phase was So worded that 
technically exhibs only 'leased' 
paper.. 

During the past month Fox is 
charged with demanding that stills 
be returned to the. Fox exchanges 
at the cessation of . a picture's run. 
This means, according , to O'Reilly, 
an extra cost to the a:verage New 
York thcatre'.s weekly budget of $10 
for paper.

GENERAL OPTIMISM 



Major independent producers Will 
shortly make the Hays group 100% 
representative of the industry's pic-! 
ture .makers, according to a unique 
mergeir plan whicli is^ pronounced 
satisfactory by both sides. 

The plan, which will probably 
feature the next session of • the 
Hays directorate on April 11, calls 
for a special indie ptank in the 
H lays flooring which will b« repre- 
sented by a single vote, . 

This means that at least five of 
the largest Indies will pool their 
contributions, so as to ma,ke the 
same commensurate, with the sum 
paid in by any major member. For 
this, the quintet will have the same 
privileges as any single metnber. 

Any other procedure will not w;ork 
for the indies ■ who will not turn 
over a. portion of their receipts, as 
do regular Hays members, since 
they claim the returns don't merit 
the expenditure in the prescribed 
channel. 

No Partiality 

As for the present Haysian di- 
rectorate, opposition will be stren- 
uously recorded to any attempts at 
partiality toward the indies. , /i?he 
little producers who want individual 
voting privileges will have to com- 
ply with, the regular dues' demiands 
of the organization. Paying as a 
group with a single vote, however, 
will not be contested. 

The naines of Sol Lesser and Joe 
Brandt are already, being mentioned 
as the representative for the indies. 
Either of these or a distributor 
handling the product of several of 
the indies, suclv as Harry H. 
Thomas, are up for consideration. 

Independents long in the busi- 
ness and veterans of several cana- 
paigns to set up a Hays organiza- 
tion of their own Concede that prob- 
ably the only manner in which they 
can hope for routine is through the 
regular Haysian route. 

Ignorance of the Hays formula 
has largely retarded advances from 
and toward the. major group asso- 
ciation. Even; as recently as last 
week one pf the leading indies in- 
terrogated expressed the belief that 
present members turn over be- 
tween 2-3% of their gi-oss receipts 
for support of the Hays organiza- 
tion. However,, the highest tax 
ever imposed upon members by 
.Hay.s was pne-haif of .1 %. 

Indies' 'Conceit'? 
■ With announcements showing 
that for 1932-33 indies, as a ,whol6, 
are preparing to turn out three 
times the number of features they 
have ever attempted, aiid with 
major companies cutting their own 
total output, the indie attitude is 
.sumrricd' Up as follows: 

'We ; are . getting stronger. 'I'hey 
are getting weaker. Naturally they 
are looking for us to contribute to- 
ward .the support of their, organlzar 
lion budget.' 

Hays members, Independent of the 
orgahizatioii headciuarters but.who.se 
votes will have an Important bear- 
ing on- the new indie-admlsslon 
policy, do not concede this ■ indie 
conceit. They feel that the- organi- 
zation will be benefited by the en- 
trance of the indie mainly because 
he can then be. coded the.'Hayaian 
way and censor irritabilitir-s fnr the 
industry as a whole will he m'nA- 
mlzed. . ' ' ' .

E. R. Tinker, Fox president, left 
Thurday (31), preceding Kent to 
the Coast and will return east be- 
fore the new v.p. goes west. Tink- 
er's trip is on financial matters and 
will also embrace installing Leonard 
A. Woolams, Fox v.p., who will keep 
a financial eye on Fox Coast prop- 
erties.

That notable scoops are few and 
far between. andVtliat newsreels 
now seem inclined, as a; wbole, to 
take the paths of leant resistance is 
being borne out on the record with 
greater consistency. 

For the: Ave •weeks during March 
w-orthwhlle enterprise of. an exclus- 
ive nature has been, scarce in vir- 
tually all of the reels. Pathe is 
highest with five scoops checked 
to its credit during that time while 
Fox and Universai- tie with four 
apiece; Paramount is last with two. 

Talk amonig' the reel people 'Is 
that economy Is retarding the 
chances for the. work of the Indi- 
vidualist; that crews have been cut 
to the bone and that the lessened 
manpower is being made up by an 
increase In fraternalistic feeling 
among the reel$. 

Sameness 

Duringr March, and for that mat- 
ter the previous month, there have 
been wieekg x-when so-called spot 
news ^as found identically covered 
in both Broadway's houses. For 
that matter tlie greatest difference 
In variety these days Is to be found. 
In the magazine material or clips 
resurrected from the vaults,- or 
lifted out of short subjects, and re- 
dressed to ineet ; the program's 
needs. 

• In considerable of the foreign ma- 
terial, particularly Europe^ih/ the 
Translux has so often been a week 
behind the Embassy, with virtually 
the same material, that regular at- 
tendees have ceas^ed attributing 
these; situations to " coincidence. 
Various . coverages of the Sino- 
Japanese conflict almost altine rer 
main to contradict this belief. This 
was started with, an exhibition of 
old-fashioned competition between 
Fox and Paramount, both landing 
the first prints at the same time, 
with Par, scoring in initial Broad- 
way showing. 

U's Lesson 
To some of the big reels Uni- 
versal'e covei'age is being held up 
as a lesson io their own . crews. 
One of the reels compels its men to 
witness every U edition. At the 
same time such reels point out that 
U holds the position of advantage 
because its 100% adherence. to si- 
lence enables It to utilize hundreds 
of free-lance cameramen whose ser 
vices gieneraliy were largely dis 
pensed with until tlie talking re 
porter, became recognized as an 
economist over natural sound re 
cording and an easy way in which 
to satisfy the average newsreel 
public. 

Universal has made Its reputation 
largely 'Upon its ability to get freak 
subjects. This Is being Indented by 
short subject producers who. In 
several instances, are now grouping 
freaks such as these with little 
more than the cluster and a major 
title to distinguish them.

They represent' Innovations 
that must be forgotten for a while. 

Economic strain has also brought 
to a standstill theatre building. 
Showmen throw up their hands, half 
in resentment jand half In astonish-' 
ment, when the subjects of. Inno- 
vations or : exjpanslon are broached. 

A peek at theatre building, activ 
ity reveals that /while several 
chains hold sites, only one theatre 
among the majors Is set to be built. 
This Is a New York house by RKO 
at Eighth avenue and 23d street, 
for which contracts and financing 
have been arranged. 

Most of the chains are unloading. 
Skouras Bros./ oh; whom : some . of 
this unloading occurs, stand alone 
in an expansion; way. Improve- 
ments to theatres, film exchanges, 
studios and other properties of ma 
jor film companies have also been 
killed off by the economic, upset. 

When business betters and shows 
signs of permanency, wide film, 
color and all the former proposed 
contrivAnces will probably return 
to the scene. .

a like renewsil, with which to pay 
off lj«nlc loans of $9,000,000 and to 
supply additional- working capital* 
A notation in the annual balance 
sheet for 1931, just Issued, declared 
the company had no further stock 
repurchase obligations to. meet and 
th6 new flnanclng was difflcult to 

figure out. 

At any rate Par stock dipped to a 
new low for the year at 6 flat; go- 
ing through Its prevloufl 1932 low 
at 6%. volume being moderate at a 
little more than 40,000 shares for 
the week, closing prices being' close, 
to the bottom. The company's bonds 
rnade a better, sho.wlnf, moving up 
oh small; dealings for net gains on 
the week and getting away from 
their former bottoms. 

Action of . thie liens was favorable 
here, for acute weakness in other 
parts of the amusement bond list 
might easily have contributed to 
lower prices for the whole group. 
Warner Bonds Crack , 



Warner Bros, convertibles, for tar 
stance, cracked wide open, crashing 
through their long defended bottom 
at 25, broke more than 6 points net 
to 2i and closed the week on the 
bottom at Paralleling Par'a 

Hen action the Loew bonds broke 
badly, thrown for a net loss on the 
week of 6 points and closing on. the 
bottom o£ 81, a, sudden reversal of 
its progress during . January and 
Fetiruary from 75 to 90. The old 
Keith bonds and the Pathe loans 
steadied during the confusion and 
ended the week two points up each 
There was nothing in the action 
of the Loew stock to suggest the 
extreme weakness of the company's 
bonds. The equity securities slipped 
with the rest of the collapsing mar. 
ket> but the'declinei was orderly 
and volume nev6r became impor 
tant 

Trade reports ot economies being 
worked Out within the company give 
some promise, of distant construe 
tive effect, but the set policy of 
Ix)ew'3 in' respect to expensive 
' film production seems to have put it 
on the speculative spot for the pres- 
ent However, there is reason to 
believe that with a reformed pro- 
duction cost schedule and other 
economies, :.Lioew could be built into 
a long pull favorite.. 

The company's- persistence diijlng 
. the last twelve • months in making 
high class but oo^tly : pictures has 
led to embarrassriKent, but also it 
has put the- company in a pdsltipn 
of eminence in the Industry for qual- 
ity output and when the turn in the 
general business tide comes, it might 
easily capitalize quality reputation 
built at great cost while its 'com 
petitors were perforce compelled to 
market indifferent releases. > . 

At any rate, the stock showed up 
comparatively well during times of 
pressure. There were signs of ur- 
gent belated selling, but undoubted- 



ly Loew was getting some sort of 
support on a scale down, while 
other leading Issues In the main list 
were cracking through to new bear 
market lows, among them being 
General Motors, Eastman. Kodak, 
Du Pont, practically all the rail- 
roads and many of the principal 
utilities, like Atchinson and Stand- 
ard Gas. 

Some Amusements Go Through 

Several of the amusement stocks 
went Into new low territory on the 
down side, principal interest attach- 
ing to Fox, which was sold at .2%, 
a fractional new bottom, comparing 
to the previous low of 2%. Market 
apparently didn't like the recent re- 
port, which-, proposed a marking 
down of stated values of the stock 
and a revaluation of properties and 
Investments. Also recital of some 
of the hew financing over the past 
year did not encourage enthusiasm. 
That the company reported net loss 
of more than $4,000,000 was not es- 
pecially significant, ^since that had 
long been forecast and was in the 
nature of water that had passed 
under the bridge. 

Consolidated Film preferredi 
which has so far continued to pay 
its %i dividend and has valiantly de- 
fended the level of 10 in times of 
stress, at length broke to a new 
bottom of . 8%, at which price it 
would yield nearly 26%,, enough to 
caat doiibt on the continuance of its 
disbursement. Common stock al^o. 
broke through, selling rt a new all- 
time low of 2%. The junior Issue 
discontinued ltd $2 dividend more 
than a year ago.

In connection with the statement 
President Edward R , Tinker ad- 
dressed a letter to the stockholders 
notifying them of a proposal to 
come up, at the annual meeting 
April 15 to change the stated value 
of all stock outstanding to $5 a 
share, putting it on the books, at 
$12,628,300 instead of the total, of 
$90,780,000 as now carried on the 
balance sheet. 

Th,us the stated worth of stock 
•A' and 'B' is reduced by $78,154,000 
on the books. The bulk of this sum 
it is proposed to transfer Into two 
other accounts, one a 'reserve for 
revaluation of Investments* _ and 
other purposes, which is increased 
from $2,233,095 to $40,030,525; and 
setting up another item designated 
'paid in surplus,' $36,062,396. An-, 
other operation Involved in the 
same accounting revision is the 
•writing, down of the Pox Film in- 
vestment in Fox Theatres to $1, in- 
stead of being carried on the bal 
ance sheet as an asset of $2,591,587. 

Whole transaction is in the na- 
ture of an accounting department 
housecleaning such as that already 
repofted by RKO and Warner Bros. 
President Tinker's letter mentions 
that the new reserve fund also will 
permit the revaluation of other 
assets. 

Tinker's letter surveys the com 
pahy's inventory and aimoVtizatibn 
position: 

'At the beginning of the year pic 
ture inventory , . . . amounted to 
$21,627,000. The cost of . production 
in 1931 was $19,861,000 as compared 
with $26,203,000 in 1930. The amor 
tlzation taken against picture costs 
during the year totaled $24,352,000 
This left an inventory of $17,136,000. 

Special amortization was taken 
during the year amounting to $900,- 
OOO on account of 'a few high co.'^t 
pictures which experience indicated 
would not return enough of foreign 
rentals to give them adequate 
amortization.' It is pointed out that 
a large portion of film write-olfs it 
based on productions of the pre- 
vious year and the figures do not 
properly reflect reduced picture 
costs for 1931. ,

- Ever since 'Tlie Bat,' • ambitious 
scenarists have been shooting at 
the same combination of tlirllls and 
lauirhs,. with very few hitting even 
in the outside ring. 'Murder at 
Dawn' is clear off the target, a 
cluriisy effortv which Is further 
handicapiped by Indifferent direction 
and vei-y poor photography. It will 
get over In B and C houses where 
patrons do hot ask for plausibility, 
birt the plotting 1^ based on a false 
premise and illoglcally developed. 
Many of: the cast have done excel- 
lent work on other screens, but they 
are sunlc in . this production. 

Plot revolves around the efforts of 
a ' pair of stock: brokers to depress 
stock in the Inverition of Prof. Far- 
rington, who has solved the prob- 
lem of developing power from sun- 
light. It is supposed to be about to 
revolutionize all Industry. The Pro- 
fessor's announcement that he can 
develop ..unlimited power and 'free 
thousands of work slaves' is not 
going to get. rousing cheers from the 
unemployed in the audience. They're 
free already. 

Most of tlie happenings are laid 
in the isolated country home of the 
Inventor, which is visited by his 
daugher and her fiance. She is ac- 
companied by Marjorlie Bebee and 
Eddie Boland as a young . married 
couple. Boiand does r a .comedy 
souse; with Miss B^ibee squealing In 
terror whenever she" is told. A care - 
takier who lias follovi-ed the experi- 
riients has rigged up a similar de- 
vice, and threatens the professor 
with electrocution If he does not 
reveal the final details. The rising 
sun will strike the device and. put 
it in bperatlori, killing Isbth the in- 
ventor arid his daughter. This situ- 
ation is built up by slinking char- 
acters who carry, lighted candles 
while they stand in the epotlight, 
fall through trap doors, encounter 
apparent corp.se.*?. suddenly disap- 
pear.! None pf the familiar com- 
ponents have been overlooked, but 
they never blend, and the hackneyed 
devices fail to thrill. 

Josephine Dunn is but of her 
metier as the heroine, and Jack 
Miilhall labors (in v4tin" with the 
juvenile lead. Misf;lia Auer and 
Martha Mattox, an the caretaker 
and housekeeper, are. suppp.sed to be 
sinister, but are too badly handi- 
capped by awkward bu.siness. The 
direction is too frantic to be ef- 
fective, iand the photographic qual- 
ity is evehlv bad. 'Murder at TJawn' 
may thrill 'the hinterland, but even 
the E audi^ncs will bb upl to urofi'. 



Ellssa Landi's Iriabliity to get a 
firni foothold in American talkers 
has been attributed up to now t^. 
nbri-support on the story iend. 
'Devil's Lottery* seems to give the 
actress - her best , chance thus tav, 
but Miss Landi ajgaln ifails to regis- 
ter. Although 'Lottery' , is a. islight 
improvement as far as literacy help 
is concerned. It Isn't strong. This 
time the faiilt Is Miss Landlfs as 
well as the story's. Picture looks 
like a doubtful gr<)sser, chlefiy be- 
cause of Its lack, of cast attractivc- 
riess. • : • ■ \ ; 

Miss Landi is the Intellectual type 
of actress.: In the,s..a, department 
she's limited^ On the stage Such a 
per^ionality Is saliible, sirice the in 
telligeriqe Of such a, patronage, 
prompts It to seek more than jiist 
plain s. a. But in jiictures, v'here 
an.:entlrely different brand of thinkr 
ing dictates audience tastes, the pri 
mary value of .physical appeal . ai.d. 
secondary ' position of intellectual 
performing coinnot be avoided. 

Miss Laridl hasn't helped herself 
by changing her coiflture. Her for 
mer long bob seemed more in ac- 
cord with what they want than her 
present, hairdress. That's Miss 
Landi's only change, biit It makes a 
big difference. She has matured. 

The rub in 'Devil's Lottery' is the 
failure of Miss Landi and her: part 
to mix. She-s the central woman In 
a group of people, with all the men 
immediately on the make for her, 
But Miss . Landi doesn't show why 
the boys fall, so quickly and forget 
the other women. Despite her act 
ing ability and cleverness at making 
more difficult situations seein plaiis 
ible, she fails to be convincing on 
that attraction angle. 

This 'coriditlon Is harmful to tlie 
picture as a whole as well as to 
Miss Landi's score. The men be- 
come unriatural as soon as they 
start to fall. It's not hard to undeiv 
stand why Victor McLaglen's^ per- 
formance stands atop the other cast 
efforts. He's the only gent not 
enamoured of Miss Landi. 

Story attempts to show the grief 
that comies with sudden riches. The 
money, winners in the Calcutta 
Sweepstakes iare Invited to spend a 
vacation at the English home of the 
winning horse?s owner. Within, a 
short time they all meet with trag- 
edy. One dies, another Is murdered, 
a young romance Is temporarily 
blasted and a paralytic war vet 
suffers "a relapse. The inference that 
money may bring unhapplness is 
psychologically accurate, . .but film 
audiences will be hard to convince 
that coin is so difficult to handle. 
The corifliction with poipular illu- 
sions is bound to create opppsitlori 
to the story. 

Productlorially, 'Lottery' Is never 
lacking. A horse race sequence 
with views of the betting row neatly 
dovetailed provides a fast start, and 
the pace la sustained most of the 
way. - The . sudden melodramatic 
twist at the far turn is a blow that 
knocks the wind out of thie script. 
From then on It llmpb. 

Beryl Mercer is tragically coriilc 
as the" suddenly rich old lady whose 
constant fear Is loss of the money. 
Excepting the Juves, Alexander 
Kirkland and Barbara Weeks, and 
Herbert Mundin, comedy butler, the 
other players are all more or less 
straight men. Bige^

Max Adalbert , as the father turns 
in, a splendid performance, though 
a. bit along his usual lines, arid 
Gustav Froehllch is somewhat dis- 
appointing. Other actors are pretty 
poor, largely because theiy overact 
arid strain that sentimentality that 
the play perhaps calls for.

'Theft of the Mona Lisa' is , one 
mpre of, those European . paradoxes. 
Beautifully done, finely thought out 
and artistically A-1. But when re- 
leased to American audiences, the 
ordinary eyery-day customers will 
firid it so terribly slow a^s to be bor- 
ing. 'Arid romari'tlcally so ironic as. 
to be annoying. 

First thing to be said for the pic- 
ture is that it is highly original In 
Story concept. Has to do with a 
poor Italiari glazier in Paris who 
falls in love with a hotel maid be- 
cause she resembles the Mona Lisa. 
Because she wants him to do some- 
thing exceptional arid great fpr heir, 
hei steals .the , picture from the. 
LpiiVre. Gesture, of cpurse, means 
nothing to her, so she runs off with 
a rich man who propositions her. 
Arid the lad goes to jail, after toll- 
ing the court he stole the picture in 
order to, restore it to his country 
where it originally belonged.

With Bpme action and pep that 
Story might p&ss and have a chance 
of appealing to ordinary customers. 
As ' handled here the film is about 
half over, with nothing having hap-, 
pcined, before he even conceives the 
notion of stealing the. picture; The 
photography and direction and act- 
ing up :that point are beautiful, 
artistically. But, as is almost al- 
ways true, also boring. 

What helps fllm more than any- 
thing, and rinay just possibly put it 
oyer (as was also true .

One of the Natan productions, 
riiade ih Germany, was simultaric- 
ously made in French arid German, 
with different casts. Though It 
has sorinc music and is supposed to 
be an operetta,, it Is really a filmed 
comedy which; ' thanks to good act- 
ing and funny situations rin'ore than 
the dialog, gets laughs, and is very 
well received at the Olympia. . 

Story is in. no way French, nor 
i.s it supposed to take , place In 
France, since it shows an. Amer- 
Icari mbtoi- car manufactui'cr vls^ 
iting his ^A'ienria agent, with the 
agent's wife passing herself off as 
the secre.tairy, and vice versa, until 
ieverything is squared in the end.

Leads Plan for 
Exhibs Relief 



Chicago, April 4.. 

Faced with the prospect of a 
vliolesale shutdown of Indle thea- 
tres here this summer, panicky ez- 
Jilbs are aeain appealing: for help 
from the unions. . Operators are 
the first to respond. Tom Maloy, 
bead of the booth men, has come 
out with an open statement that he 
■will do everything In his power to 
keep theatres open and thereby 
also preserve hlg organization. 

Exhibitors' problems have, reach- 
ed a dangerous point with more 
than half of the approximate 380 
Indle^ houses here threatened. Most 
of tliem are prepared to fold unless 
Imminent: relief arrives. With 
tliougiit In mind to save the situa- 
tion, if possible, and at the same 
time to.preserve his own organiza- 
tion, \Maloy called a special board 
meeting last week, which is to be 
followed up with more confabs this 
week to discuss means and ways 
tt relief for the exhlbs. 

While not generally known. It Is 
authentically reported that more 
than 200 union operators are be- 
hind In their pay envelopesi, the 
union going along and taking It on 
the chin. Unlike the aftermaths, of 
similar conditions existing in other 
cities, whiere uprisings and bomb- 
ings have occurred, all has been 
quiet on the local front. Not since 
the last outbreak betwieen Allied 



exhibs and the operators last fall 
has any trouble been on tap, 

There 'are about 80 theatres here 
operating; with one union man In 
the booth, th6 owner or manager 
taking the second man's place. Be- 
sides this a general cut of 20%, In- 
cluding circuit houses, was put 
through by the union. 

Since then the operators' linlon, 
through Maloy, has effected further 
reductions dealing with Individual 
cases. Bxhibs by the group, have 
been flocking to Maloy's o^ce 
dally. No definite plan has yet been 
decided upon. Maloy Is taking 
matters In his own hands, disre- 
garding any reproach, that may be 
forthcoming - froni b'ls associate 
crafts. Maloy Is candid in adriilt- 
tlng that he Is out to preserve his 
organization and will go the limit 
to help keep theatres open so that 
his men can keep on working. ;

Charge is that $100 was taken 
Irom ah act in advance on promise 
of booking Which did not eventuate. 

Rheingold is. held for. Special Ses- 
sions .on a charge of operating an 
employment agency without a li- 
cense. Action grew out of a com- 
plaint on the part of Albert Aline, 
acrobat, who alleges he paid Rhein- 
gold $12 in advance oh a booking in 
Oswego, N. Y., went there land was 
told his act couldn't be played; 

Trio of Complaints, 

In the case of three acts claiming 
advance payments to an indie, in- 
volving a total settlement of $200, 
all but $50 of this amount has been 
paid. One act which coughed up 
$100 awaits the other $50 due. Of 
the other two, one settled a $150 
shakedown, for $60 while another 
which paid over $60 has retrieved 
that amount. Expecting the balance 
of $50 due on this trio pf complaints, 
this agent will clean the slate, 
avoiding either possible civil or 
criminal action. 

• Ageint-booker handed the sum- 
nions Is claimed owing back salaries 
to six acts. In Pennsylvania, with 
some of the dates played there by 
unpaid acts, this is an arrestable of- 
fense but not in New York. Some 
of the contracts involved in present 
complaints were mere slips of paper 
advising ' dates and salary.

Curtis, besides Morris & Oz. Latter 
reproduce<l the act alniost com- 
pletely; changed the people and 
succeeded in booking it as practic- 
ally a new turn.

The good picture to him Is 
the means to good business. Vaude- 
ville. Is secondary, but has Its pliace, 
he says. 

: Vaudeville will last, according to 
the Shea theory, because talent In 
any form win always be In demand,' 
and there's a place for vaudeville 
talent along with everything elsfi 
Only vaudeyUle. no longer draws on 
Its. own merits since pictureis have 
superceded: the stage at the box- 
office. 

Names are the only ^exception. 
Shea believes. 'Of course, high 
salaried names frequently flop. But

An Incident that lnvoU;cd the 
Paramount theatre in Newark, N. J., 
and incensed the booking field In " 
general, helped to bring the Dow 
matter to a head but events lead- 
ing up to It were the phasic cause. 
The booking offices strenuously ob- 
jected to the Dow's theatre solicit- 
ing tactics. ' . 

The Newfu-k Incident concerned 
the Dew's acceptance of a theatre 
that had repeatedly cancelled acts 
without notice or payment. Con- 
stant repetition of the cancellation . 
method recently caused thei William 
Morris office to refuse to further 
book the Newark Paramount. When . 
the house was thrown off the Mor- 
ris books the Dow office picked It 
up. Since then several complaints 
from cancelled acts have been filed 
with the V.MJL., but the theatre 
has failed to answer either way. 
I^t week tbis brought the cus- 
tDmary automatic "VMJi. advice to 
acts that all engagexhents at the 
Newark Par must be accepted at 
th« acts* own risk with no recourse 
possible through, that bureau, due 
to the theatre's refusal to submit; 
controversies to arbitration.

York 'Mirror,' rounded up and 
which played one week for Loew at 
the Metropolitan, Brooklyn. Cole 
himself is new to vaudeville after a 
fashion. At this house he Is fea- 
tured and given a radio billing. 

Cole wpear^ to have, gone to 
some pains In prod clng this, act. 
It s.hapes up as quite expensive,' in- 
asmuch as the male chorus of 16 
have three different sets of cos- 
tumes and with the scenery, being 
changed as often. All the. costume 
and scenic: changes are a great help 
in putting the act across. 

The male chorus of 16 is well 
trained and is used for harmonic 
effects all through the act Cole is 
the only member who solos with 
the exception of a high tenor during 
the opening number. 

Act opens with a desert scene, all 
in Arab garb. Three " selections 
from the 'Desert Song* are then 
used, with Cole featured in front. of 
the chorus as the 'Red Shadow,' the 
leading character in the operetta. 
A spiritual aiTangement of 'River 
Stay 'Way from My -Door,' with the 
backdrop shifting to a plantation 
scene, stage darkened, and the 
chorus, in drak rigs, follows. 

This is followed by the stage go- 
ing to full, tavern scene, chorus in 
military uniforms and singing the 
'Drinking Song' from the 'Stiident 
Prince' and 'Song of the Flame.' 

Act closed to a big hand and en- 
cored with the pop 'Two Lives,' a 
German Importation. It was a mis- 
take to use this ballad for an encore 
for the preceding numbers were of 
stliTlng quality tliat left the audi- 
ence k6yed up Just right. Thie en- 
core song was Just an ordinary tune 
that offset the effects of the preced- 
ing songs. 

A good act for vaudeville and of 
big-time quality.

Two man harmony team who 
could easily do a high grade vaude 
turn.

In this picture house the men, one 
at the piano, rose out of the orches- 
tra pit on a small platform.

Old gag of distance lending en- 
chantment, goes double here. Myrt 
and Marge, ducking behind mikes in 
a soundproof studio, couldn't possi- 
bly be as bad as they looked out in 
the open on . the Palace stage; It 
would have been- ihuch better for 
this skit to remain uni^een; even at 
the risk of being thought bad, than 
parade It out before . an audience 
and remove all doubt. ■ 
' Myrt and Marge (Myrtle Vail and 
Dohna Da.merel) is the Wrigley gum 
account over CBS, broadcasting five 
nights a week from local outlet, 
WBBM. > Oh .the air it's a' serial skit 
of a couple bf chorus gals and the 
usual backstage characters, includ- 
ing even a pansy in the form of 
Clarence Tlfllngtufler, a costume de- 
signer. All of which might be in- 
teresting to thode who care for it, 
with a' radio audience at liberty to 
turn the dials at will, but why drag 
out something on the istage that 
Isn't even entertainment? 

'What kind of a local angle can 
this be? It's true that the Palace 
was stuck for a name this week, but 
whjr book a cat In the ba^? Giv- 
ing RKO Credit for better Judgment, 
It's safe to say this act would never, 
have played the Palace had it been 
seen beforehand. . • 
' What plans, if any, either Colum- 
bia or RKO had to present this ra- 
dio turn in' some, style at least, must 
have, gone awry, because It -lobked 
far from anything presentable on 
the Palace stage. Act. broke In at 
the .Kedzle, neighborhood showing 
spot, the night before, and that's 
where the axe felL Instead of un- 
usual settings, -lighting effects, etc.,' 
tiirn reverted to just another one of 
those things. Silhouetted scenes on 
both ends of the stage, showing a: 
couple arguing over the radio on 
one slde .alnd the announcer on the 
other, faded into the center for a 
dressing roiom; where Myrt and 
Marge and their cohorts held sway^ 
For 12 minutes the a.udlence was 
treated to a parade of gams ancf 
undies, with' the dialog evidently 
Just filling in. 

. Uninteresting prattle among the 
four gala in the scene was only di- 
verted momentarily by the entrance 
of the pansy character, played by 
Ray Hedge. After that It -was only' 
a qu^stloh of when it would.be over.; 
Another not so bright idea was pull-'. 
Ing Pat Flanagan, WBBM's baseball 
spieler, out for bow. Bad ehbugh to 
have: had Flanagan stooging as the 
announcer in the act, which ieinyone 
could have done, but why embarrass 
the fellow, by making him.' take a 
bow?' Flanagan, introduced by 
Myrt, was pointed out by the latter 
as heeding no introductlonr -with not 
a ripple following. 

With Myrt and Marge in the skit 
are Patricia Ann Miahners, doing' a 
dumb Dorai and Eleanor - Rella; 
playing, a hardboiled Jane. Latter 
must ■ have been so engrossed she 
failed to tie the robe around her 
when taking her bow, revealing a 
neat pair of shimmies, ^luch .to the 
delight of the front rowers. 

Columbia probably figured the 
Palace as a break-in for the act, 
which Is right, with Myrt and Mairge 
drawing down a meagre $950, that

Opens in one fdr a brief talk rou- 
tine and then the olio up to disclose 
special draperies in 'three,' -with 
two of the Neal Sister:^ ait a pair of 
grand pianos, effectively spotted 
from the wings and dressing, the act 
nicely. Ruth Petty, niezzo contralto 
is oh for a. sbng with Perkins and an- 
other as. solo. .With the;rlght selec-^ 
tidh. of ' songs, .., rowdy shouts, ' she 
should click, but the numbers picked 
do not give lier ia ^lill chance. 
.. Perkins goes itorch with a 'River- 
side Drive', recitative which Isn't so 
hot and a close in to 'one', ifor the 
entrance of a small Negro boy, who 
looks like - Just another, of those 
stooges, but who. turns put to be a 
singer with * fair voice, but a per- 
ceptible break, between his natural 
head tones and his falsetto for the 
high notes— not tha,t the audience 
cared about that.' 

Finish is the three Neal sisters 
and the other sihger d'oing 'Harvest 
Moon' and hitting it up for an ef- 
fective finish, with Perkins on and 
with one comedy break between 
choruses. Act gets over, but could 
be greatly improved through use of 
better song selections.

With Miss Ralston is a slx-glrl 
line, a dancier, Eddie .Prlnz, and ,an 
unbllle'd man who straights for one 
number. The girls are all redheads 
In a strictly stage hue, nice looking 
and peppy. Prlnz works unider cork 
in both his legma,nia specialties and 
goes black for a jungle routine unr 
derneath the finale; Costumes and 
mountings classy, with the elrls 
changing more often than th^ aver- 
age line and always lobklng well. 
Turn is Intrinsically, superior to 
most flashes and has the added ad- 
vantage of . a name In the oast. 

Hall now uses a pianist-partner. 
Jack Neal, for foiling and accom- 
paniment. ; He jnentlohs pictures be- 
tween eacii song and gag. 

Rather haphazard routining and 
weak material ate overcome by a 
likeable personality, while Hall's 
good singing does the rest He's one 
screen import who knows how to get 
off the. stage, as well as get on and 
sell himself to an audience ' in the 
meantime. Liked here and his sing- 
ing drew it. 

First pair bf turns. Three St. John 
Bros., acrobats, and Maxlne Lewis, 
both under New Acts, Four Carlton 
Bros., with apologizes to cverybody;- 
and fresh from the Capitol, were 
strong No. 3, although they flirt 
with danger in that lengthy build- 
up to the chair bit.

This Y;oriivllle half-and-half ope- 
ration got socked between the eyes 
Saturday afternoon. Many factors 
may have combined to bring about 
the bad business, something unusual 
for the prpheum. 

Notable among these was the sud- 
den springy weather, beckoning all 
to the outdoors. Another probable 
setback was the parade on Fifth 
avenue, with that lane's ctirb. heav- 
ily populated at matinee time. 

Orpheum Is playing 'Arrowsmith' 
(UA). It may be the picture is not 
exciting trade in neighborhoods 
such as this, something that was 
feared by theatre men from the out- 
set.- Against It, RKO's . 86th Street 
offers 'Shanghai Express,' drawing 
power of which is probably strong 
enough to wean away a lot of the 
YorkvUle customers. 

Loew has booked in a vaude show 
of flve acts that reads much better 
than it plays. Despite that two 
strong acts are on the bill— Block 
and Sully,, next to shut, and Keller 
Sisters and Lynch, third — on whole 
stage portion falls to rise above 
nabe average. 

Block and Sully, long standard, 
were probably surprised at the rtie- 
diUhi hand accorded tliem by an 
audience that appeared to be more 
than ordinarily lethargic. They are 
using some new material, part of it 
sockful, some of it not so hot. That 
biz bf rubbing Miss Sully's arm over 
Block's leg as though he wants to 
Ijreak it, . when aroused over her 
dumbness, could come but. It's Tiot 
funny. 

Keller Sisters and Lynch, perhaps 
through broadcasting, topped Block 
and Sully bn applause. Theirs, like 
the comedy team's, is an act that 
should not miss anywhere, with 
either high or lowbrow audiences. 

Harmony trio starts but with 
three numbers rolled into one, fol- 
lowing with another downstage and 
then launching into dance matter, 
one of the Kellers stepping out as a 
single. ' Strongest of . material in 
their present routine seems to be 
their conception of how hillbillies 
would do 'My Pretty Quadroon' on 
a broadcast, with Lynch contribut- 
ing a yodPl bit.

Much of his ma- 
terial will go over anywhere, soine 
of It nowhpre, Were Vine to get out 
the scissors, clipping some, of the 
bad talk, partloularly at the open- 
ing session, which Is ID minutes 
loiig, lie'd have a sure-seller turn.

Ing the old one around the wife 
poisoned by hubby. The oig ,trlck 
a la Cardinl ie. oke to stay, but after 
the pop song preceding this, there's 



room for some .trimming, xmless the 
clgaret stunt is moved up. A'ine let 
himself down throUgh too long a 
routine; 

A dahcc flash, Do Toregos, jloorly.

Olvera Brps.. acrobats -perch work 
crs, opened nicely. 

Earl Calrpenter and his Play-Boys, 
in'the pit,' almost always. have some- 
thing in the novelty llhei to uncork 
Currently one bf the pitmen does a 
couple solos fairly, one o* the muggs 
on the stage topping 'tV'hen Gabriel 
Blows That Horn' by doing a little, 
blowing. He's in a laugh costume 
as Gabe;

It's a siipw iand 'a half, nothing 
less, that '- tiie . Skourasbs provide 
down here. Despite that t He Jeff -r 
erson has been removed by, RKO. 
as vaudfilm opposition^ there is no 
stinting on the human element at 
the Academy. , 

The theory that a. strong vaude 
show In sujpport bf a picture Im- 
portantly bblsters business IS beihg 

carried: out by the Skouras Bros, 
down here and on a testy being 
prbved. The Skburases have been 
forced to . buy considerable film 
product from the Independent field, 
much of it undeniably pretty weak 
for- an. operation of this type, in 
view of that, the stage is expected 
and seems to be doing its bit. 

Currently the six-act', bill, look- 
ing like real mbney and represent- 
ing. 85 minutes of entertainment. Is 
in support of 'The Reckoning' 
(Peerless), an indie. Indications 
Thursday night were that It Isn't 
mattering exactly what the house 
has on its screen, business stand- 
ing up nicely without 'naihe' pic- 
tures. 

All the Academy gets in the way 
of film outside of the Fox program 
are a few Columblas and Warner- 
First Nationals turned down by 
RKO and Loew's, -who have earlier 
choice. This forces attention to the 
stage, and giving the stage what It 
requires under , the circumstances, 
seems to be turning the trick. 

In addition to two big fullstage 
acts,, each riihnlng Into pretty 
heavy coin, Dave Apollon's . 'Sur- 
prises of 1932' and the Neville Flee- 
son isong-dance' flash, the show in- 
cludes a special booking. This Is 
Olga Abatl,. child piano prodigy 
(New Acts). 

The child, looking no more than. 
10 years, plays 'Beethoven, doing a., 
slsl-mlnute stretch without stop- 
ping. She drew a hand from the 
tough mob down here in spite of 
the tony piano selection. 

While the show . caught Thurs- 
day night had the kid spotted In the 
Fleeson act, this was done on only 
one show. 

Regular order of bill Three St. 
Johns, Three Rellly Kids, Fleeson, 
the Abatl child, Eddie Hanley. and 
Apollon. 

St. Johns do nicely In a medium 
weight hand to hand turn, featur- 
ing endurance and topped by odd 
coniblnatlons for a slick finish;

Apollon is more than ever fea- 
turing the big hlr^hlight of his act, 
Nora Williams, blue-s singer, but 
Why all the 'kls.scs? Perhaps Apol- 
lon Is that happy he discovered her, 
since she puts a tremendous kick 
Into his revue for the flnlsh,. The 
imi)resslon of Rudy Vailee by one 
bf Apollon'.s musicians should conie 
out. It's the only lame number In 
the whole act.

PALACE, CHICAGO 

Chicago, April 2. 

Obvious, sign bf boxofflce weak- 
nesS heralded this vaude layout 
with the booking of Myrt and 
Marge; radio sketch (New Acts). 
Not Since the old Keith and Or- 
pheum days was such a blunder, 
made at the Palace. They may hav« 
played freak acts In those days, but 
at least there was something t9 
ballyhoo. • - 

Here an act Is thrown together^ 
people afraid of their own shaidows , 
on the stage pushed on, the br- 
chestra strikes up an Introduction,, 
and that's vaudeville. Radio turn , 
was out there to do or die. It did 
both. Palace is paying a $960 net 
for this act considering It, of 
course, a. steal, but Where's the per- 
centage? House gross will show 
le;ss this week than with an brdU 
narily good vaude bill without a biff 
name. 

If CBS, promoting the Wrigley 
account over the air, figured to 
steal a march and get over a big 
ether plug by this personal appear- 
ance at the Palace, it will prpbably 
be disappointed if the Myrt and 
Margie llstenln*' percentage on the 
air falls off after this week. 

George E. Stone, with a lot of 
screen credit behind, him, was the 
legitimate hcadliher on this show, 
but had to take second money be-' 
cause of the radio act. If Stone 
wasn't thought strong enough as a 
.name, then he shouldn't have been 
on this bin altogether. It certainly 
didn't help Stone any to follow the 
Myrt and Marge skit and close the 
show. As ia matter of record Stone : 
got. a bigger reception . on his en- 
trance than the radio act on its 
exit. , 

Then there's Richy Crolg, Jr., who 
Is no stranger to the Palace and 
considerably of a fav around here.

May Wong. So far as- the setting 
goes for the Oriental star, idea 
works out nicely, but the introduc- 
tion of Walter 0'K«efe In a strictly 
occidental monolog arid hoke kid- 
ding with Birig Crosby; bring ,li) an 
Incongruous element before a Jap^ 
anese garden background; 

Billing goes equaliy-f or Crosby and 
Miss Wong, but the stage treatment 
of the two Is vastly different, 
Crosby continues to get the produc- 
tioft works. This has been going on 
so long now, it Is taken as a niatter 
of course that the radio crooner ^ylll 
be kicked around. Prame-up this 
week puts him in the capacity of a 
stooge |or O'Keefe in a rough-and- 
tumble comedy session to- which 
Miss Wong plays straight, and the 
two men in grotesque Chinese cos- 
tumes do rowdy knockabout. 

At the late show of opening day 
Ihey were still switching the show

The overture stdrts with two 
or three .Easter selections by the 
orchestra,, when the. ^pot is thrown 
to the head of a special stairs lead- 
ing from the top of the organ grille 
to the stage. The girls, all dressed 
in white costumes of two thousand 
years ago, rnarch. slowly down the 
stairs and, taking their places on 
the- stage, sing In strong voices, 
'kani'menoi Ostrow.? At the close" 
a huge lighted, cross Is lowered 
nearly to the stage. The act and 
overture- were arranged by EVed 
Schmltt,. musical director, and Miss 
Geraldine O'Neill of the Post's 
Children's Club, As the girls Were 
marching the orchestra played 
'Pomp and Circumstance,' and 
earlier the cornets were, featured in 
'The' Palms.' ' It's hd wonder the 
Denver has so many regulars who 
would rather miss their Sunday 
dinner than miss seeing and hear- 
ing Fi'ed Schmltt and his orches- 
tra any week. 

For good measure, after the Easter 
overture was over, the musicians 
played several of Maurice Cheva- 
lier's favs, as a sort of trailer for 
the coming film, 'One Hour With 
You.'

Their best is 
flipping man from end of board to 
light on shoulders of a two-high, 
ten feet froin teeter. 

Second line dressed in red tights 
and all over brassieries, each hold- 
ing links of'a huge chain. Girls do 
routine with pieces of huge chain 
in hands. Curtains part, showing 
portico of huge white pillars, mak- 
ing background for , the dance 
of Georgene and Henry, who do 
their act entirely in unison — no 
matter which couple you look at, 
you miss nothing. The line re- 
enters, each rolling large discs with 
concentric circles in red, and when 
grouped makes good flash to close 
this section.

Fanchon & Marco contest, three of 
them, are spotted in here. The 
girls will go to L. A., to be placed In 
some unit in training and aVe guar- 
anteed a: year's work at $40 or 
more perweek. The Cannon Sis 
ters db.a isiater act and are a hit 
Thiey're good dancers and have 
good voices and looked gorgeous iii 
their orange blouses and golden 
trunks. The other winner, Elsye 
Yost, is a hefty lass and could 
shake her bushy head as well as 
her legs, but makeup was used too 
freely and showed to poor advant 
age when she and the Gannon Sis- 
ters came in answer to a curtain 
call. 

Gold and Raye cotne on with the 
old trick of the spotlight that- Is 
always, in the Wrong place. Billed 
as 'professional amateurs,' their act 
gets off to poor start but pepped up 
later when they get to stepping fast, 
Chatter not so hot, but they go. over. 
Final, line in spangled trunks, bras 
slerles and lyre shaped headdress 
work perfectly in imlson.

HINDENBERG 

New York, March 30. 

This theatre was once the . Edith 
Totten and later the President. It 
has : tried, legit and pictures from 
time to time and always managed to 
do poorly. Now It emerges as the 
Hlndenberg and the home of New 
York's first vaud-fllm house, all In 
the Teuton language. 

It hai3 only .300 seats, which Is In 
its favor, and It Is a pretty little 
house, despite the' aiira that past 
failures has left. Under the theatre 
Is a large lounge almost as spacious 
as the theatre itself, which has been 
tastefully fitted up for beer and 
sandwiches. 

The admission price has been 
Scaled to a 65 -cent top, which Is an- 
other thing in the theatre's favor, 
past German attemptis on Broadway 
with straight films having fiopped 
pretty much because of the attempt 
to get too much money from the 
customers. 

In the matter of an opening pro- 
gram the theatre Is not so well 'situ- 
ated. Picture, 'Mein Leipold' (Capi- 
tal), Is very poor and the vaude is 
somewhat stilted. With a better 
picture and a bit more diversion on 
the stage it looks like a stunt that 
will carry and make for consider 
able cash returns. 

Max Helmut Wessels, a young 
Viennese baritone, opens the stage 
proceedings with three nicely va- 
ried numbers. He seemed & bit 
nervous night caught, but ought to 
satisfy when oriented. Mltzi Eder, 
secohd act. Is a soubret and also 
Vlisnnese. She gets away with three 
numbers nicely, her selection from 
the 'Flcdermaus' being especially 
good.. Madelon Miller at the piano 
for both singers has nimble enough 
fingers. 

That's not enough vaudeville for 
any theatre on or hear Broadway. A 
singer or comedian in addition 
would have made all the difference 
between a- skimpy and a- good pro 
gram. ' Next weelc that tlvlrd act 
will be added, management says. 

It's a little difficult for the folks 
running the theiatre because of their 
limited talent field plus the fact that 
they have no precedent to buijd on. 
Henry Kauffman, one of the better 
showmen in the foreign field, is 
pretty, much in charge of the pro t; 
gram and will probably leel his way 
around to the right thing In a few 
weeks. If the house backers can 
afford to play around that long. 

• Where the thing scorns to go off 
more than anything is in the fact 
that It's evidently an attempt to bd^ 
Broadway In a foreign language. 
Management will do better to for- 
get that notion. Both of the singer.s 
on the current program in costume, 
of some sort, rather than the con- 
ventional tails and evening gown, 
would have seemed better. It's the 
native angle that ha.s to be stressed. 
It will be ^ntertsiining enough for 
the Teutons and have a' novelty 
drop-In value for Americans. 



STANLEY, PITT 

Pltlaburgh. April 1. 
RubihofC gets the tillling this 
week, topping the stage space and 
sharing equally with film. 'Stran- 
gers In Love.' This is his home 
town, and he comes back for the 
first time in five years one of the 
biggest stars on the air and at last: 
a prophet In honor in hjs : own 
country. Since leaving Pittsburgh, 
wliere he started playing In caf'eis 
for $1 . a night, Rubinoft .has re-r.

Casino 'Protection* 

Active and deadly use of inside rifle protection in a gambling casino 
occurred without resultant publicity this winter in a resort. Two men 
were killed while holding up the gaming casino of the restaurant without 
either of the dead bandits. knowing before death how it happened. Other 
bandits stationed around the place received such a fearful beating up 
they landed in a hospital. None of them will ever again be In physical 
condition to rob another place. 

Casino protection against stickups or gangsters seems to- have been 
created In a resort In the south of the U. S. It has been universally 
copied by the better places all over. Openings Into the game or cash 
room are disguised ventilators along the celling, behind each of which 
is a protecting rifleman constantly watching the people below. 

In the resort of the fatalities the histance lis believed to have been the 
first of the kind anywhere; Tlje bandits drove up in a car, distributing 
themselves apparently on a prearranged understanding. One remained In 
the driver's seat, another a.t the entrance t6 the place arid a third g&ng- 
ster at the door of the casino. Two others walked Into the casino and 
drew guns,: ordering all dealers and guests to line up against either walL 

As this order was being obeyed, a shot,. and one of the bandits dropped 
dead. As the other with the gun iii his hand looked around and upward 
to see where the shot cariiie from, Another biillet ended hi.s life, drilling 
him through the mouth. 

It ail occurred so rapidly nothing was known, outside the; game room, 
but the reports of the rifles attracted the casino's own outside mob, As 
they started to close In, the other baridits were quickly noted and held 
up themselves. Spine of the outside mob were trained to believe no one 
should ever try to rob one of their crowd's places. 

What they did to the j3urylvlng bandits probably wlir never be related 
in detail. But what they did is already itnpwn to the underworld arid la 
apt to prove a perpetual prote:ctor to all game casinos.

They're in to see the. picture,' he 
contends. 

Contrary to his own practises 
Slliea .thinks circuit' operation is. 
superior to Indie operation despite 
the added bverhead Involved in the 
latter. Independent operation de- 
pends on the individual and can be 
superior only, from that individual's 
Sflewpoint. ; Otherwise the circuit, 
has the edge. Buying power is the 
reason. That's why circuits do ilike 
Shea's'buying. . "

Since 
it was discpverjed that sh6 is what'is 
known as an 'emotional' actress, her 
pictures have alwa.ys contrived 
somiewbere to have her .make a 
scenie^ Scenes, It seems, provide 
the ■ easiest way to capitalize het 
flair for liistrpnic fireworks. in 
'Shopworn' Miss. Stanwyck makes 
two scenes, each time losing her 
temper with .exhausting thorough- 
ness,- each time ' providing good 
' elpse-ups of tear-brimmed eyes, and 
each time accomplishing lipthlng for 
the development of the story,, but 
none the less giving the customers 
their mpney's worth of 'dramatic 
acting.' 

Miss Stanwyck's low combustion 
point in 'Shopworn' may be the in- 
side on how she became a world 
famous actress. Temper and dra- 
matic temperament have always 
been closely allied in the : public 
mind. 

'Shopworn,' more sensible than 
most stories about celebrated ac- 
tresses, shows none of her actual' 
acting as an actress, but is wisely 
content to display her gracing, in 
glittering costumes, a spacious back 
stage dressing room. 

Miss , Stanwyck'f* clothes as a 
front-page actress are also less 
than glamorous. Seeking to atone 
for her lack of Individual chic. Miss 
Stanwyck chooses garments sp bi- 
zarre that they very nearly stifle 
her precious quality of naturalness. 
Then, when she wants to prove 
that she's acquired the rarefied 
taste of simplicity, her costumes 
become so sombre and restrained 
that they might belong to some- 
body's mother. But it isn't clother- 
that Miss Stanwyck's following ex- 
pects of her anyway.

However, it brings the Junior Bill 
Brady back to production activity 
and show people look to the juniors 
to revive the stage. The play is 
an adaptation from the French.

: Clarity is not one of the play's 
vh-tues; The theme alms to prove 
that romance cannot be resumed 
where it left off, after an Interval 
of years, between the i^ame man arid 
woman.

We've only. re-, 
grets.' ■■■ 

•That youth can nev«>r be recap- 
tured is another and better known 
axiom. Yet the people of the play

They have Intelligent ma- 
terial and know how to handle It. 

The hit of the show, however, 
went to Spring Bylngton, on her 
single appearance. She is cast aa 
Lisa Duval, who had been .lean's 
dcceaaed father's mlatresa for ten 
yeara, a fact that astounded the 
young man, . She cornea to ask for 
aid iri establisliinr? a little lingerie 
shop and Jean gracefully agrees to 
do so. ..

Knox, the .white convict; facea .a; 
20 -year stretch. He plants escape 
and gets an edge! by assaulting the 
warden arid taking his revolver. 
When a .gruard emerges from the. 
darkness Knox kills him, Follows 
a. search for the killer. With his' 
colored pals it: is planned tb blow, 
up the gallery and trap the warden 
and his trusty. But Knox suddenly 
decides, to give! hiniself up. As he 
emerges from the shaft he is shot 
in the shoulder by the nervous war- 
den and theii brutally whlpiped — off 
stage. Gypsy, the batty one, car- 
ries Knox back into the min6. Wheii 
the 'virarden comes after them the 
diynamite is exploded- and the gal- 
lery sealed. Warden murders the 
Negro, and he and Knox expire of 
coal dariip. 

This subterraniean thriller starts 
Off with a strong first act. Second 
act . promises terror, which ' it- not 
entirely fulfilled In the lieist act. 
There have been plays with all-male 
casts which clicked, such as 'Jour- 
ney's End,' and to> a lesser degree 
The Last Mile.' Like the latter, 
'Bloodstream' is of the lower strata 
and it is a matter of taste whether 
the characters are interesting. 

Frank Wilson, who has attracted, 
attentlpri in other colored dramas, 
Is the cuckoo Gypsy; Ernest B. 
Whitman la another good colored, 
actor, appearing as JUke Taylor, a 
husky killer; Clyde Franklin is the» 
warden, and Cecil Holm the dea- 
perate Knox.

Considerable dllference of opinion 
about George M. Cohan'a latest com 

edy, now at the Broad, which Is 
touring this spring and doesn't get 
to Broadway until fall. Tlie ciitica 
were Uriarilmoua Iri liking it, and 
flrat night audience waa enthuaiaa- 
tic as have been aubaequent audi- 
ences; Dissenters are somo:. of the 
wise boya, and some members of 
the profeaaion. Several New York 
managers and agcnta who happened 
to catch it openly claim it won't do 
although ravirig about Cohan him- 
self, .':■.■ 

. Right at the beginning It should 
be Stated that It Is hard to figure 
how Cohan expects to put aomebody 
else in the part he's playing now. 
He not only gives one pf the -beist 
performances of hla career but his, 
peraonallty : makes of Mr. Daniels,' 
the private detective, a. character 
with Individuality . arid fascinating, 
appeal that would probably be lost 
by another actor— Mjven : a good one. 
In fact, getting down to brass tacks, 
'Confidential Service* la' all Cohan. 
.: However, with Cohan it'a a bully, 
comedy and should have ati excel- 
lent chance of landing.. .Story conr 
cerns a young married couple who 
employ Daniels to investigate a- theft 
of the wife's jewels. He discovers 
that the thief is the hUaband and 
that riot only is he guilty of that, 
but has been carrying on ..with tho 
wife's beat friend. - 

Na,turallyi it'a a blow, but thanks 
to Daniels'- good advice she knows 
how to take . it and, at the detec- 
tive's suggestion, they consult with 
the other abused party,' the best 
friend's husband. A projected raid 
on the love nest of .the guilty pair 
falls when the lovers quarrel and 
break up before the raid can -be or- 
ganized. 

Again Daniels gives some advice 
which, this time, is that hia clients 
allow their erring mates to come 
horaie arid to give theiri no inkling 
th^at their little affair is Jcnown. This 
la done and the fact that the lovera 
themselves have quarreled gives 
plenty of chance for comedy in the 
subsequent scenes. At the 'finish 
the detective seea to it that ' the 
guilty couple pay a penalty and 
there ia intimation that the other 
pair -will eventually make a match 
of it. . . 

In addition to Cohan, 'Confidential 
Service' has the advantage of expert 
direction, hice backgrounds ; ahol a 
good cast. Sam .^^orrest arid' Cohan 
directed, the eight scene charigea are 
achieved by the device that was 
once made famoua iri 'On Trial,' and 
as for the cost, Selena -Bdyle 'as the 
wife, and Slaie Lawsori - as the 
friend, are outstanding. Charles 
Trowbridge' and Arthur Hohl are 
also good as the husbands.

There's a lot of strength in 
Blanche Ring, star of 'Intimate Re- 
lations,' but too much weakness iri 
the play -written for her. Had the 
authors turned the piece into broad 
farce* with material ideal for that 
treatnient and Miss Ifting right there 
to play it, chances for a moderately 
aiiccessful run might have been 
guod; In present form, with the 
farcical, element thinly disguising 

what appears to be an angle on pos- 
sible, modem conventions, ariythlng 
but a brief stay on Broadway Is 
doubtful.

under her wing. 

Her part also atterhpts to inject 
a gay demeanor into the widow's 
activities immediately on top of her 
husband's death, with heavy, party 
ing figuring.

Nor can It be said to be altogether 
a bad thing,' for the old private en- 
terprise theatre.ls just about, bank- 
rupt ii> this, country. There are 
many signs of the new trend. Among 
the! latest is the 40%. reduction in 
prices of theatre . seats granted by or 
Imposed on the Roman theatrical 
managements in favor of atU mem- 
bers of. the pasclst : organizitiori 
known as the "Dopoiayorb" Move- 
ment. This means literally After 
Work Movement, and may be. trans- 
lated Workmen's Spare Time Movef- 
ment. The meriibers of the Fascist 
Workmen's Spare Time Movement 
run Into the hundreds of thousands, 
so the. patronage of this huge class : 
riiay prove extremely useful to the 
failing . theatres In spite of the big 
cut of 40%. 

Result of this new rule amounts 
to a democratization of the theatre 
such as has never yet been attempt- 
ed here, and probably In very few 
other countries. It meqjis a . new 
class of theatre a.udience altogether, 
and It should be remenibered that 
the 40% reduction applies to all 
types of seats, and 'will be extended 
to other cities shortly. 

Certainly this theatrical business 
In Italy Is in a bad way.. One thing 
is certain, the. Worker's Spare Timis 
Movement has begun to create a 
new theatrical public. Part of the 
organization of the Spare Timers 
Includes amateur theatres as well 
as cheap cinema houses for mem« 
bers of the association .only.. The 
railroadmen In Rome and the post 
and telegraph workei-s have, both 
splendid theatres of their own fitted 
with all modern devices and Im- 
provements. They do plays and 
have developed the beginnings of a 
new theatrical cuU. Now the com- 
mercial theatre of the country is to 
be. offered to therii at the 40% re- 
duction. 

Gov't's Theatriicai Bureau 

Another step towards an eventual 
State theatre organization is the 
creation of the "Corpbrazione dello 
Spettacolo," or Guild, of the show 
business, a government Institution 
recently created for organizing the 
entertalnriient Industry. This body 
deals tvlth Subsidies to opera houses 
and theatres, regulates the hiring 
and firing of actors and musicians, 
and acts like a governnjent theatri- 
cal bureau. Private agents- still 
exist, and there is nothing In the 
law. hindering private theatrical 
enterprise, but the tendency is all 
running towards state organization 
of the entire show business. It does 
not seem exaggerated to say that 
in five or .six years the show busi- 
ness may be practically a govern- 
ment department in Italy. 

Grand opera is being demiocratlzed, 
too, .The seml-stato Institution 
called the "Lyric Chariot of Thes- 
pls" has announced Its program for 
1932. This reveals that the travel- 
ing opera company, which goes by 
this rianie, is to bring opera to the 
poorer classes. The company has 
excellent equipment, and this, year 
two movable stages are to be car- 
ried by motor truck. Good singers 
and a first class orchestra are at- 
tached to the company, . 

It's another .stop in the domo- 
oratizatlbn of the arts which is the 
present policy of the Italian gbv- 
crnment. .

List Annoyance 

Those concerns sbllcltihg scribblers 
for all sorts of literary services are 
believed to get their 'suckeir lists' 
from members of the reading de- 
partments of various mag and book 
publishing houses. This is proved 
by the fact that Soon after a 
writer submits a manuscript: most 
anywhere, he Is immediately be- 
sieged by numerous literary serylces. 

Authors so annoyed don't like the 
Idea, but apparently there Is nothing 
they can do 'bout it. Most sub- 
mit their identities with all of their 
contributions, of coui*se, and It's 
then an easy matter for memliers 
of the reading departments in tlie 
publishing houses to copy them and 
sell them to those' who get up the 
lists. - 

Practice can only be stamped out 
by publishing head orders to their 
readers that they refrain. But 
likely most of the mag publishers, 
paying their readers a low wage, 
don't care if they get something 
extra this way. 



Drama History . 
In publishing W. G. B. CarBon*s 
'The Theatre on the Frontier* the 
University of Chicago press adds to 
the literature of the American stage 
an evidently a'iithentlc . history of 
the dratna in St. Lbuls from 1815 to 
1840.. With the acknowledgment 
that plays In the Spanish tongue 
might have b6en presented prior to 
that time, it cohflnies itself to St. 
Louis as a frontier town. Later 
chapters make . allusion to many 
players of more general ; fame, 
throwing interesting sidelights on 
the standard stars of that day.-. 

The author while adhering' to the 
historic narration has sought, ahd 
not unsuccessfully, to temper this 
dry recital with anecdote and' com- 
ment and has turned out a readable 
commentary on the stage of that 
period. It is generously illustrated 
with reproductions of old playbills 
and portraits of that day. 



Soviet Romance 

Since its publication some 10 
years ago Alex Tarasov-Rodlondv's 
'Cliocolate,' a story of the . Soviet 
Chcka, has made considerable of a 
stir in reading circles. It Is now 
made available in an English trans- 
lation by Charles Malmuth, pub- 
lished by Doubleday-Doran.

'State St. Tomorrow* program was 
rather unique in its effective tie-in 
of both mutual-owned station and 
newspaper. Program was for 20 
minutes each hlte^ and contained 
plugging for eight State street 
stores, such as Marshall Field, the 
Fair, Boston Store, Mandel Bros., 
with the copy emphasizing the bar- 
gains of the following day. In this 
deal the stores also received free 
billboard advertising, but the stores 
in return had to run an ad in the 
'E::aminer* every day. No restriction 
on the size of the ads, but it was 
evident the size of the stores pre- 
vented them from making the ads 
too small for fear of looking ridic- 
ulous. Understood that recent cur- 
tailment of the Hearst organization 
affected these free billboards and 
was one of the causes for the fail- 
ure of the stores to renew their ra- 
dio contracts, which expired on the 
1st. ' 

An attempt to save the program 
was made by trying to squeeze the 
progriam to a full 30 minutes, and 
shifting the time from 10:10 p. m. to 
9 o'clock, but the stab fell through 
at the last moment. This new time 
arrangement, however, may go into 
effect later.

He used to live in 
Spokane, but moved to the Seattle 
district, which included Tacoma and 
promised the larger city anything 
it wanted. He. has, since he moved 
to iSeattle even got Seattle men jobs 
in Tacoma Federal offices,, they say 
here. Tacoma Is turning toward 
Sen. Dill who lives in Spokaiie and 
is a Democrat while the district Is 
Republican. 

Dill Is the western hombre who 
has been fighting the radio networks 
for some time and has promised to 
get stations KMO and KVI, locals, 
a break and says he will see that 
one of these stations is given the 
same . consideration as the stations 
in Seattle. CBS local station KVI 
will probably get its time through 
the Senator from Spokane. The 
burn up Is that the locals have to 
appeal to Dill in Spokane district, 
who is a Democrat and this a Re- 
publican stronghold, NBC, of course, 
is ilghting against full time 
station here. Its KOilO station In 
Seattle is now furnishing the 
natives with its program and the 
salesmien in the east have a flne 
chance to. register about this 800,- 
000 population.

tion on this script expired on . Sat- 
urday (2) .along with the sponsor, 
but without haying sold the script 
to another advertiser. WGN, how- 
ever, has the skit still listed on its 
schedule for this coming week, the 
prograni. for today (4) carrying the 
'Painted Dreams' session for a 
morning' broadcast. Since there's 
no advertiser, the prograni will re- 
vert to sustaining. 

Miss Pliillip.is how attempting to 
restrain the station from continuing 
with the script, claiming all rights, 
belong to her. Miss Phillip started 
the script, wrote the continuities 
throughout and played the leading 
role; On the last day (Saturday), 
she was replaced in the lead role 
by Irene Wicker, who formerly, 
played one of thei minor characters 
in the story, and the continuity It- 
self .was written by one of the WGN 
staff writers, Kate Chase. 

Kxpected that Miss Phillip will 
take the matter into court today 
(4) to secure a restraiiilng injunc- 
tion preventing WGN fro^i using 
the title or substance.

At the annual ' dinner , of the 
American Society ot Composers; 
Authors & Publishers Thursday ,

vealed that the society grossed 
11,900,000 during 1931. Tills is about 
jlOO.OOO more than the 1930 gross. 

The report showed tliat It cost 
thei American Society 2i9%, or over 
$500,000, of its coilectibhs to ope- 
rate. It was stated tiiat during the 
current year an attempt Will be 
hiade to reduce this expense. 
. Of the 17,000 former accounts of 
the Ai S. C. A. P., which pays the 
American Society for the use of 
copyright music, the society lost 
about 800 durinig 1931. "These were 
said to be mostly darice lialls, cab- 
arets, etc., tiiat closed. 

At the : meeting It was ideclared 
that the American Society expects 
a big increase in revenue this year, 
due to new deals pending. This 
statement, it is said, refers to the 
new radio license fees which are 
now being formulated by the 
A. S. C. A. P.

In Georgle Stone's act Craig plays 
an important part, coming through 
with some really clever humor. 
Stone's material might be changed 
ai'ound a bit,, allowing for better 
touch of light comedy frbrii Stone 
himself, but even as Is will get over 
easily. Stone has a rare conception 
of drawing his audience to him in- 
stead of away from him. with a 
solid sock in his delivery and per- 
sonality. He . carries a roll of cel- 
luloid along, with just enough of 
a glimpse of him In a few well -se- 
lected shots of plcturies he's been 
in.

"The show is nicely laid out with a 
succession of songs and dances not 
sufficiently alike to conflict, and 
evidently the show rated new cos- 
tumes for New York. They are 
all fresh and attractive and help 
the act over. The troupe has a 
self-possessed little master of cere- 
monies who shoves it along, and 
opening in one, they go to an oil- 
cloth special drop In full stage/ set 
as a cabaret with chai''s to match 
the size of the. tiny artists. For 
the flnlsh'^Rose comes on . to give 
a contrast of size, and makes a 
short talk on the troupe. This 
closer probably better for the smaV^ 
ler towns, but it worked up a hand 
here, too.

His recent "tour over the Loew 
Circuit, bringing: Jilni In contact 
with thousands of kids, has taught: 
Mr. Jones that the only iuvenile 
audience that may be counted on 
today is the one being nurtured by 
Western films, 

Lose one generation of picture 
fans and you break the lilctUre- 
going tradition. Children will look 
to other fields for their idol-wor- 
shlpl The kid of ten years ago, 
says Jones, Enthused oyer any num- 
ber of film favorites. Today's stars 
—with the. exception of the few 
cowboys carrying on the Western 
formula— appeal solely to adult au- 
diences. The next generation d£ 
pictiiregoers has nothing to grow . 
urt on. . 

'Audiences of today are made up 
of former .kids' who d^eveloped- the 
habit of . picture patronage during 
the silent days,' explains Mr, Jones, 
a, strong silent hombre except when 
conversation touches on a subject 
so near his art. 

'Any kid can understand panto- 
mime. That's . his language. He 
doesn't want- to stop and dope out 
dialog written for oMer people. 
High hat tatkers drove the kids 
into .the streets to play cops aiid 
robbers. The only way to draw 
them" back Is to give them plenty 6£ 
action mixed with talk.' 

Off 'School StMff' 

The younger generation Is Intol- 
erant of actionless drama and com- 
edy. Children lack the patience to 
heed long stretches of dialog; 
they're bored with the sophistfca- 
tion talkers have tried to attain. 
Children's programs, arranged by 
the Hays and Parent-Teachers' As- 
sociations, leave thenn cold — they 
smack too much of the schoolroom 
to. be any fun. The youngsters' 
failure to support juvenile stories, 
with all-child casts, indicates that 
the means of talker presentation, 
rather than its subject matter, does 
not strike their f4ncy. 

tVhen Westerns were at their 
height. Cowboys Mix, Hart, Gibson 
an-'' JOnes were turning out ap- 
proximately 30 combined annual re- 
leases. Independent studios buzzed 
with activity dedicated to Western 
mellers. This ., speclflc lure was 
added to the regular silent product 
that had. juvenile support. 

Instead of maintaining this West- 
ern average, in the face of depre- 
ciated child response . to talker 
product, the Gibson, Mix, Maynard 
and Jones total for this year will 
be 22 films. Independent produc- 
tion has been greatly" curtailed by 
the tendency of smaller studios to 
copy the sophisticated trends of 
major organizations. The type of 
picture that could best combat one 
phase of audience apathy is under- 
estimated by companies that fail 
to recognize the Importance of 
Western films. - 

'Bring in the kids and you en- 
large your adult audience' adds Mr. 
Jones. 'At least one . grown up must 
accompany a child to the theatre. 
On the tour that's finishing here 
at the Academy, I've played to jiist 
as many erb\vh-ups as children 
Stimulate the Interest of the kids, 
the most ehthuslastic boosters In 
the world, and you' have a healthy 
home-life attUude toward the pic 
tui'e .indusrtir.* 

. 'WeBtfiiV.ns' Mean Action 
By 'Westerns,' Mr. Jones means 
any type of action film. The prod- 
uct need not necessarily have a cow- 
boy locale, Society, police, racing, 
aviation, gangster and practically 
any type of yarn may be worked 
into the Western formula. ' Dialog 
need not corhpllcate production. On 
the contrary, Mr. Jones finds that 
It speeds things "alope, doing away 
with tim^-losing close-ups and cap- 
tion cutting. Simple speeches de- 
tail exposition of plot and build 
suspense; then you concentrate on

Directors' meeting, although sched- 
ulied to be held in Baltimore, may 
take place In New York. Original 
date was April 13 (Wednesday). 

At tills meeting plans will be sub- 
mitted for a general re6rganlzat||ori, 
and the subject of a contract for 
Harold B. Franklin, whose trial 
period with th6 company has ex- 
pired, will also come up. Franklin 
has been drawing |1,000 weekly and 
has virtually been acting as general 
manager of RKO-Radio since be- 
coming affiliated. 

Franklin is reported asking $76,000 
a year and a! percentage on a. con 
tract basis.: Martin Beck, who heads 
the vaudeville booking department 
of the company, is seeking a three 
year contract. Whether either will 
obtain agreements is to be decided 
at this board gathering, which will 
consist of a full attendance of 19 
[members. 

Both Franiclln and B^ck have re- 
organization plans; Franklin oh the 
theatre operating and picture end, 
aUd Beck as regards vaudeville and 
the booking department.

Reductions' 

At the time Hiram Brown as 
Bumied the presidency, the weekly 
expense of the company Was $1, 
400,000. This had been reduced to 
around $960,000 weekly, and Frank 
lin and Beck are reported trying to 
further cut this figure to ?850,000 
Both men have been in their RKO- 
Radio posts on a 60-day trial with- 
out contracts. 

The vaudeville branch, which was 
costing the circuit around $176,000 
a ^yeek, has been reduced to about 
$i40,0(lj); theatre operating over- 
head has been sliced another. $40, 
000. Elimination of vaudeville in 
a namber of theatres has helped . to 
curtail the expense on that phase, 
while the drop in operating outlay 
has been accomplished through a 
lessening ot personnel and a full 
60% .knifing on advertising. Mean- 
while, the circuit has added arOund 
$270,000 yearly in salaries, with the 
addition of Franklin, Beck, Watter- 
aon Rothacker, Phil Reisman, R. F. 
Sisk, George Godfrey, Ike .Libson 
and Asher Levy. This has sup^ 
posedly been offset by the dropping 
of the music department, RKb 
radio hour, and critics' department; 
, Meanwhile, attendance is said to 
have dropped in the theatres arbund 
40%.; 

Understanding Is that many 
members of the bpaird favor wait- 
ing until jiext September before is- 
suing more contracts. If any, then. 
This matter will be threshed out 
at the meeting. Report is that a 
strong campaign has been quietly 
waged to favor Issuing the men- 
tioned agreements. If contracts are 
given it is expected that .FrankJin 
hiay be designated as vice-presi- 
dent and general manager, or pos- 
sibly preslclent of Keith-Albee-- 
Orphcum, now a' subsidiary of. 
KIvO-Radlo. Franklin's intent if no 
contract is forthcoming Is not 
known.

It a total , of 100 in'dependently- 
jnade prctures are dellverfed durlni; 
thp coming (1932-'33) season, the 
figure, will be high. That . eatimatej 
called liberal, is made by Indife pro- 
ducer and distributor leaders who 
claim that everypne Is talking a lot 
of film at this tiine as usual in the 
hope of landing contracts as a |>ro- 
moting wedge for financing.; 

In sizing up possibilities on de- 
livery, indie spolcesmeh are taking 
cognizance hot only of the tradi- 
tional. low percentage of pictures re- 
leased oy indies as against those an-, 
nounced, but-also of the difficulty at 
this time in securing financing. Ma- 
jority of indies who see in present 
product shpttage, trimmed programs 
from hatibnals, double featuring, 
^tc.t the Indie's bright hope in yearn, 
will never reach the field with 
product, It Is prophesied. This oc- 
cured In an Important measure last 
year, and has had the effect of 
placing Independent Exchanges on 
guard. 

Exchanges Cagey 

The exchanges fear expectancy of 
Independent product for delivery ac- 
cording . to announcement. They 
will be more watchful this -year than 
before, with territories now aver- 
aging about three exchanges each. 
Position taken is that if an Indie 
exchange in a given territory relics 
on a producer for delivery of 24, for 
Instance, passing up a competitor, 
and only a small percentage of that 
number or nothing at all Is de- 
livered, exchange, is left holding the 
bag. ■ ■ ' 

It -Is also pointed out that if thea- 
tres hold back on 'DUying of iiroduct, 
cither from majors or the reliable 
Indies, they are likely to find them- 
selves cramped through failure of 
product to come through. 

Maiiy theatre owners are quoted 
as of the opinion that 300 or more 
indie pictures will be on the' market 
for; J932-'33. Although from ex- 
pei;(ence having found that sonie- 
tlmes indie producers announcing 
programs of considerable size, have 
not delivered a! single picture. It Is 
said exhibitors are hot taking the 
timo to cogitate the possibility 
that financing of indies is tougher 
than ever before. 

Larger Indies, In this respect, take 
the trouble to point out that It's 
even . difficult now for majors to 
secure proper financing on produc- 
tion. That alone will reduce the 
ratio of chances for indies, many of 
whom have nothing but a set of 
titles to sen;

Election of officers witnessed con - 
tinuance of all incumbents.

Lengthy Report 

In his report covering 65 printed 
pages Will Hays leads off by re- 
ferrlhg to attendance figures 10 
years ago but avoids being specific 
so far as present b. o. conditions 
are concerned.

. In reporting on the codes Hi-ys 
toUciies on a phase seen as sighifl- 
cant with the recent move of inder 
pendent producers to become an ac- 
tive part of hisorganizatlon. 

A considerable part of the report 
is given. over by Hays to the quotas 
tions of others. In this way he 
covers the decisions on block book- 
ing and another one Which favors 
'protection,' 

Hays delves extensively into re- 
cent statistics ph visual education, 
without showing any cUrrent acr 
tlvlty On the part of the indua[try. 
This part of the report, well known, 
is more of a sales talk to the schools 
than the producers.

Most . significant feature of the 
amusement group was the fact that. 
Loew's, now the leader, found good. . 
support at its former bottom of 
2094 and staged a fair tecovery 
from that double bottoni, even while 
the biggest stocks in the list were 
sinking to- new low marks, includ- 
ing Steel at 33, Gen. Motors at 
11^; , Eastman Kodak' at 63 and 
American , Can below 50 for the first 
time in many years, 

With the exception of Paramount, 
which touched a fresh low level at 
4%, the iamusemehts gave evidence 
of being well liquidated. Warner 
Bros: showed fractional gains dur- 
ing most of the day and Fbx was 
quiet a trifle above 2. RKO did litr 
tie either way. 

Among the bonds the old Para-^ 
mounts gave wa/ an additional 2 - 
points to 38, but the bthers gener- 
ally heid to previous prices at or 
near the bottom. 

Richard Whitney, president of 
the Stock Exchange, told the State 
Committee that there were no bear 
raids and that the slump was 
caused by liquidation of long stock. 
At the same time the market 
backed him up by continuing the 
outpouring of selling. Washington 
news was favorable, except as it° 
brought to the fore ti^e. hostility 
of the lawmaker^ toward the mar- 
ket, : 

Making it certain that Wall Street 
was supporting Whitney, the Gov- 
ernors of. the Exchange announced 
his nomination for a third term aa 
president half an hour after the 
market closed. 

Prospect at the nioment is that a 
selling climax is near at hand, out 
of which there should be a rebound. 
Only a question how long the price 
level will maice' a stand around 
present levels before the 'spiU'. 
comes. 

Break Through 1921 

Market broke through the critical 
bottom of the extreme depression of 
1921 on Friday and then staged a 
mild recovery on Saturday, based on 
a combination of happenings. Chief 
among them was a political trick 
from Washington which threw a; 
brief scare Into the weak element 
In the short party, by a sudden de-; 
termination to start a Senate inves- 
tigation Into short selling. 

There seemed little doubt but 
that it was a political maneuver and 
a repetition of the long series of such 
devices, always timed to catch the 
market In a moment of technical 
readiness for a rebound. Last June 
the Hoover moratorium proposition 
caught the market In an oversold 
>itate. The same thing happened last 
October when the reconstruction 
Finance Corporation program was 
broached. 

Spectacle of the government man- 
ufacturing bear squeezes for tactical 
party advantages, doesn't speak well 
for the business outlook. Besides 
which the artiflct) didn't work with 
immediate effect. There was fright- 
ened covering at the opening Satur- 
day morning, but It didn't last 
through the first half hour. Maxi- 
mum advance, due. to the retreat 
of shorts was less than 3 points In 
the averages, which was hot quite 
as much, as the net loss of the Fri- 
day session, and more than half oft 
that gain was lost before the Sat- 
urday close. Even the brief gains 
of early Saturday apparently were 
seized as an opportunity for more 
of the urgent liquidation' that had 
been going oh progressively for nine 
days of steadily declining prlcesJ. 

Saturday's mild recovery might 
quite, as well have been attributed 
to the very bulliish government re- 
port on the wheat crop, indicating 
a 1932 crop more than 40.% below 
that of last year. Under this spur 
the wheat market jumped 3 cents 
a bushel, which, was little enough In 
view, of the .sen.sational surprise of 
the crop e.stlmate and in view of 
the fact tliat a real upturn ^tt wheat 
might easily mark the turn In the 
whole bu.siness trend, ;

Prices are high — perhaps toip 
high. Most .of the . first-runs, and 
they're all first today, charge $3 
(native), with nothing cheaper, 
I'hcy get away with it for the first 
few days and then sag. The 'Smil- 
ing Lieutenant' opened at the Cine 
Suipacha March 11, did a good 
week, and then only fair. Now 
Stands at same house at $2. 'A 
Free Soul' had same experience in 
the Pa.lace. Picture held up for a 
Week, then dropped though the ?? 
Was never removed.

Block Booking Bugaboo Abroad; 
New Legislation Aimed at U. S.? 



Anici'lcan film companies abroad 
are faced with a new bugaboo In 
the matter of blind and block book- 
ing. New law in Germany forbids 
blind booking In the .future, and 
France Is considering a similar 
move. In England blind booking 
has : been legally impossible for 
.some time. 

While American companies abroad 
do not have .such extensive programs 
in Europe as to necessitate block- 
booking to the same extent as in 
the 17. S., practice of most of the 
cdmpanles in Germany and France 
has been to book blind as much as 
possible. 

Forbidding the practice In Ger- 
many Is a move against dubbed 
American product primarily, with 
American representatives In Berlin 
I preparing to make a fight for their 



right to book the films as previous- 
ly. 

German attitude is that by not 
seeing the films they cannot tell 
whether pictures are synced ver- 
sions, idub.bed version.s, stralght- 
.shot or super-imposed with titles. 
American trade contention abroad 
Is that the method used for prep- 
aration ; of foreign films shouldn't 
interest European cxhlbs as long as 
they're satisfactory. Exhlbs, how- 
ever, feel that they can comfortably 
use only direct shots In A houses, 
with the government agreeing. 

Although the. new German decree 
is a general one, taking in all pic- 
ture producers, It Is considered a 
move directly against the American 
companies, since the home pro- 
ducers are supposed to have noth- 
ing to, fear from showing their pic- 
tures before bqoklng thenx. 



ONLY DUBBED PRODUCT 
FOR METRO, SAYS LOEW 



After a six-week survey of Eu- 
rope, Arthur Loew says Metro rGold- 
wyn -Mayer Is more firmly convinced 
than ever that production abroadl la 
not necessary to American com- 
panies In order to retain the foreign 
markets.

Anotiier novel gone wrong. In 
translation to the screen. Story, bV 
another tabloid editor, Emlle Gau- 
vreau, who turned bitter on his vo- 
cation, turns out in. film form as a 
muddled narrative of tangled mo- 
tlve.g, pale characterizations and 
vagrant central motif. Sums up as 
less than .even fair program output 
with a field of usefulness in the 
minor spots. 

Follows the sharply incisive 'Five 
Star Final' with which it must bear 
comparison with . disastrous re- 
sults. Purporting to reveal the in- 
side workings of a sensational yel- 
low rag (which in novel form it 
really did) the picture never con- 
veys a sense of reality; Its people 
and its incidents have a phoney 
atmosphere that robs its Original 
savage actuality of sting. 

Treatment throughout Is clumsy. 
One moment it takes the cynical 
attitude of a hard boiled newspaper 
editor and the next goes to the op- 
posite sympathetic extreme. Open- 
ing sequence is a remarkable In- 
troduction. Scene is . a hotel . cor- 
ridor while a double murder Is go- , 
ing on in an . adjoining bedroOm. 
The whole surface spirit of the epi- 
sode Js that of comedy. There is 
a flash of the police station, a news- 
paper Office and presently a half 
drunken reporter arrives before the 
police, ca.-^ually kidnaps the mur- 
deress and brings hereto his city 
oom. Still It's all seeniiniffly comic 
in intent. Plctxire never quite gets 
over the confusion of that early 
planting of atriiosphere. 

And ih the film handling the 
whole picture loaves one cold be-, 
cause sen.satIonal things are hap- 
pening in the world and the spec- 
tator resents the picture's attitude 
that they are trivial compared to 
the drama that- is taking place In 
the editor's office. It probably >3 
the fault of the adaptation that the 
screen story doesn't make th.it 
angle good. The book gained its 
point in this respect. 

Story . has all the defects of a 
transcribed novel. It tries to pack 
too much into the footage, never 
pi'oiii'c.^sos naturally, but in.'<ic;id ^ 
goes into hectic junipiniK!? around 
to cover the ground without UnkinS 
up the evolution of the story into 
a convincing progress. Story .^top^

All of 
which enthusiasm was pretty rap 
idly dispelled as the' reels unwound 
■The French, In France, probably 
will like It very much. In New York 
It'rf too French to get anywhere. In 
New York th« picture's only Im 
portance In fact lies. In the probabil 
ity. it holds two principals' who will 
undoubtedly land in Hollywood 
within a year. 

There's no quarrel with the cast, 
the material or the production. It's 
simply too French. All the jokes 
are based on French jeu de mots, or 
tricks with 'the language, unlntel 
llgible to ordinary American French 
students. . There's practically no 
story, which doesn't matter so niuch 
for this sort of thing, but which will 
distress those who are flghting with 
the langiiage for Intelligibility. 

It's in every sense of the word an 
operetta. Practically half Of the pic- 
ture Is singing and all of It Is under- 
lined with musle. Interesting pro- 
cedure is the use of trick photog- 
raphy for effect In th» place of 
costly production. It's surprisingly 
effective, and the customer's don't 
know whether It's cheaper or not. 

At that, the picture cost some- 
thing like $100,000. Which Is a lot 
of francs. And the return revenue 
on the picture will be all In francs. 

To . begin, the two principals, 
Henry Garat and Meg lemonnier, 
do some talking in ErigUsh to ex- 
plain the plot,, such as It Is. Both 
speak understandable English, with 
Lembnnier's the better of the two. 
She -was once \a . chorine in .London. 
It's a sort of prolog which Is siip- 
pu.sed to make it o^kay. for Anglo- 
Saxon comprehension.

Instances where Metro had sold 
exhlbs on other terms were report^ 
ed by attendees at thie session to 
be in an extreme minority. In most 
of these cases, it was pointed out, 
Metro had given easier terms only 
when boxofflce sltuatlojiis were 
especially In need of help. 

The Metro contract deviation 
charge dates back , to last Septem-' 
ber' when a group of Indies were 
informed of Metro's national policy 
and ' booked accordingly. At the 
MPTOA's .Washington convention 
the matter was also' introduced on 
the floor and It was decided that 
another committee would be named 
to call Feist on the alleged devi- 
ations. 

The committee which met with 
Feist was largely representative of 
the MPTO of eastern Pennsylvania, 
southern New Jersey and Delaware, 
rather than the parent body. The 
representatives included; Walter 
Vincent, as chairman; L. PIzor, 
Dave Barrlst, Jay Emanuel, M. A. 
Llghtman and Ed. I^evy.

Aiming for complete national 
cbveragre for indepedent pictures, a 
group of Indie producers are pre- 
paring to establish reliable state 
rights representatives in what is 
now uncertain territory for^ releas- 
1ns. 

Several of the larger indies, mem* 
hers of the Independent Motion Pic« 
ture Producers' Assoc., wlU work in- 
dividually, eacli establishing offices 
on their own. Two have atready 
been opened, one each In Seattle 
and Portland, by Nat jLevine, who 
took over exchangefis already Iti those 
towns. 

Phil Goldstone, who laf financing 
32 Independents, Is aiding in opening 
state rights olllces by encouraging 
or extending credit to . producers 
with whom he is already as.sociated 
who want to. bi-anch Into the distri- 
bution field. 

: Around 40% of the country iis un- 
certain for producers depend! ng on 
state righting pictures. This weak 
territory is mostly In the south and. 
middle wfcst. Pacific coast is much 
Improved over several years ago, 
with the Levlne offices In the north 
and Mw H. Hoffman's Los Ainjeles 
and San Francisco state rights ex- 
changes. 

In the middle west offices will be 
established In Omaha, Kansas City, 
Des Moines, St. Louis ahd Minne- 
apolis. Southern spots will be Dal- 
las, New Orleans, Little Rod: and 
Oklahoma City. Although not set, 
Levlne, Hoffman and a third pro- 
ducer will open the southern offices.

out after the Saturday close iind 
revealing a further drop in unfilled 
tonnage, bringing, the total to a new 
low In the corporation's history, and 
production down to 22%, matching 
the bottom of Jan, 1. , 

Something of the kind had been; 
looked for and may have been.dis- 
cownted In advance. The same ap- 
plies to the favorable outcbme of the 
German elections which returned the 
conservative iRresIdeht Hlndenburg 
with a-large majority, a result that 
had been taken for granted since 
the abortive voting of March 13. 

Probably these considerations 
were secondary. Wall Street's at t 
tentlon belngicentered yesterday for 
the time being • on Washington, 
where President Whitney of the 
Stock Exchange appearigd liefpre the 
Senate committee on banking and 
currency. The whole Washington 
eituatioh merely brought liito the 
operi^rfie . sihoulderlne hostility be- 
. tWeett'Wall Street arid.Congress and 
■it \5ra3 not apparent hotv. such an 
ppen wrangle could possibly be a 
constructive influence In. the secur-. 
ity markets, already made timid and 
nerYOus. Even If the politicians hang 
the onus of the depression on 'bear 
raids;' that won't help much to- 
ward recovery; It would only save a 
lot of political faces, which doesn't 
get business anywhere In particu-r 
■Idr.--" 

What lengths certain Cbngress- 
men are. prepared to -go to establish 
political alibis was illustrated in the 
atory of threats, of ia 'billion dollar 
plan to raid the. market Saturday' 
that came from the. Capitol. The 
story got only wry smiles down- 
town, where the idea of a group of 
market operator? co-operating for a 
million dollars of anything. Instead 
of chiselling each other for fractions 
of points, inspired only a sdft of 
sour mirth. 

Amusements Drift 

The amusement shares made 
rather a . sorry showing, with the 
'Whole group, almost 'without excep- 
tion, going Into new low ground for 
. the entire period since 1929. Most 
conspicuous among., the stocks was 
liOew, which broke on fairly 
heavy dealings to the new low level 
of 20%. It responded fairly well to 
the improvement of Saturday, even 
If volume did fall off on the advance. 
The other active shares displayed 
almost no powers of recuperation, 
even at the astonishingly low prices 
to which they had sunk. 

Fox dropped to the new low of 2 
and recovered only Paramount 
broke through 6 on relatively heavy 
dealings during the slump; and re- 
covered only % froni the extreme 
low of 4%, while Warners nosedived 
to 1% on total dealings for the week 
of 23,600. shares, and ended the pe- 
riod practically on the bottom. Its 
preferred stock on a, single trans- 
action found no bid nearer than 4^ 
points down from the previous level, 
changing hands at 6^. Best that 
could be said for RKO was that It 
sustained its former low, but hit 3 
flat, bottom oh the movement, and 
stayed right there. 

If . the stock dealings were dis- 
heartening, the trend of bonds was 
even more so. Some Industrial loans 
made " a fairly stable showing, but 
new bottom;? were this rule of the 
amusement liens, which sank to 
dizzy extremes. 

Warners convertibles found prac- 
tically .no support until they had 
broken to 15%. At that price this 
bond showed a yield of hearly 40%, 
which calls for no further comment. 
At the end there was a feeble re- 
covery to 17, for a net loss on the 
week of 4%, climax of two weeks 
of hammering. No evidence here of 
any defense such as was suggested 
a month op so ago, when the War- 



ner G's supported the previous low 
of 25 with great determination. 

Volume of selling here and else- 
where In the aniusenient bonds dis- 
counted any idea of ;a deliberate 
attack and also, the general situa- 
tion negatived any explanation ex- 
cept that of necessitous selling. 
Bears cannot raid bonds. 

Other Loans Crack . 

Loew bonds lost .6% and. were 
within a fraction of the previous 
low, and, most striking of all, the 
Par-Publlx 5%'s broke precipitous- 
ly "from 40 to 33 without a. ha;it on 
the way down, and closed the week 
at the very bottom. The older Par- 
amount-Famous 6"s, moving In leiss- 
er Volume, lost -4^^ to a new lf>w of 
40. RKO debentures did not come, 
out at all, repeating the shyness of 
the past month. Paper apparently 
is closely held, by BCA presumably, 
and is not for sale at available bids. 

RCA stock ivent the way of all 
securities, making a new depression 
mark at S ahd staying close to that 
level throughout the Saturday rally. 

Suggestion of the thinness of the 
bond market came with a few trans 
actions In Pathe 7's which plunged 
about 7 points to 70 and ended the 
week right there. A few .months ago 
it was the center of a spectacular 
move, going above 90 in a persist- 
ent campalgii. Keith 6'3 were neg- 
lected and perhaps due to that 
happy circumstance lost only 2 
points to 48, still considerably above 
Its bottom for the year at 43. 

Considering the markfet perfotm 
ance of the Paramount issues, the 
market greeted that company's new 
bonus plan, made public Saturday, 
with a good deal of surprise. Idea 
is to set aside 648,000 shares. of stock 
subject to the option of certain prin 
cipal executives up to Dec. 31, 1935, 
at prices ranging from $15 to $32 a 
share. Allotment of optional stock 
will be in lieu of cash bonuses out 
of proifits formerly paid to these 

6XGCUHVGSa 

At' the same tlnie the stockholders 
will be asked to vote, on a change of 
tiie no par. common stock to a stated 
value <of $10 a. share, putting out- 
standlnB capital stock at $33,000,000 
Instead of the stated value on the 
last balance sheet of $123,383,394. 
Difference, according to President 
Zukor's letter, 'will create a substan- 
tial corporate surplus.' Also it will 
reduce the stock transfer tax. 

Summarizing, the company situa- 
tion, Mr. Zukor said operating ex- 
penses are running at a rate of $11,- 
000,000 less than at this time a year 
ago. He added that a committee Is 
at work on a profit sharing plian to 
include the personnel, not including 
the beheflciaries of the stock option 
bonus. 

The communication did not refer 
to probable rate of first quarter net, 
estimated In the financial district at 
one time at between 10 and 16. cents 
a share, but figured In the theatre 
trade at probiably . from negligible 
net to tt. deficit of around 2 cents a 
share, which, other things being 
equal, would be a great Improve- 
ment ovef the final quarter of 1931 
when, the net loss was around 6 
cents a share. 

Preferred stocks suffered seriously 
during the week. Keith old senior 
issue lost nearly 6 to a brand new 
mark of 19% ; Loew preferred lost 
nearly 2 (but still above its old low), 
and Orpheum preferred was 2 down, 
besides the break In Warner pre- 
ferred previously mentioned. Sales 
at these concessions make ridiculous 
the stories printed about holders 
making sacrifices to avoid heavy in- 
come taxes. Losses on such sales 
would exceed taxes for many years 
on Income. Surrender of these senior 
securities refiects, of course, only the 
hysterical desire of the people to 
turn paper into casli.

Publlx Is taking: the lead in mea- 
sures designed to cut down union 
labor overhead, /with 'that chain 
alonei, on basis oiE ciits quietty in- 
itiated so far, flgurlngr to save an 
estimated $100,000 or • more on the 
year. In piie division alone, the 
saving is calculated to be $21,000 
between now and Sept. 1, 1933. ■; . 

This is the Harry Katz terrlKwry, 
embraclnff Indiana, .Illinois and a 
small portion of western Ohio. 
Compared to other Publix divisions, 
it is comparatively small in both 
area and theatres, but it's the first 
to bei almost complete on cuts, with 
only "Wood Hiver, 111,, Alton 111., atid 
Bloomlngton; Ind., still negotiating. 

Mogi of the other Publix divisions 
have *hiy been partially set on re- 
ductions, while othiers have not 
started the ofEenslve against opera^^ 
tors and stagehands as yet. In a 
very few cases chops are being ob- 
tained from the musicians. 

In the majority of instances, Pub- 
lix is getting unions to take a slice, 
in many cases big, through auto- 
matic extension of contracts to 
Sept. 1, 1933.

Publix chain Is adhering to a policy 
in union matters of permitting the 
local operators to negotiate in their 
iBituations with stagehands and op- 
erators.

Fox 
exchanges. Letter from the. Fox 
offices to the exhibitors insisted 
that the posters must be returned 
to the exchange after use by the 
exhibs, . the exchange taking this 
stand oh the clausp In the contract 
which statps that the posters ate 
merely 'leased' to the exhibs. So 
far, the exhibs have done no return- 
ing of the posters locally. They 
figure they've never don© suth 
things before, and don't figure to 
start now. 

Several exhibs feeling that the 
excharige has gotten technical in its 
Interpretation of the contract, are 
getting ' technical themselves, and 
are stating that if the iexchange 
wants' the poster it must coriie out 
to the theatre and get them, since 
there's nothing In the contract 
about the return of the papers; 
Others are trying to clown by ask- 
ing the exchange for $10 a month 
service charge for rewrapping atid 
delivery fees before they'll return 
the sheets. 

Still Re-renting 

From these indications It looks 
like the Fox office, at least in this 
town, is going to have a tough time 
getting those posters back and to 
halt the practice of ire-reriting 
posters by the exhibs, which pracr 
tice was the real reason for the Fox 
poster letter In the first place. This 
town has always been , full of the 
re -renting gag by the indie exhibs, 
the theatres celling the used posters 
to the second-hand picture, supply, 
companies, who rented therii out to 
the smaller houses; 

So far npn© of the exhibs have 
made any move to return these 
posters, and are waiting for Fox to 
make the next move. Some be- 
lieve that Fox may even take some 
exhib to the courts in order to make 
a test case of the mattei\ 

Universal exchange last year 
tried to stop this reselling epidemic 
by going so far as to ofter the ex- 
hibs a healthy bonus f Or the return 
of tli© posters, the rebate figuring as 
hi^h as one-lialf of the original 
charge. But it didn't work, and the 
Universal exchange here which 
started the idea, quit the experi- 
ment after about six weeks. 



Los Angeles, April 11. 
Agreement between Los Angelas 
exhibitors to dlscbritlnue double 
billing is up in the air with the 
Skouras Brothers ; refusing to con- 
fine previews to picture houses 
charging an admission of 60c or 
over. 

Agreement was ready for official 
okay by the exhibitor body last 
week all of whom had agreed to 
dlscohtlnup dpuble billing as spon 
as their existing contracts had ex- 
pired.

oipmpetltlon. They quote the de- 
cision In this respect: 

•The method of niegotiation which 
■lias been condemned by the Com- 
jnlsslon, does not disclose a danger- 
bus tendency unlawfully to hinder 
compeftltlon, nor does It create a 
monopoly,' 

Another leading paragraph In the 
decision, setting aside old Indle 
complaints and chilling further 
such appeals to the Government, Is 
pointed out In this reading: 

'The respondent has lawfully «x- 
ercised Its right to sell its product 
to the, best advantage and in such 
quantities anid to such per^6ns as 
it chooses. It neither has a 
monopoly and, apparently, not the 
ability to acquire one. The per- 
oentage of the pictures produced in 
the film rentals received have pro- 
gressively declined during the 
period covered. Tlie mieans and 
methods employed In marketing Us 
leases of films to prospective cus- 
tomers are matters within the busir 
ness judgment of a private pro- 
ducer of films and carries with - it 
the legal right to bargain and 
negotiate as the respondent did.' 
That Chi Decision 

At the conclusion of an all-day 
aonference lawyers for the fi'm 
oompanies decided In New York 
that the decision handed down oy 
the Chicago Federal Court is essen- 
tially the same as the ruling of the 
U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals 
which legalizes block booking. 

Premature reports, and what are 
oalled 'wrong interpretations,' had 
picture heads puzizled so that the 
lawyer confab was Immediately 
sounded.' 

The story In the dally papers 
made it appear that the Chicago 
Federal Court had found just the 
opposite of what the U. S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Washingti>n 
had ruled two days before. How a 
lower court and a higher court 
could be at such odds was de- 
termined by the legal minds when, 
upon perusing the decision of the 
Federal IHstrlct Court in Chicago, 
they found that:. 

(1) They could not act in concert 
. or coilusively, but they could sell 

or rent their pictures as they 
pleased. 

(2) If they acted In concert they 
Were forever enjoined from so do- 
ing. 

The film company lawyers, sens- 
ing the hypothetical condition, de- 
cided not to interpose a defense, 
because, as their spokesmen later 
put it, there was no occasion to 
fight. 

Agreement was to accept the de- 
cision at Its full value: that they 
agree to be enjoined any time they 
act coilusively because they are 
not acting in concert. Therefor© the 
'no exception.' 

The Chicago action wis Insti- 
tuted" three years ago by the De- 
partment of Justice working In 
conjunction with a, group of indle 
exhibitors. 

As matters now stand the Chi- 
cago findings, say distributor rep- 
resentatives, place legal approval 
not only on block booking but also 
Countenance zoning and protection . 

Chicago, April 11. 
Judge Woodward's document 
neither declared block booking un- 
lawful nor afflrjned its legality, ac- 
cording to local Interpretation. In

Whichever way 
you turn you see tragedy, living 
stories of frustrated hopes, plteoi^s 
pictures of souls crushed. 

'The extras, waiting, waiting.

Meanwhile the Operators' union, 
led by Tom Maloy, held a series of 
conferences within and .without the 
organization, checking up on Indi- 
vidual exhibs,' going over each one's 
problems and summarizing generally 
In an attempt to reach a workable 
agreement which will be acecptable 
to both sides and permit the houses 
to stay open this summer. Malay's 
organization is determined to help 
the exhlb cause and its own at the 
same time. What differences there 
may have existed between the two 
factions in the past is momentarily 
forgotten in the present concen- 
trated effort to effect a mutual un- 
derstanding and aid.

comedies have brought about a 
certain eameneite with the German 
fllmgoers that is reflected, by poor 
boxplrice receipts. 

•The German producers are at a 
loss what to present to the public. 
Dallies and trade papers com- 
plain about the class of pictures^ 
More, aiid more exhibitors contend 
there is no variety and no npyelty. 
Latest productions show far too 
many comics. 

Exhibs Desperate 

Exhibitors are desperately look- 
ing for good pictures to get back 
their public. The big houses are 
most hit, while the smaller the- 
atres show both soundHlmj^ aiid old 
sllents and repeats. 

Insufficient capital in Germany Is 
a grealimiandlciap, as there are hot 
.funds l^fiough for. film production. 
One of the large film banks, the 
Cbmmerz and Priyat.ttank, which 
formerly financed most film com- 
panies, :will not put any . dabre 
funds at the disposal of fllna com- 
panies, due to the participation of 
the German government tn the 
bank. 

Production has decreksed . con- 
siderably and pictures today may 
be produced as low as $50,00(y- 
$60,000. 

.German public is tired of com- 
edies. Very drama^tic and thrilling 
adventure jpictures may better ex- 
pect a good business here. Comic 
casts which had been too much in 
favor have to be brought back to 
normal, and the accompanying pro- 
gram has to be carefully selected. 
Create:'; attention will have to be 
paid to llrst class stars. The Ger- 



man public, like, others, cannot do 
without tholr. satellites. 

Stars Needed V 

This point is very delicate. It 
was proved last year that very few 
German film stars could preserve 
attrjiction and favor. Film actresses 
such as Liane Haid, Olga Tschech-, 
owa, Dina Grallai Gerda Maurus, 
Brigitte Helm, and actors like Igo 
Sym, Gustav Dless] and . Alphons 
Frylaud have to a certain extent 
lost in- favor. Above all, it is the' 
comics like Siegfried Arno, Ralph 
Arthur Roberts et al. whom the 
public docs not want to see any 
more. Felix Bressart, who last 
year was one of the most favorite 
actors; has lost but. 

There are a few names of stars who 
are still very much liked by the 
public. Above all, Lillian Harvey 
and Charlotte Susa, who have their 
.great public and are great attriac- 
tlohs. Of tlie men actors, Willy 
Fritsch, Hans Alber.'? and Gustav 
Froellch have maintained their fav- 
orable position. 

Germans are very loyal to their 
favorites. Over and oyer ieigain ef> 
forts have been made to create 
new stars. A newcomer, Magda 
Schneider, is at present very much 
talked .through clever publicity. 

It may be too early to give a def- 
inite opinion with regard to results 
of the various filin companies. The 
Aafa Film Co. can probably make 
up, thanks to the excellent finan- 
cial results of the Arnold Fanck 
picture, 'Der: welsse Rausch' ('The 
White Intoxication') for many mis- 
takes of the rest of their produc- 
tion, and- a surplus is expected. 
Emelka is having flnandial compli- 
cations. . 

The situation of the Deutsches 



Lichtspiel-Syndlkat also is hard to 
define. On account of the 400 the- 
atres, connected with the company, 
all. pictures can be placed, biit it is 
doubtful whether a large profit can 
be expected.. 

derman U's Best 

The German Uhiversal film com- 
pany which last year did well did 
not succeed with their production 
this year, with the exception, of one 
picture .which came out toward the 
end of the season. It. is 'Uhter 
Falspher Flagge! ('Under False 
Flags'). cb-prodUced with Tobis, 
and Is one of the big flnandial . hits. 
Acting of the star, Charlotte Siisa, 
arid the thrilling and exciting story 
rate tlie ciredits. 

Felner & Somlo ought to have a 
fairly; good result, whilst Messtro- 
Orplld should finish with a fayor- 
iable balance. 

Warners with their National Film 
Co. have shown a loss. This is due 
to not producing in Germany and 
releasing only old pictures o.' last 
season. Expenses could not be cbv-.^ 
ered. 

■ Of all American companies, Metro.^ 
Goldwyn- Mayer showed the best re- 
sults. 'Trader Horn' was a big hit. 

The German branch of Paramount 
had to meet great difficulties. . Pic- 
tures from Joinville were in general 
riot suited' for the German market, 
and only LUbltsch's and Von Stern- 
berg's pictures, with German dialog, 
have brought, good results. At last 
Par pictures were produced by Ger- 
man film directors. 

The Nero and United Star Film 
company had little success. Sued- 
fllm Co. only had one hit during 
this season with Richard Elchberg's 
Hans Albers' picture, 'Der Drauf- 
ganger.' . This picture all by itself 
cannot possibly bring special profit.

to make" many drastic policy 
changes, 

'Of course. It goes without saying 
if the necessity for this would not 
be, so urgent 1 would not now makei 
this request: I assure you, how- 
ever, when conditions become more 
normal we will be mbre than pleased 
to reciprocate the considerations 
we. are now forced to request. 

'Please notify every act on your 
books of the above and of the ur- 
gent compliance for immediate co- 
operation.'

With some saying vaiide Is com- 
ing back and others clalnithg lt'.s 
through. Mr, Lubin figures vaude- 
ville an unpredictable branch of 
shotir business. No telling what the 
future holds for vaudeville or Its 
perfoi'itters. Hei does, believe, how- 
ever, that vaude will show an Im- 
provement when tilings in general 
loosen up. 

Along these lines it's the thought 
of the Xoew booker that theatre 
policies are dependent on whait .the 
public can pay. It's a question of 
tinie if increased bankrolls will 
mean more' vaude. 

'Names' Are a Gamble 
In discuBslng 'name' attractions 
Mr. Lubin rates picture players as 
having the strongiest draw. But no 
rule can be applied for with few 
exceptions they eventually find 
themselves pulling spottlly. That 
gees for the talent regardless of 
what field thiey may come from, 
radio, legit, pictures, or freak. "Every 
name is. a gamble. You can never 
be certain whether the gross will 
be stimulated or not^' he declares. 

Since the recent inception of con- 
densed musicals for vaude and film 



houses,: predictions as to the out 
come of booking these tabs, have 
been made freely and On all sides. 
Like the future of vaude, however, 
Mr, Lubln believes 'Tou can't tell 
about the tabs.' 

Reps Ate Selling Points . 
it's a mistake to call these boiled 
down musicals tabs, anyhow,, in My. 
Lubln's opinion. If anything, they'j.'e 
simply dressed tip vaude. Theilr 
Broadway reps are their , main sell-- 
ing point— a 15.50 show going for 
less than Jl, plus a picture. 

But thia shortened legUs are 
creating a demand for vaudeville 
acts, in the shows themselvies and 
afterwards in the requests to con- 
tinue the stage diet in theatres. 

Vaude presentation hasn't changed 
throughout the years. It still re- 
mains up to. the booker in Mr. Lu- 
bln's opinion. The only difference 
Is in ; the number , of outlets and 
quite a difference over a span of 
35 years.

Warners' ex^ 
perlence with the business at the 
theatre thuis far has dictated the 
reduction of runs. 

Both Hollywood: bills so far have 
followed the same business trend. 
Each gi-ossed well over $30,000 and 
showed a profit during the first two 
weeks. . The third weeks brought 
even breaks with the fourth week 
a. loser for both shows. 

Last week (third) the second 
Hollywood bill did 126,000 which 
just about met expenses. This 
week the bill probably vrill lose 
money. Some of the acts on the 
next show, opening Monday (18), 
are in for one week only with the 
house holding options. 

Jack Benny replaces Harry Rich- 
man as Lou Holtz' running mate 
on the next show. The other acts 
will be Blossom Seeley and Benny 
Fields, Borrah Mlnevltch, Adier and 
Bradford, Buster Shaver and Three 
Swifts. 

Richman Intended to hoM over 
with Holtz but the two couldn't 
reach satisfactory terms. Richman 
is getting $6,000 a week in the cur- 
rent bill and at that figrure Is draw- 
ing more than Holtz is getting on 
percentage. Lyda Roberti, on the 
first two bills, goes out to return 
to Hollywood for picture work. 

Blossom Seeley and Benny Fields 
will also be on the bill.

Mrs. Kohl formerly collected 
regular dividends from both the 
Majestic and the Erlanger when 
they were In two-a-day and that 
Item Is being brought into the dis- 
cussion regularly. 

Of particular enticement is the 
chciap rental called for at present 
by either of these houses. Aaron 
Jones, operator of the Erlanger. is 
known to have been interested in 
reinstating, such a vaude policy In 
the house, formerly known as the 
Palace, but was restrained by the 
fact that his lease, countersigned 
by RKO, stipulates that be Is pro? 
hibited from placing vaude in the 
house In competition to the regu- 
lar RKO vaude spot, the Palace. 
But there's nothing In the lease , to 
prevent RKO from retaking the 
arena and spotting It with vaude. 

As for the State-Lake, ' the 
straight picture policy Is • starving 
and they're looking around for an- 
out. They've been afraid of restor- 
ing four-a- day vaude here for fear 
of 1-- ting the Palace. At, present 
there's a scheme brewing to bring 
in special shows, such as the mu- 
sical tabs. Pictures which give 
signs of strength would still go Into 
the State-Lake on a run policy. 
Under this arrangement the circuit 
would not void present contracts 
with picture companies calling for 
a run outlet In this town.

Although 
flash acts can slip by at that 
amount, the producers claim com- 
edy act staging is impossible at 
such rates, because of the talent 
being more expensive, and open 
their books to prove it. 

With the set fialarles low enough 
the cuts imposed by various RKO' 
theatres, particularly in the west, 
make it consideriably tougher for 
the acts.

Only a fair b, o. week can be esti- 
mated for the current program. 
'Disordei'ly Conduct' (Fox) should 
take the house out. of the red— but 
not without a struggle. That's be- 
cause as a title and de facto enter- 
tainment, 'M e 1 o d I a s Espandlas' 
means the slig:htest support. Fred 
Waring helps. 

Around 27 minutes to the stage 
end without the Waring overture, 
There are four scenes in the familiar 
style and Roxy coloring with the 
Roxyettes, ballet, Patricia Bowman, 
Gypsy Markof-, Grace Cornell, Joe 
Limon and Viola Philo. Boxyettes 
and Miss Bowman give commend- 
able perfomiances. So does Grace 
Cornell with Joe Limon. . . 

This latter blonde girl Is a picture 
of animated tharm in her red gown 
while partnering with Limon in the 
second scene, titled 'The Spanish 
Fan.' Title! is meaningless except 
to describe the back scrim drop 
through which Viola Philo sings.

On the fllm end is iadded a medl 
ocre trailer and a travelog. The two 
take around 20 minutes and are 
much too long. Bad Judgment on 
the short. Not a laugh on the pro 
gram and much of the stage show 
in foreign tongue. " 

Thus the house load is entirely on 
the picture end for a draw. Thiat's 
a struggle . these days and not alto- 
gether necessary for a spot that still 
enjoys something of a lingering rep 
as a stage show house. Yet the 
time looks passe when the Boxy 
drew something of the gross be 
cause of its stage shows. It's still 
the picture, of course, but the stage 
end here used to help. It's a wise 
showman who knows when a per- 
sonality is dead as such to a stage. 
It's equally a wise showman -who 
knows how to build a show without 
so-called name acts. 

As it stands the stage end has 
become mere filler material. 

That means one of two things or 
both. The Boxy must again trim its 
budget to conform to the average 
overhead of the other Broadway de 
luxers or ciiange its operating pol- 
icies. Both have been recomtnended 
by the Harry Arthur, niahagement, 
according to report, since Arthur's 
return from the Coast to find the 
house grosses slipping. 

Arthur, owing to Fox complica- 
tions, resigned from the Boxy The- 
atres Corp., but maintained super- 
vision of this house at thfe request 
of Fox and as a courtesy to the Boxy 
stockholders groups. But; the Roxy, 
after weeks of a capsized operating 
end, had settled down to a slow b- o. 
pace from which it hasn't yet r6coV- 
ered. Meanwhile bankers and stock- 
holders have been tinkering with the 
question of house control. Cor- 
poration has a new president in 
Harry. G. Kosch, prominent picture 
attorney. He succeeds Cabellero as 
such and is to have full charge of 
operation. 

What the Boxy has to face in fu- 
ture is opposition from Radio City 
with Boxy (Rolhafel) in charge of 
the music hall there as also the film 
house.' 

On its present style of show the 
Boxy will practically be competing 
with its own systiem when Rothafel 
begins operating again, 

So the Roxy is. in quest of an 
operator. Acknowledged to. be one 
of the toughest Jobs In show busi- 
ness, it will take a well 'schooled 
showman who knows stage values 
to swing it.

This one given a snappy 
production, 'although it doiesn't look 
expensive as far as scenery and 
costuming are concerned. 

After a bit of chorus work,' oy the 
line, six boys and six girls, a. com- 
edy acrobatic team took the spot- 
light. Boys tamper a bit with the 
Roman rings but the gist of the 
act lies In one of the team's tom- 
foolery with a table and chairs, 
aboard which he. tries to climb. 
This chap is dressed In misfitting 
clothes and carries the comedy end. 
Other boy works straight. For the 
kids that were plentiful at this show 
the act was more than pleasing. 
. At this stage the bandstand 
moved downstage, and Freddy 
Mack's orchestra filled in with a 
series of well-known college songs.

Doyle Quadruplets came on next 
seated around a small piano which 
was pushed on. the stage. Girls did 
two brief vocal numbers, one of 
them being 'Happy Landings' from 
White's 'Scandals.' The harmony 
of the Doyle girls pleased, albeit 
they were briefly spotted, 
. Griffith and Weston, ml::ed youth- 
ful couple, went through a series 
of comic-acro steps that got over. 
Both go through their leg routines 
with ease, girl being a splendid high 
kicker and the boy good at the 
acrobatics. 

Jack Frost, tenor of Irish vintage, 
followed with a song, during which 
two of the line girls, Tudy and 
Lewis, Joined for alternate brief bits 
of slow kicks and acrobatics. 
Frost's voice Is of ordinary Irish 
tenor dimensions and would sound 
much better were he to select an 
apropos repertoire of songs. Ma- 
jority of the numbers he used here 
are misflt. 

Bobbins Trio, whirlwind roller- 
skating trio, two boys and a woman, 
have a speedy set of trick skating 
routines well worth watching.

Busse and Case, mixed comedy 
team, dished out a little, well-needed 
humor and Incidentally supplied 
some instrumentation on the guitar 
and a bit of warbling. Boy starts 
at the Hawaiian guitar, with the 
femme then interrupting. Latter 
cues into a song ballad which she 
handled well in a cute, high-pitched 
voice. Near the close of the act 
boy takes to Indian dub Juggling, 
and the pair commence crossfire 
patter while the boy continues jug- 
gling. , 

Unit is closed by the six line boys, 
John McKnight, Kemm Bush, Vic- 
tor Colin, John Kiado, Pete Carlo 
and Al Brunlck, all at the accor- 
dions and parading around the 
stage, each partnered with a girl. 
Two of the boys step out for 
solo accordion bits, with the band 
shading. 

Warners' Hollywood

'It's Tough to Be Famous' de- 
clared Warners on the screen, but 
300 odd studio celebs gathered for 
the occasion didn't bear out that 
thought. They held up remarkably 
well under the reigulatipn battery of 
gawks, autograph paranoics and 
lobby wits.

Durante is still the mad lunatic, 
and when he has finished wrecking 
the orchestra pit this week, the 
management will have to call in a 
building crew to repair the damage. 
Introduced here by Don Barclay, of 
the regular Lroew unit, the Schnozzle 
jumps right down Into the pit. and 
the riot's on< A dozen hats and 
three or four telephones constitute 
his sole props, and the mugg sends 
the music crew as well as the audi- 
ence into hysterics. 

There's ho denying the Schnozzle 
Js one of the few distinctly individ- 
ual comics ever developeH on the 
Main Stem.

Layout has four o£ the writers, 
■Vincent Rose, Sidney Clare, Percy 
Wenrich and Al Sherman, at grand 
pianos, which means a plenty 
crowded stage. Standing up in front 
are Al Lewis (Sherman's . writing 
partner), Murry Mencher and To- 
bials. . 

Starts by .a little Introductory 
song all around, with bows for all 
the boys. Lewis then sings his 
song .'Tomatoes Are Cheaper' and 
Tobias follows, with an acceptable 
EMIdle Cantor Imitation of the same 
number. ' At this stage the lads 
really get busy talking and singing 
about themselves. Rose, who evi- 
dently doesn't sing, is announced as 
the writer of 'Avalon* and Tobias 
Sings several choruses of other songs 
by him. Levis' sings the sbrigs he 
and Shermaia wrote. Others all sing 
three or four choruses from songs of 
their own, with Tobias and Lewlis 
joining In after the start-off to help 
out. 

All got plenty of nice applause 
hand-outs and the stuff seemed to 
go pv^r at this house. Interesting 
to note is that Percy Wenrich's 
ancient 'When You Wore a Tulip' 
got almost as hlg a, hand as Tobias' 
'Sonriebody Loves Tou,' which Is 
leading song sales currently. Lewis 
and Sherman's '99 Out of a Hun- 
dred' was another nice applause 
grabber.

At five o'clock, when all good lit- 
tle bills should be on their w&y to 
Buffalo, the second half of this one 
was just getting started. A bit 
later Ben Blue said It w.** almost 
Sunday, and that was next to clps- 
InB, but the final curtain was still 
further away than a last half in 
South America. At 5:30 the actors 
were still there, but the audience 
had departed. There was quantity 
galore, though all but a few of the 
matineel customers seemed to pre- 
fer quality. Only a few rows left 
before the last turn was over, which 
meant a" blow lor the word-of- 
mouth this. week. Too bad, because 
this show ne'eds the help' of all pos- 
sible goodwIU and comment if ever 
one did, 

Pola Negri: Is the headllner at the 
(3 top Palace -after playing the 85c 
Paramoiunt down the street less 
than a month ago. . If Miss Negri 
draws she'll be the first fliin name 
to have done so at the Palace. 
Julia Sanderson and Frank ^rumlt, 
absent from vaudeville for a long 
while but gainerd of a radio rep in 
the meantime, may do most of the 
drawing If any, but both top names 
are problematical tor the Palace. 
Miss- Negri scored. '■ Her lines are 
more suitable to the Palace acous- 
tics than those of the larger Par, 

The .layout should warm the 
hearts of dramatic sketch advocates 
.who aren't too old to still advo- 
cate with twb present this week. 
Bert Lyteli Is aealn doing 'The Val- 
iant' just as he did back in '23 and 
numerous times since, with this 
sketch again more of a personal en- 
hancement for the player than an 
aid to a vaudeville bill. It uses 
Seven minutes to plant a two-min- 
ute Idea before the star walks on, 
then takes 20 more to settle the 
argument. Lytell Is afforded an 
opportunity to '~un the whole emo- 
tion scale, and he milks t' e script 
like a dairy iinald. As usual, it sent 
Lytell to new applause heights, but 
it didn't help the show's pace. 

Milton Berle is m.c'lng on a re- 
turn trip, and .. though he seemed 
chiefly responsible for the long run- 
ning time, the nervy kid sold him- 
self aU over again with this sup- 
posedly sophisticated audience. Most 
of his gags are older than Gaston: 
Palmer's juggling routine,, which 
deuced, but Berle h_s a way with 
him, and they like lilm. Ex- 
cepting that he crammed most of 
his stuff into the flrst part, Berle 
conducted himself like a vet -who 
knows . everything worth knowing, 
including gags— everybody's. 

Working between all the aets,- 
Berle uses Madeline Kllleen, who 
used to do her own turn, f. • a sorig- 
and-dance bit in one spot and an 
all-glrl troupe of eight stooges In 
another. Latter arc remnants of 
Berle's regular turn, which was dis- 
carded for the Palace engagement. 
They're a novelty, although the ma- 
terial isn't. 

Charlie King also has a first part 
spot, singing a half dozen numbers 
out In 'one,' with Bob Hamill at the 
piano. He's acting and looking 
more like George M. Cohan daily, 
which Isn't a bad Idea for a mimic, 
but not for King, who has done 
okay up to now being himself. They 
liked him Saturday. 

Jay Seiler and Frances Wills, 
combination of a good eccentric 
dancing boy and a corking contor- 
tion dancing girl, are a helpful 
opener, since the flrst show stopping 
moment occurs in this starting act, 
early enough. It's caused by Miss 
Wills' speclaltj'. / 

If ainyone had told "aston Palmer 
a month ago that he would play the 
Palace this week he probably -would 
have had the guy pinched on In- 
sanity-charges. But here, he is. No. 
2, but nevertheless here, and doing 
pretty fine. To those who remem- 
bered palmer after his long absence 
from these parts he must have been 
quite a surprise; to those -who 
didn't remember he probably seemed 
new : arid novel. He derives more 
entertainment value from missing 
tricks than the average juggler 
does from perfecting them, a3> he 
makes all the misses register for 
laughs. A neat 13 minutes, 

Sanderson and Crumlt (New Acts) 
used 30 minutes In closing the first 
part and drew a mitt plus flowers. 
The newsreel and rest stall were 
trimmed in the emergency. By the 
time the customers reached the 
lobby for a smoke they were ad- 
vised to return to their seats. That 
gave Miss Negri almost as miny 
walk -ins as the Blanche Calloway 
colored orchestra, closing, had 
walk-out. She's under New- Acts 
also. 

Ben Blue is sandwiched between 
the Misses Negri and Calloway and 
a couple of Berle bits. He's using 
a rearrangement of his comedy 
danCe roiitlnes, with one new bit 
added. Mary Lynn is sub-billed 
and the title is 'Meet the Wife,' al 
though there's a blonde ln<the net 
also. Two stooges -complete the 



cast. Blue was a big hit, as usual 
despite a slow start through the 
handicap spotting. He's one of the 
Palace standards by now. 

The idea ia&y be that It they don't 
grab some of Lou Holt2's business 
they can at least do his stuff at the 
Palace. There are no moral HmUs 
here this week, with the boys golne 
as far as they can without musclinc 
in on Minsky.

dominion; LONDON 

London, March 29. 

Charles Gulliver has taken ^com- 
plete control of the Dominion for 
Moss Empires, of which lie is ono 
of the trio of naanaglng directors. 

Policy of the theatre has at lost 
been definitely fixed. It involves 
elaborating the presentations, plus a 
feature film and a few trimmings. 

First presehtiettion, -week start in? 
March 28, Is Dora Maughan's idea. 
It consists oC Dpra, Stanelli and his 
band of 17, who are as good as most 
stage bands around; the Sixteen 
i)on>inoes, a house troupe of 
dancers, Fraksori, -who toured 
America some seasons back, Bobby 
Olrac, here making his flrst West 
End appearance, and Eda Peel. 

Show, which Is dubbed 'Dominion 
Diversions,' scored a good break by 
opening holiday week, playing to 
capacity. 

Running 75 minutes. It exceeded 
its real time by a quarter of an hour, 
but even then was not boring. The 
enUre cost was about $1,7S0, ^200 
more than budgeted, but worth it. 
It ranks easily about the best of its 
kind seen In London. 

Stanelli, once Stanelli and Edgar 
in the States, did his usual act, 
haying rejoined his old partner! 

Dora Maughan, besides doing her 
act, did a mistress of cereriionies 
very well; She refrained from mov- 
ing off and on too much, leaving 
Stanelli to^ handle the introductions 
very frequently. 

Eda Peel; who has been cabaret- 
ing around London' for some time, 
is no Ginger Rogers, as claimed by 
Dora, but is good enough here. 
. . Qlrac has personality and . can 
dance. His elocution owes alle- 
giance to I<ondon Cockney, which is 
a serious drawback. Earnest study 
might make him a real proposition. 

With the exception of. Miisa 
Maughan, the band and Eda Peel, 
who stay four weeks, the show will 
change -weekly. 

Miss Maughan's major triumph la 
In discovering local talent. 

Paramount, Newark 

Newark, April 9: 
They liked best in this sh.bw a col- 
ored boy who isn't even named. 
He's with Irving Newhoff arid at 
tlie end of the act does some acro- 
batic stepping In an original fash- 
ion. Light-footed and easy, he tied 
the show In a knot. Ironically 
enough, Newhoff takes the encores 
and sings and recites a semi-tragic 
number! However, he, finally calls 
the dusky stepper out, who re- 
peats. Newhoff's act amounts to 
little otherwise. He appears as a 
teacher "with a pupil for some ques- 
tlon-and-answer stuff and his 'pu- 
pil' wins with an harmonica solo.

He also climbs a ladder bal- 
anced on the wire, jumps a line of 
knlyes; and dances with noncna- 
lanoe. Besides his skill ' he hais a 
nice sense of comedy. 

Bento Brothers and Rita are brief 
with some balancing, .icrobatics and 
risley work. The brothers balance 
head-to-head for an Unusually lone 
time, and do other dlfllcult feats. . 

Peggy O'Neal and coriipariy, a 
dance act, use their, own set sug- 
gesting a hotel. A girl dressed as a 
bare-legged bell-hop introduces two 
girls and later a yoUng riian, who 
dance nicely. The bell-hop sings 
and dances, and they end with all 
five steppinr.

A real novelty here Is George La-

Imme- 
diately associates the act with the 
commercial sponsor.: .Added plugs 
are credit lines . In the billings, ' 
theme sOngs mentioning the prod- 
lict or even the name of the act; 

While an increase In/sales is tiie 
ultimate motive for radio adVer- 
ti'f^lng with ariy nlanufacturep,- sales 
are not an always accurate; in-: 
dlcatlon of the radio i>rogram's ef- 
fectiveness. Nor Is fan mail con- 
sidered, . infallible, although up ,to 
now the quantity of mail received 
and the reaction expressed therein 
has been a riadlo players' biggest 
recommendation with countless air 
acts rising and falling with the 
postage. But those Who do not 
place 100% faith in sales .response 
and fan mall, and this takes in the 
majority of radio advertisers, are 
constantly searching for additional 
or contrary proof. This has caused 
the stageward trend. 

Theatres Loosen Up . 
Theatres no longer . object to the 
use of their stages as commercial 
advertising mediums. This made 
the theatre circufts shy of anything 
resembling radio commercialism in. 
the past, but lately the grosses 
piled up by some radio names has 
prompted them to overlook the, plug 
angle. , Tle-ups between theatres 
and air : advertlseirs, including the 
latter's exploitation expenditures In. 
the: theatres' behalf, is bringing a 
close allgnmeht between the stage 
and the air.

He has never played here, 
and only the show- wise mob know- 
of His stage reputation with the firm, 
of Clayton, Jackson and Durante. 
That was evident by the thinness 
of his opening reception, but that 
didn't bother the Schnozzbla. Any- 
thing but, . He got down in the pit, 
started banging the piano; letting 
fly music, telephones and hats and 
the pit crew, and' it was all over but 
the shoutings It was a panic, and 
the house came down. There's, no 
stopping Durante once he gets iin-' 
der way, and he gave 'em every- 
thing this afternoon. 

What is rnbre important is the 
way the Penn crowd, unacquainted 
with the Schnozzola's type of 
.M^ughhouse coniedy, went for him. 
It was easy to see that Jimmy has 
missed the stage, for he plunged 
Into things with a vengeaince, and 
once the customers warined up he 
was off. Originally allotted 12 min- 
utes, he c)ld closer to 25 and had to 
beg" off. Then when the pit crew 
went haywire on the music for the 
linale the Schnozzle r\ished out 
from the wings; flred his coat, hat 
and vest Into. the orchestra tott aiid 
the- riot started all over again.

For a number of years, picture 
house operators have been feeling 
sorry for the legit. They have 
reasoned ,that the decline and fall 
of the legitimate theatres has been 
due to the amusement business in 
its rapid advance passlhg the legit 
completely. 

HoTvard Thurston, the country's 
ace magician, has been brealdng 
picture house records for the past 
six months. So thoroughly steeped 
In and typical of Jegit showmanship, 
he must have a number of thfe dyed^ 
in^the-wool picture operators be- 
lieving that after all, something 
must be the matter with their 
operation. He has worked under 
great handicaps, for in practically 
every house he ^has played, he has 
been teamed up with a crow pic- 
ture. In spite of this, every house 
he has played has finished the week 

in the black. 

Magicians are known not by what 
they do, ..but by what they don't 
dp. Thurston, while he may not 
trot out a full bag of. tricks, and 
in inost cases sells Illusions and 
tricks that are timeworn, displays 
a brand of showmanship -that few 
stage attractions! in picture houses 
possess. If nothing else, his ability 
to get a committee of 100 out of 
the audience and onto the stage 
while he saws a woman In half Is 
one of the theatre's wonders. He 
uses a good sprinkling of stooges, 
but the muggs from the audience 
Unake the trick. 

Sawing a woman In. half has been 
done and exposed in practically 
every store show in the countiT. 
Most magicians would hesitate 
about using It. Thurston features 
tlie trick and mak^s it stand out 
like a diamond on a dime store 
jeweli^ counter. 

His biggest illusion, the triple 
trunk mystery, with the girl being 
shot out of a cannon on the stage 
a..d emerging from a trunk that 
slides down from the balcony, is 
also an old timer but it's still hot 
stuff. 

Wisely, he limits his card manip- 
ulation to about two minutes. 
Plenty of card men around. Thurs- 
ton only uses it as a stall for time. 

One trick, glass box about a: 
foot square, from which he brings 
a man arid ai girl was almost tipped 
off due to bum lighting, which dis- 
closed to the front of the house the 
gimmick on the back of curtain. 

Thurston is on for 35 minutes, 
packed :with entertainment. His 
smooth manner and . appeal to the 
kids sells Thurston rather than ma- 
gic. At the second show Monday, 
half the house was youngsters, 
Thurston making them get up and 
tell how many shows they had seen. 
One kid admitted he had been In 
the theatre since the opening at 
2 p. m. 

Business was near : capacity, 
which certainly wasn't attracted by 
Columbia's 'Final Edition,' the fea- 
ture. A Radio short completed the 
bill. 

Thurston, with 27 people, bis own 
cxploitatiou manager, and business 
manager, is a buy for any picture 
house at $4,500, particularly with 
his record, Call.

Philadelphia, April 10 
A neat stage production, with 
Conrad Nagel's name figuring for a 
strong draw from fans, builds on 
the favorable impression made by 
last week's music comedy, 'Follow 
Thiu.' This afternoon house on 
opening day looked fairly good, the 
downstairs fioor, showing few' vacant 
seats despite discouraging weather 
This week's offering, 'Star Revels,' 
opens with silhouette effect, cur>- 
tains being parted Just enough to 
show Zlzz Black, iri. c, and band 
leader ^iLnd . a few. meml>ers of the 
stag0 band. After a few bars of; 
music; during which the, leader uses 
his hands to create shadow figures, 
a_novel touch that la effective ias 
long^aa-it Isn't overdone'.. The. cur- 
tains go up and reveal the fuU band 
on platform, at front of stage. They 
have the first number, a tricky 
piece called 'That's How the Band 
Makes Music,' calling on the various 
Instruments and somewhat reminis 
cent of Heidt's 'Johnny . Piper,' 
though here it la 'Zlzz' Black yrho 
does all the singing. 

The Mastbaum dancing ensemble 
In simple blue outfits follows, with 
'Zlzz' putting, them through their 
paces to show how a dance number 
is made. Both selections put the 
new m. c. in a favorable light, show- 
ing he is getting tb feel at home 
on the Mastbaum stage and draw- 
ing a good audience response. 

Sammy Cohen, the film comic, 
who is introduced as 'Schnozzle 
Durarite's Only Rival,' . on next with 
a monolog that is decidedly fiat; It 
is not until he forgets he is a film 
personage and gets into his falls, 
his snake-charming skit and the 
boxing bout that the act begins to 
warm up.

A 
fine bit of production with Bill Pow- 
ers credited for the dance routine. 

Conrad Nagel closds the show, the 
nature of his act making that the 
most effective position. Introduced 
by M-G-M trailer, ho comes on 
stage for brief opening talk and 
then does his comedy 'Screen Test' 
with Ruth Marshi Followed by dra- 
matic interlude from 'The Trial of 
Mary Dugan,' with heads revealed 
by baby spots.' Nagle meets with a 
warm, enthusiastic reception. His 
personality and the compact nature 
of his presentation make this one 
of the most satisfying of the per- 
sonal appearance offerings. 

Milton Charles, whose Informal 
talks with the audience from the 
console of his organ have resulted 
In a real friendly atmosphere, goes 
a step further this week and offers 
to encourage any talent lurking In 
his singing class. 

Hi's first protege is Frank Davis, 
recruited from the usher ranks and 
one of the oldest ushers in .

"I'o make way for Vincent Lopez 
and his orchestra, the F&M unit, 
scheduled here this week, was 
moved over to the Oriental, which 
means a layoff for the Loew unit. 
This Juggling around of shows Is in- 
evitable when a special attraction is 
played at either house; It also 
means that B&K Is not relying on 
either the F&M or Loew shows for 
box-offlce results. Policy of names 
will continue, with the Publlx sub- 
sidiary here more strongly sold on 
that angle than ever before. Recent 
name attractions at both loop houses 
have come through with coin. 

Lopez should mean something 
downtown. Nimble-flngered leader 
hasn't, been In this town for five 
years, and this Is. the first time in a 
local: picture house. His last ap- 
pearance here was in the ballroom 
of the Congress. He was also here 
with a 'Greenwich Village Follies,' 
but that Was a huriiber of years ago. 
All of which points to an angle of 
Interest and curiosity from the na- 
tives to get a glimpse at a name 
band iflih a long-standing reputa- 
tion, furthered by radio. 

Iiopez is doing a snappy routine, 
with a group of arrangements, that 
a^ta his comblAatlon oft aa different 



from what they've seen around this 
town. Lopez is selling his music 
and thereby himself. Hla solo con- 
tribution at tb6 piano clloked heav 
ily with this rather . snooty aUdlence 
and he had to encore with tha per 
eririlal 'Nola,* If<the customers here 
were expecting to see another hot^ 
cha band leader, with wise .cracks 
and heaving motions, they were dis- 
appointed. Lopez is too smart to 
copy any of his contemporaries. He 
never did. nor had to,: because of his 
own particular istyle and Interpreta- 
tion. ; 

In the Lopez outfit the reed and 
drum sections get the breaks. That 
drummer, particularly, is an out-- 
standing .contribution to .th6 . band. 
He rolls his. sticks with demoniacal 
strokes aiid playis for comedy all 
the time. iSpeclal vocal comedy 
number by the drummer goes over 
easily, with the rest of the boys 
joining In on choruses and using 
either their, own or novelty, and prdp 
instruments. Xopez lets his boys go 
all the way and doesn't try to cut In. 
£fls piano player Is another exam- 
ple. This boy almost stopped the 
proceedings for a while with a song 
and dance away from the ivories. 

"With Lopez and billed appro- 
priately is Paul Small, who figures 
strong from . the local angle. Small 
got started arouod these corners in 
the old days of the Oriental with 
Paul . Ash. . Since those days the 
singer has made rapid strides and 
has been with Lopez for two years. 
During that stay Small has had opr 
portunlty to try his voice on the air 
and has come through. On this 
stage Small carries a mike In front 
of him all the time. .That's habit, 
no doubt, but in a town where he is 
known to have used his free voice 
and liked for Just that, Small might 
have dropped the mike, at least for 
one number. Reproduction of vocal 
chords over a wavelength and over 
a house mike is not the same, and 
radio singers should realize that. 

To bolster upi the 'show, the Tif- 
fany Twins were booked In from 
this end/. Girls lend a. little atmos- 
phere to the production, which 
might have been elaborated upon. 
With 15 men on the stand, the band 
looked somewhat crowded, and the 
scenic stuff aroUnd them was not 
much to speak of. Only thing that 
looked like a fiosh was the special 
arrangement on a patriotic medley, 
intepreting Paul Revere's ride. Back 
drop had a real horse and rider for 
the finale. 

Pit orchestra is now being con- 
ducted by Marcelll, who replaces H. 
Leopold Spltalny. MarcelU is not 
new around here, having been with 
B&K for several years and working 
in neighborhood houses mostly. 
Frank Wilson, crooning tenor, added 
to the overture period and becom- 
ing rapidly a regular In this house. 
Wilson has a nice pair of pipes with 
an appeal to the femme trade. 

Usual organlog handled by Stuart 
Barrle in acceptable style. This 
week Barrle's speciaJty is an idea 
burlesquing the old-fashioned over- 
tures.

Reasons are seveTal. Most oft^h quoted Is the d.emand of the advertiser 
that every possible error be eliminated before the program hits the transv 
mltters, B6th advertiser and public ha,y© beconie extremely flntcky .to 
radio erroi's. 

In the . Pid days a. couple pf musical errors from an orcliestria were 
Ignored by this public -in general awe at thi^ , miracle of radio. But since 
thie dial-science has become an everyday occurrence, witli no mor^ thrill 
to it than the telephone, the listeners are now «ixerclslng sharp and^ ready • 
criticism oin any slip-tip. In the old days it was common for artists to 
rush into the studlp, grab theii? pprtlphs pf the iscript and read their 
lines tp the mike. withput having seen them befpre. But that's admitted 
tb belpng as much In the past pf radio as the old crystal sets. 

Result in Chicago has been a jam-up off the rehearsal rooms. Pi'o. 
grams allotted 30 minutes, pr aii hpur find themselves running far over* 
tlm0, BP that the rehea.rsals scheduled tp follow are squeezed of t4n an 
hour pr twp beyond their penclled-in time. ..Many studios.now are run- 
ning rehearsals, late Into the night

Should the associations fall to 
reach an agreement, It is regarded as certain that Equity will consider 
barring all waiver shows. % , 

Under the present Authors' League minimum basic contract there is 
a loophoio whereby actors in Waiver plays can lose rights assigned to 
them by t'he producers. Equity's ruling provides that in lieu of salary 
guarantees, waiving managers must as$lgn to the cast 60% of the pro- 
ducers' half of all film, stbck and other rights. 

Two loopholes, recently discovered, are that the play may run ICBs 
than the three weeks required by the league contract for producers to 
establish their equity In film and; stock rights; or that even If the plfty 
runs the required three weeks the producer may fall to pay authors' 
royalties within the required 10 days and thereby also lose his equity. 
Latter contingency, developed with 'Cbastwlse Annie' recently at th6 
Belmont, N. T„ and was just discovered In time to allow the producer, 
Edward Gardner, to pay the royalties, thus protecting the cast. 

Equity's wants authors to agree to cover both these contlngenciea for 
the protection of casts In this type of production. It is believed Equity 
will point out. that If the loopholes aren't stuffed, withdrawal of waiver 
privileges will prohibit a largie amount 'of productions annvally, to the 
loss of the authors. .

Past six months the theatre cir- 
cuit has failed ta> meet the notes due 
on the Grand property^ and last 
week the receivers ottered Cohan a 
proposition whereby he coUld regain 
full possession of the spot through 
wha.t was termed 'a reasonable cash 
payment.' Coming on with Cohan to 
look over the stand, formerly known 
as the Four Cohans, Is Arch Sel- 
wyn. 

Cancellation of th» Shubert lease 
on the Great Northern came 
through last week from the circuit's 
receivers.

Most 
comedy act producers have their 
people under contract at full salary, 
usually guaranteeing 36 weeks 
There Is no other way of assuring 
that once obtained capable poo- 
plei can be retained. 

Qiiick Profit Necessary v 

In the old days comedy, act vro- 
ducers' were willing to take a loss 
for several months, ' since the two 
or three years of time available as 
sured recovery of investment and 
a profit later on. This is no longer 
possible. The modern necessity is 
for a quick profit or none.. 

Flash act producers are siinl 
larly affected, although not to such 
an extent. The production cost is 
the same, unless the stager goes 
to the warehouse for scenery and 
costumes, but the lesser expense is 
in the salai'y end, with most flashes 
composed of low salaried specialty 
people. But with flash act salaries 
trimmed proportionately and $1,000 
an Unobtainable amount for the av- 
erage flash nowadays, this branch 
of producing also looks through ex 
cepting as a small time existence. 

If necessary, say the producers, 
they can produce acts for any fig- 
ure' required, down to $250— but thiey 
won't say that these acts would be 
playable.

Ireland's leading cont^-lbutor to the 
wit of the stage, presented the The- 
atre Guild with a casting problem 
along with his 30th play.^ First 
night view here proved it more 
diverting than indicated from the 
reports from Boston where it^ was 
first shown. Its engagement ehould 
extend Quite beyond the subscrip- 
tion period. . .. ^ _„ 
The title arrests attention. Bm- 
pliasls upon the first two words of 
•Too True to Be Good' conveys the 
idea that, the grizzled critic and 
commentator didn't thlnlc It was so 
hot. Either the Guild or the au-. 
thof ordered the parenthlsized no- 
tation: 'A collection of stag© ser- 
mons by a Fellow of The Royal So- 
ciety of Literature.' That rather 
beat other critics to It, so far as 
taking a shot at the long, sermon- 
isllc speeches ivhich supply no little 
aridity to the performance. -■ 

Shaw's newest writing Is remind- 
ful of a couple of professional 
boxers who eye the time clock and 
get Into real action In the last min- 
ute of each , round. He works his 
palaver up. Just thait way,, with bril- 
liant shafts arousing the auditors 
to rather keen pleasure. 

Guild seems to hav« solved the 
casting handicap by engaging Bea- 
trice LlUlo and Hope WlUiams for 
the feminine leads. Miss LilUle with 
that tunny walk and antic way, 
clowns when she gets the chance. 
That isn't over often for she and 
most of the others must be still, 
while the lengthy speeches are de- 
livered. Mlas WllUams, a come- 
dienne of a different type has her 
moments, too, lively and quiescent. 
But her long-striding walk is out 
for the reason that for two acts jhe 
masquerades as a native Egyptian 
bov with a funny short skirt. Ex- 
posed thereby are Miss Williams 
rangy legs, pins that are not sym- 
metrical nor exactly girlish either. 

First act, Miss ■Williams la abed 
with the measles. She .is the 
pampered daughter of a wealthy 
wi low and though unusually strong 
for a girl she mu^t remain under 
strict attention, mostly because of 
the rattle -brained mother. The new 
night nurse (Miss X,illle) roughs the 
patient about and announces a male 
friend is calling. $he explains the 
caller, who arrives via the window, 
h.a3 the objective of stealing the 
girl's pearl necklace. The burglar 
Is an attractive. Intelligent fellow 
who declares he is an ordained 
clergyman who would rather pilfer. 
He proposes adventure to the girl 
who has suddenly become cured— 
they are to sell the pearls and scoot 
to a foreign land, leaving word the 
girl has been kidnapped and there- 
fore a ransom Is demanded. And 
ao the trio departs, the phoney 
nurse, the burglar and the girl who 
thinks she loves the ex-parson. " A 
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character outlandlshly garbed as a 
microbe/ speaks the first act cur- 
tain line, to the effect that the play 
is practically over and for the rest 
of. the time, they will Ulk about it 
■That's nearly true.- 

An expeditionary force Is sent 
forth .by Britain to find the kid- 
napped girl. That brings Into the 
picture a fussy colonel who devotes 
his time to water colors, a private 
so emclent that he handles the 
whole force (formerly an officer, he 
had resigned, tired of the small talk 
at the officers mess) and a sergeant. 
Mother finally arrives . on the scene 
and Is such a pest that the colonel 
bashes her ' on the head with his 
umbrella. She later admits It was 
coming to her and thanks him. The 
colonel is careful to say he wasn't 
sorry he bashed her, but had mere- 
ly apologized. 

And so to the finale. The nurse 
who bragged she was once true to 
the burglar- parson for 10 whole 
days, departs to wed the sergeant. 
The rich girl exits with mother, her 
idea being to establish a sisterhood 
In some secluded place.. Left alone 
Is the youthfiil burglar- parson who 
mUst go on preaching night and day 
Although I have nothing to say.' 

Sbaw has been writing plays over 
a span of 47 years. He has been 
Ironic and satiric over many Issues 
and most of them seem to be re- 
vived more or less again In 'Too 
True to Be Good.' He has some- 
thing to say about the practice of 
medicine, politics, religion, love,, sek. 
marriage and particularly war. He 
is Just as bitter against combat as 
ever and probably more so. He has 
his young preacher, who cried all 
the night when as an aviator he 
dropped bombs on a sleeping vil- 
lage, say: .'I am a clergyman with 
neither bible nor creed. Both were 
struck from my hands by war.' . The 
sergeant exclaims: 'We didn't kill 
the right people. We dldii't even 
kill the wrong people In 1914. We 
were . innocents killing each other.' 
There Is a too prosaic reference to 
war as 'Irop lightning.' 

There is a line at one point which 
few American authors would attempt 
and probably no other manager. It 
refers to the three leads as 'human 
fertilizers.' 

Hugh Sinclair Is the burglar-par- 
son, a clear spoken English player. 
His smooth rendition of long 
speeches is a credit to his training. 
Ernest Cossart as the colonel, Leo 
G. Carroll as the all-knowing pri- 
vate. Frank Shannon as the ser- 
geant and Claude Rains, an atheist 
who appears in th^ last, act are all 
real actors. Rains was hesitant at 
times, usually at the start of his 
declarations. However, he had less 
rehearsing than the others, having 
entered the show after closing In 
The Moon in the Yellow River* 
which shut down only two. days 
prior to the Shaw play's premiere. 

The author makes no claims for 
his play, but this master of words 
makes It well worth viewing, or 
hearing. Ibee.

After a series of changing poli- 
cies, this cross-roads spot la back 
to legit, this time stock. In the 
past two years it has. zjg-zagged 
from straight run flickers to bur- 
leycue stock; 

Present legit stock is being bank- 
rolled by the building operator, 
Aaron Jones, and managed by his 
son.' Aaron Jones, Jr. In with the 
house . as backstage head and pro- 
ducer Is Harry Mintum, for many 
years . established locally as legit 
stock man. The venture brings a 
hew low for present-day legit 
prices. Rates are down on the 
board at |2 top, ranging, down to 
76c. But since there are two-for- 
one tickets, that means the rates 
are sliced in half all the way down 
the list, which figures at $1 top, 
even on the holidays, when the pic- 
ture houses in the loop charge only 
15c less than this legit arena. 

At present it means that there 
are two stock companies in the loop, 
this and the Shubert musical at- 
tempt at the Grand, where 'Blue 
Mask' Is serving as the Initial of- 
fering.

Second tab- 
leau shows the man In bed In hos- 
pital, explaining he shot himself for 
the love of the wifd he couldn't 
forget, and Inisisting that she will 
stay by his bedside until 8 a;m. 

Wife, done by Yvonne Printemps. 
accepts, and when she returns aft- 
erward to her husband In the third 
tableau, is Jealously told to return 
to the man who kept her all night. 
This she says she will do, adding 
as curtain closing punch, that he 
died at 3 a.m. Show, frequently 
dragging, would benefit by pruning. 
Sacha Gultry In bed has a long, 
monotonous, seml-monolog filling 
the second tableau. 

Last show, titled 'Tchlong-Li's 
Journey,' has some very modern 
music, by Lotiis Beydts. It is a 
Chinese fantasy, in which . Gultry 
and his wife impersonate a Chinese 
couple, and. do a good deal of sing- 
ing.

Accumulative rental 
over, this period was. to apply as 
the purchasing price of a half in- 
terest In the station, with lease 
terms also giving the network an 
option to biiy at the end of the 
four-year period. 

Motive behind the merging of the 
station with the network stu'd.ios is 
exclusively one of economy. NBC 
figures that In operating, th^ wave 
length out of Its Merchandiise Mart 
plant it oan effect a saving of over 
1100,000 a year. . 



NBC DEAL OFF, GIVES 
KENNAWAY SHORT END 



Chlciago, April 11. 
Workinig agreement between NBC 
and the Kennaway booking office, 
which has been in existence since 
last July, was: Called oft by the net- 
work last week. Arrangeinent was 
one of those undocumented afCah's, 
vague as to Itis advantages, for 
either party, but at leaist stipulat- 
ing that Kennaway bands would be 
given preferences In the way of net- 
work pickups in return for the 
privilege of collecting half of the 
commission on a Kennaway band 
booked Into an NBC spot. 

Network tosses the entente 
cordiale into the discard with the 
final score considerably in Its favor. 
Among other things It will con- 
tinue to collect the full commission 
on -the-OhaTlie-At, uew euiiibu at -thg 
Edgewater Beach hotel, though the 
bahd comes from the Kennaway 
list. In order to get Agnew Into 
the iiltra stand Kennaway had 
agreed to cede its split in the com- 
missions while the band remained 
under NBC direction. . 

One of the advantages obtained 
through the! Kennaway hookup 
originally was the flock of bands 
brought to the NBC pickup fold, 
most Important among those being 
the combo filling the Hotel Morrison 
engagement. With Don Pedro due 
to pull out of the latter spot in two 
weeks and with Frankie Masters 
slated to follow on a direct contract 
with the hotel, NBC quietly stepped 
in last week without consulting 
Kennaway iind arranged for the re- 
lease nightly of the Masters com- 
bination. Elimination of Kenna- 
way from this major pickup point 
served to diminish the necessity of 
the working agreement the network 
had with the booking office. 

Dropping of the woi'king agree- 
ment will also mean cutting out the 
Drake, one of the Kennaway spots, 
a,s one of the nightly pickup point. 
Latter niche is currently filled by 
Carl Moore. Ted Cook, anothe^i- 
Kennaway band, however, will be 
extended for the time being his 
nightly . outlet through the local 
WMAQ, which is NBC -operated. 

George Ackerman, brought in 
from the Kennaway office and given 
a bookinig berth in the NBC band 
department, will be retained temporr 
arily to clean up pending matters.

Unique decision, somewhat of a 
precedent Ih the radio field on re- 
lations of actors to commcrchl 
sponsors, saw Fannie Brice - vie 
torlous in a $1,01)0 claim against 
Erivln - Wa^ey, tlie advertisiug 
agency which, staged the Philco 
programs. This was a balance i.n 
a three-time radio engagement. 
Comedienne received $2,000 for the 
two she performed arid was can- 
celled , on her third. 

Erwin-Wasey contended it was 
a custom in radio and sliow circles 
that should a change of policy oc- 
cur, as was the instance when 
Philco decided to abaridon the name 
guest star Idea, the, advertising 
sponsor wasn't responsible. That 
was the only reason for refu.<jal to 
pay. 

Ad agency was sustained In the 
lower court and Miss Brice's suU 
dismissed, biit ori appeal the de> 
cislori was . reversed and a verdict 
awarded her without further trial. 
Court . sustained the contractual 
obligation without taking cog- 
nizance of any trade customs. 

What distinguished the matter 
was thi9i,t the comedienne and trie 
William Morris office, which rep- 
resented her, had a written pro- 
vision that cancellation would also 
cancel the bbligation. . But in the 
actress' contract with Erwin-Wasey 
there was no such provision E-W 
wanted, to abide by the reguUr 
theatrical contract between Miss 
Brice and the Morris office, but the 
court wouldn't recognize any such 
extraneous . covenant.

Idea of 
Bureau Franchises Because 
of Chiseling Chances- 
Give Up iSalary Fixing. 
Idea and Declare for 
Open Market Bidding for 
Entertainers 



WEIGH TWO METHODS 



/ Chicago, April 11. 
American Association of Adver 
tising Agencies has officially made 
up its mind to stay out of the talent 
booking business. 

' After weighing proposals along 
this line the past six nrionths, the 
association liast week Came to the 
conclusion that the buying and sell- 
ing of radio talent was one phase 
of the broadcasting industry that 
could not be standardized and 
that the agency impresarios would 
have to continue to operate on the 
old principle of barter in the open 
market. 

Accustomed, to a standard raite 
In everything they bought In the 
advertising business — newsprint 
space, cuts, radio time, etc., the 
agency men saw no reason why they 
couldn't get togetheir and work but 
a method of stabilizing the prices 
of radio talent, Committee assigned 
by the Four A's to tackle the talent 
problem and to work out a price 
control plan were handed, for a 
helping start, two projects already 
suggested. 

One of the proposals advised the 
org'ariizihg of a registration "b'ureau 
for talent where prices, manager 
ment, previous radio experience, 
stage or screen standing and other 
information would be ticketed. This 
central office, of course, -vould only 
be available for meinbers of the 
Four A's. 

Private Booking Plan 

Other plan urged, the backing by 
the a.«?sdciation of a private book- 
ing oflicie, with branches in import- 
ant key spots, which would perform 
the same, registration service and 
also act as the purchasing agent for 
members of the Four A's. Under- 
standing would be that the associa- 
tion's list would buy exclusively 
through this privately maintained 
bureau. ' ' 

Not long after the committee 
started wrestling with these two 
p opositions it was decided that the 
franchise idea contained too many 
possibilities ot inside manipula- 
\' vAfi and griftr, and was accordingly 
tossed into the waste basket. While 
the first plan was theoretically ap- 
proved all ^ir-und, it was felt that it 
conjured up too many problems for 
tliose- ^yithout an extensive knowl- . 
edge' of .show business in general 
to solve and that even here it 
would be difficult to stop bidding for 
talent among the association's 
members with con.scquent boost-, 
ing ot prices. ' .

An anomaly in radio Is . the big 
money some of the relatively un- 
known people such as Frank Luther, 
Janies Melton and bther singers, 
along with musical specialists, are 
collecting weekly without any size- 
able radio rep on their own. 

This Is a paradox, since the air Is 
the quickest means for general pop- 
ularization, but these people are 
\yorked so consistently and consecu- 
tively In minor support of the big 
hours which_ submerge talent, that 
they haven't been particularly ex- 
ploited as individuals.

Now indulging-heavily in symphonic 
orchestrations, his periods appear 
to be. divided into two halves, Judg- 
ing by the broadcast heard. The 
first consists of popular melodies 
which are utterly different from 
Rolfe's former, style, ■ being sym- 
plionically tinged and of a fairly 
slow tempo. It also allows for the 
solo work by some of Rolfe's expert 
musicians. 

It's in the siecond half where Rolfe 
dl&closes that the former musical 
influence is still with him. The pe- 
riod is straight instrumentation 
from , start to finish the only break 
coming around the middle via the 
plug. 

Rolfe's present style isn't dance 
music. It's okay audible stuff, how- 
ever, embellished with many breaks 
in the tempo.

McQueen comes from WLW, Cin- 
cinnati, where he did the same sort 
of act. Now he's on ah. NBC ar- 
rangement of about 18 transmitters. 
His time varies from 15 minutes to 
30. From all evidence the act would 
best fit into the smaller and more 
compact session. 

There's no doubt it's McQueen 
who is the mainstay of the inter- 
lude. Yet he's on the air only about 
one-fourth of the total running time 
of the period. The rest of the ses- 
sion Is devoted to duU'musIc. iPro- 
grarri must - make . up its., mind 
whether it's going to be a musical 
period or a talking session. Maybe 
it's a case of McQueen not having 
enough material to go around i and 
this system being employed to 
stretch it out for. the 30 .minutes 
Then it should be cut. to t5 minutes. 

And if even 15 minutes Is too long 
for the number of items McQueen 
has on hand, or if they must have 
the: music, then why not stick the 
fiddling on the two ends of the pro- 
gram and have McQueen concen 
trate his chatter in the center. Such 
an arrangement would help both 
music and chatter.

General Motors struck a resound- 
ing and new note on the air by put-

centrated effort yet made by a 
single commerclial to tie up the 
country from\bnevCoast to another 
and it must have! cost plenty. Dis- 
counting all the publicity splurges 
about what an ambitious invocation 
to prosperity, this broadcast tended 
to convey, it was stlli a projiitious 
undertaking, even though G. M 
tried to slip by the ^;eal reason, that 
of selling its automobiles and other 
products, 

"With what telling effect this 
broadcast reached out to liiilllons of 
listeners may be gathered from the 
parade , of names . that looked like 
a benefit; performance. And yet 
G. M. didn't have to step out on the 
outside for the : talent. It was all 
there, right in its own back yard. 
From its own six programs, includ- 
ing Parade of the States, Chevrolet; 
OldsmbbUe, Bulck, Pontlac and 
Frigldalre, General Motors was able 
to choose, pick and combine a con- 
glomerated list of attractions, that, 
put together on one show wag a 
cinch to elicit big. For lining up 
the production, spotting and routln- , 
ing an hour's show that was run oft 
as smoothly as any stage produc- 
tion In" a finished condition, .credit 
should be handed to whomever was 
responsible. 

To Erno Rapee; as main conduc- 
tor of the ishow, went a bouquet 
for opening anfl closing the show 
with a solid impact. Rapee al- 
ready is on morei radio programs 
than he can probably handle, which 
is the ansvi^er to his ability and 
reputation. What iparticularily stood 
out on this, show was . the ' absence 
of confllctlon between the four or- 
chestras, each one sticking to its . 
own style and interpretation, in- 
stead of making it a free for all, 
something that could have but 
didn't happen. 

In- that way Rapee led ofE with 
a symphonic arrangement on a not 
too heavy classic number and the 
Chevrolet group, with Fraiik 
Black's combination, followed for a 
popular interlude. Included hei'e 
were Lewis James, tenor, who -chose 
'Shubert's Serenade' for his single 
contribution, piano trilogy by Phil 
Ohmen, "Victor Arden and Black, 
with Welcome Lewis's warbling 
leading up the rear. With Aileen - 
Stanley following in the next 
groove, the Oldsmoblle layout with 
Gustavo Haenschen's band, the 
contrast between the two femme 
singers was marked. Miss Stan- 
ley's sweet delivery of homespun 
melodies against the hotcha MIs9 
Lewis was a contrast that didn't

Finale honor went to Paul White- 
man, who obliged with his aco 
standby, 'Rhapsody in Blue,' and 
called It enough after Mildred 
Bailey got through with 'Rockin 
Chair Blues.' Neither Whiteman or 
the other bandmasters were ca:iled 
upon to talk, which was just as 
well, as it gave the show the rapid 
pace it needed.

To promote foreign relations and ether in terchangeability with foreign 
countries, NBC is embarking on a once-weekly foreign broadcast 
plan. Recently NBC put on a special program for Austria and followed 
the next week with a special broj-.dcast for Switzerland. 

These special foreign NBC broadcasts are not generally heard in the 
United States, but sent to each country via short wave.

"When WGN took oyer the script 
oh April 2 It eliminated the char- 
acter, in person, of Mother Moyna- 
han, formerly played by Miss Phil- 
lips, who is claiming all rights to 
this script. .Story was rewritten to 
make Mother Moynahan strictly an 
off-stage character, the story stat- 
ing that she had beep shipped out 
of town to a hospital for ia,n opera- 
tion. Miss Phillips wais Interviewed 
last week on another .local - station, 
W'IBO, and told the listeners that 
she was Mother Moynahan, that she 
wasn't ill or out of town, but that 
she was still In Chicago and well 
and happy, iand hoped that she'd 
be . seeing them again In the script 
shortly. 

Miss Phillips also went to court 
last week, . petitioning for a hear- 
ing for a permanent Injunction re- 
straining WGN from using the 
script over the air. Miss Phillips 
claims exclusive rights to the serial, 
both In characters and title. She 
claims to the court that the ex- 
clusion of the part of Mother 
Moynahan from the WGN present 
script will do her Irreparable dam-, 
age in that the constant absence of 
the character will kill he/ identity 
with the Moynahan role. 

Miss Phillips had been on WGN 
with this scrl^it, 'Painted Dreams,' 
both as sustaining and commercial 
since last October until April 2, 
when the commercial expired. Since 
then WGN has been broadcasting 
the continuation of the series with- 
out her. Miss Phillips Is also ask- 
ing that the station, a Chicago 
'Tribune* subsidiary, be ordered to 
turn over to. the court all jscrlpts 
used since April 2 and all fan mail 
pertaining to the script;

M-G-M agreed to 
transfer the copyright ownerships, 
from Metro to . Robbins, In orctei* to 
comply with, the technicality, where- 
upon the second quarter dividend 
was promised under the A classifl- 
catlon, but later refused .on the 
ground the funds had already been 
distributed. 

M-G-M originally didn't want its 
music siibsid- to' own any musical 
copyrights which might complicate 
matters to the degree that a film's 
exhibition might be tied up in a 
foreign land through some technical 
non-clearance of, the world's music 
rights. Since then Robbins has ad - 
. justed all such entanglements in the 
matter of world's copyright clear- 
ance. 

Abeles, as Robbins' attorney, pro- 
poses, to argue his case on grounds 
of monopoly and discrimination. 

Defectiye S. Spaeth 
Finds No Evidence; 
Sayers' Suit Is Lost 

Suit started by tlie late Henry J. 
Sayers, composer, against Sigmund 
Spaeth and Doubleday, . Doran & 
Co., who .jpublish Spaeth's book, 
'Read 'Em and Weep,* and carried 
on after Sayer's death by his estate, 
has resulted, in n declsloh for the 
plaintiff. Sayers, who died two days 
before Judge Patterson of the U. S* 
District Court rendered his, declr^ 
sion, sued principally to establish 
the validity of hie copyright to the 
song .'Ta-Ra-Ra-Boom-Der* which 
Spaeth Included In his book. 

Following the decision, Sayers' 
estate, through O'Brien, Malev'ln- 
Bky & Driscoll, .Edward C. Raftery 
of counsel, have started action 
against Robbins Music on a similar 
complaint. 

Judge Patterson's decision was 
that while the damages caused by 
Spaeth's publljation were neglible, 
Sayers was nevertheless entitled to 
an injunction agaist the continua- 
tion of the .infringement arid a 
statutory penalty of. $250 and $500 
counsel fees. During the trial 
Spaeth, who broadcasts as the 
'Tune Detective,' chasing pop soiiigs 
to their original source, endeavored 
to show where 'Ta-Ra' came from, 
but. could liot, other than brihging 
witness to show the song was dcr 
veloped from a somewhat similar 
tune used in a, Negro cabaret in St. 
Louis, .

Using 
68 orcheistras the music , contract 
was the biggest ever written for a' 
single stiirit. 

With an attendance at auto 
sliows that in the flr^t six days 
reached the nation-wide, total of 
2,760,000, the final number expected 
was put at 3,500,000. In addition to 
an auto and . Ice-box given . away 
free, music was used as a draw in 
most of .the cities. Attendance was 
free in all cases. 

Cost of putting ort the entire 
55 shows has been estimated as 
high as $2,000,000 with G.M. bfllcials 
refusing to make public the amount 
spent. 

Ad Biir$300,000 

In addition to the money spent 
on music and hall rental, the ad- 
vertising costs were- estimated on 
running around $300,000. Of this 
amount $140,000 was spent in news- 
paper display copy by G.M. In 
addition the various local dealers 
used that part of their regular 
newspaper allotment to plug the 
siiow. A 10 page four-color lay- 
out was used in the 'Saturday Eve- 
ning Post' with that cost running 
$125,000. This was not . an addi- 
tional expenditure, but was usi'd 
Instead of the regular space the 
Various G.M. units would take. 

In addition radio time was 
bought in every one of- the 55 cities 
and the . orchestra playing in each 
city was put on the air. 

In addition to the cost of putting 
on the display .it is estimated that 
2,200 cars were displayed witli a 
total retail value of $3,000,000. 
Value of the glvcTaways total an- 
other $35,750. . /

Deadlock Between MPPA 
And SPA ; Small Rights 

Meetings held ail .last; week be- 
tween the M.PiP.A;. !.nd the Song- 
w r I te r s* Protective Association 
failed to Iron out the differences be- 
tween both factions regarding tbc 
proposed uniform contract between 
songwriters and publLshors. Up to 
yesterday (Monday) both groups 
were at a deadlock, with .".nother . 
rneetirig scheduled for last nigiit. 

A clause in the proposed contract 
stipulating that a publisher cannot 
have a song disc recorded for less 
than the statutory fee /ithotit the 
consent of the writer is one of the 
major joints at issue. Publishers 
desire to do away with tliis clause 
o'l the grounds tliat its ii..'lusion 
does not giv^ the publisher all the 
rightlB to a song but only the right 
to publish. Songwriters insist this 
clause remain. 

Other major issue is that clause 
oi the S. P; A.'s constitution where- 
by all songwriters assigri to the 
association . ail ERPI , and small 
perforriiirig rights not controlled by 
the American Society of Composers, 
Authors and Publishers. Sigmund 
Romberg, president of th<$ S. P. A., 
promised the publiishers that this 
clause would be st ricken -from tiie. 
constitution, but the executive com- 
mittee of the S. P. A. refuses to 
consent to its withdrawal. 

Retaiimg Music 
Below Wholesale 
In LA Cut Rate 

Los Angeles, .^pi ll 11. 
Grotesque economics have bobbed 
up. in the local music trade as tlic 
result of an unusual conibinallon of 
circumstances. ' Result is th.tt slieet 
music is retailing In chain stores 3c 
cheaper than jobbers sell it wliole- 
sale.

Kresge rebuffed the- suggestion 
whereupon the Newberry counters 
cut to 20 cents and a. price war was 
on. 

' Individual mu.^lc shops and non- 
chain outlets selling retail for 35 
cents thereupon found, themselves 
in an odd situation. But not hiilf 
as peculiar as the jobbfirs who ask 
23 cents for sliect mu.sic that their 
35-cen^ or preferred customers 
could buy from Newberry or Kresge 
below wholesale off retail counters.

Figures covering 1930 compiled, 
by National Statistics Department 
show that last year in the Federal 
District (Mexico City and sur- 
roundings, a population of more 
thanVl,000.<r00),: 18,599.330 admis- 
sions were sold to places of pub- 
lice amusement. Statistics reveal 
that bull fighting Is not Mexico's 
favorite diversion, hut that pictures 
are. Last year the 44 picture 
houses in the District gave 17,238 
shows and sold 15,802,845 admit- 
tance!}, whereas only 160,383 tickets 
were vended for 47 performances in 
the three local bull rings. 
. Legit, . operas, concerts, musical 
comedy, burlesque and vaude fol- 
low the cinema In popularity. There 
were 3,169 musical comedy pres- 
entations; 2,132 of drama and com- 
edy; il2 of opera and concert, and 
01 of vaude ih the 16 local stago 
theatres, for which 1,679,964 tickets 
were sold. Three circuses that 
played here in 1930 gave 216 shows 
and attracted 144,770 customers— a 
relatively much better showing than 
that of the bull fight arenas. 

The three 'frontones' (gambling 
handball courts) only drew 47,315 
persons, and but 818 attended the 
nine fights in the one cock-fighting 
hall. The figures reveal that local 
cinemas have a combined capacity 
for 70,942, the theatres. 10,808, and 
the bull rings, 24,806 persons.

Property rights of pictures of 
boxing conte|Sts are established by 
an Appellate Division decision ren- 
dered Friday (15) in the injunction 
suit brought against RKO and Pathe 
News by Rudolph Mayer Pictures; 
Inc., Dodger Athletic Club, Mrs. W. 
R. Hearst's Milk Fund, Jack

run establishments, besides the 21 
and 267cent levies.

'United States producers supply 
roughly 90% of the films exhibited 
in Argentina. English films are 
virtually unkriown. The principal 
reasot^ is that English . films are 
purely local in. character arid that 
our producers take no steps to make 
their artists known in this coun- 
try. 

'Before going t6 see a fllrii, the 
Argentine cinema public Is careful 
as a rule to take note of the prin- 
cipal artists featured. If the latter 
are unknown . the fllm would have 
little chance of succeeding. 

'Spanish talklfes do not appear to 
have been successful in Argentina.

This Is what Is going to determine 
the business of 'Symphony' around 
the country. That, rather than

Edgar Wallace? mad*' a 
fairly good editln.g job of the dia- 
log, eliminating a lot of tlie Doyk- 
stale ones; This touch added con- 
servatism to tlic acting of Slifi-Iuck 
who, in Robert, Rendel, was far 
from the prepossessing, figure "of 
fiction. 

Because of stinted direction as 
well as portrayal, 'Babkervllles' 
seldom verged on suspense. The 
story hand was tlpi>ed so far in 
advance that little novelty wa.<» left 
when each .situation occurred.

This latter carries a transparency 
in the free end.

The 
set up suegccts to. the inquisitive 
epectator that he is seeing the 
transparency in the second joint of 
pipe through the plank. Sounds

Although 
open all year around It's strictly a 
summer spot with a 100% autorino 
bile trade, as the nearest train or 
street car Is a mile away. 

With 1,666 seats on main floor and 
no balcony this house has been a 
'-s{ri<^ - it-<<ifAi)r:«^. 
Parking, lot all around the theatre 
can take care of about 800 cars and 
no charge. High class oiT patronage 
coming from. Chicago's swanky sub- 
urbs, with the direct drawing area 
of this house extending as far as 
Lake Forrest north and Into Evans- 
ton south. It's a good 18 miles from 
center of town. 

Straight picture policy Is preva- 
lent now, after tries with stage 
Shows, lobby frolics and everything 
else. They don't gO for vaude or 
iany other kind flesh presentations 
here, but accept the double feature 
thing okay. Result has the man- 
agement splitting— three times a 
week and taking what film It can 
get. Recent bad break for the house 
was a fire around the corner which 
destrpyed the Villa Lago, up to then 
a flourishing night -spot. 

For the ;hot. months the theati-e 
has a Cooling system, which along 
with cool lake breezes in that vicin- 
ity, lis an added ' trade stimulant. 
From architectural and- physical 
angles this house and general sur- 
roundings reminds of the Carthay 
Circle In Los Angeles, only not 
'quite as big or elaborate. 

Current scale is 40c. top with 
children at straight 10c. tap, but 
likely those prices .will be lowered 
tills' Suriimer, Even at 25c. the house 
• can make money. No mats during 
the week; only Saturday and Sun- 
day. . fipan. .

■^Vhile both theatres lead off wiili 
the - Hindenliurg election, the cUp at 
the Embassy shapes up as hot news 
and that at the Luxor seems to be 
a rehash of old material dressed up 

with a silent editorial arid the large

At the end of 
the same, bit In dialog from the 
screen there's a laugh When a wo- 
man puts In an appearance. Sidney 
from the stage asks Sidney , on the 
screen . what's the Idea of bringing 
on a flapper, . when femme turns 
ardiind revealing a lo\y-comedy pari 
and denying she's a flapper. For his 
finish he sings a parody on 'That's 
Why Darkies Wei*e Born,' and g:oes 
into a hoke dance; also good for 
laughs. 

Encored, Sidney, did a. rcfcltatlon 
made up of cleverly ari'anged movie 
titles.

Meetings are continuing between Lee Shubert 
and Marcus Heiihan, 

Obstacle to the actual cementing of a deal Is. the condition of the 
Shubert corporations, It Is^ believed thiat If the Shuberts liquidate, the 
one circuit move will be made for the benefit .of both circuits now exist- 
ing as well as for the legit brancli of show business Itself. Likewise; 
should the Shuberts liquidate then 'the proposal will have a better chance 
orgolng through, ynder a different arrangement. . 

Statement: made by one of the legit leaderis in the present combo deal 
laid stress on the merging of the Theatre Guild and Shubert subscrip- 
tion audiences out of. town. / Settlement Is now going on as to: the ques- 
tion Qf houses to be played in the various cities. OriglnE^ plan to keep 
the audiences In the original Erlanger or Shubert theatres would thus 
appear to have been changed, leading to ptfolin^ In the cities a^Cected 
by the subiscriptlon move. There are about 14 such cities with the pool- 
ing an obvious factor in' fayor of the single circuit 

Two other opinions from managers working out the deal lay stress, 
on alctuallty of the conibihe.: One producer said, 'Asl^ me in ibout a 
month."' Other stated that under the new deal producers \(rould all receive 
better breaks than at present. Under the ternij of one combination deal, 
on the fire about, two months ago but since blown up, there would be no 
favorltisin as to producers, thus iiisurihg c6-operatioii with all managers.

Understood 
Heiman and another leading, ishdwman were, concerned, the latter to t>e 
treasurer of the new corp. and a figure In. the financing; This circuit 
was to have had a nucleus of 10 Broadway houses; . 

It . ls a certainty, according/ to explanations of the deal, that while 
Broadway houses will remain open as often as possible under the :singie 
circuit, a large number of out of town theatres will go. dark thrdugh 
pooling. .This explains partly the giving of even breaks to all producers 
who, if hot getting proper treatment, could book Indie and wildcat their 
shows outside of the circuit . ■ 

Report persists that Mitchell Erlanger may. step out of that organiza-. 
tlon, or the new one. next eeasbh. This is said to be of his own desire.

tlon for continuance a jproposed 
budget whereby the ejstate may be 
carried on up to Oct. 1; 1932, a span 
of five dull months. Money for the 
budget expected to come from $300,- 
000 of receivers certificates and a 
loan of $56,000 on an insurance 
policy In the Aames of ' Lee and J. 
J. Shutert cat-rled for the benefit of 
the corporation. Although the peti- 
tion staties that the brothers 'will 
linderake. to' find purchasers for the 
certificates,' understood XiCe has 
. promised to t^ikel them. ^ 

A note of didubt and a. warning 
concludes the i)etltion which is 
called 'receivers report number 
three.' After stating that the show 
business Is one of the niiost uncer- 
tain and speculative of all busi- 
nesses and that thei plan offers the 
possibility of keeping the enter- 
prise In existence and preserving 
its value as a going concern, it

However, based on the figures 
submitted. If liquidation is ordered,

'Before the great increase in the- 
atre building which occurred, in the 
period of expansion that eiided in 
1929, play, producers competed for 
the theatres, so that conti'ol; of the- 
atre was the most profitable feature 
of the business. ' ICow, howiever, with 
less than half the Broadway theatres 
open, and with many dark houses 
throughout the country, the the- 
atres are in competition for plays 
and the key to success appears to 
he • in' the production end of the 
business.' As yet there is ho. pro- 
duction schedule:

GRAND GUIGNOL 

. Paris, April 9. 

New Grand . Gutgnol show, con- 
trary to the habit of having three 
short comedies— one opening and 
one closing and twO short horror 
plays between — consists this time 
of three dramas and two comedies, 
one used, for closing, Also dramas, 
with one exception, are. not ending 
with as grim tragedy as usual. 
Show, generally speaking, rather 
weak and acting evenly fair.

First one-act drama . titled 'Qui 
M'a Tue' ('Who Killed^ Me?'), by 
liucien Chantel, might be adapted 
for an arty, intimate house. It 
shows a police officer's office after 
the body of a- young suicide has 
been dlacovered. — body being tact- 
fully left out Questioning of his 
aged mother, his best friend and his 
mistress discloses that suicide is 
due to tlieir cold -hearted selfishness, 
which they didn't seem to realize 
at the time. 

Second playlet is a one-act com- 
edy, 'Au Pied Bu Mur' ('Cornered'), 
by Jean Refroigney. Though some- 
what dragging at times, it is an

The fadc-but scene comes in the 
Jungle of South America after the 
girl and her lover have entered her 
• cabin. The drinlc-icrazed husband, 
a multl-mllllonali'fe i-ubber king, 
who, unknown to the pair, has dls 
covered their perfldy and who has 
been drlvoii to temporary near-In 
sanity by the Knowledge and the 
tropics' degenerating inQucnces, 
places a huge tarantula whei-c it 
will enter the cabin and attach. the 
lovers. Che, thus, departs from" the 
theatre speculating vrVimn and where 
the tarantula did its fatal work- 

The play leaves the auditor some 
what confused. It is not entirely 
clear whether the author Intends 
the drama simply as a character

bis salary, with a mlnlnrium of one 
pound a week. 

."We shall recommend to the Min- 
istry of Labor that the priniciiile 
of six months' Inactivity at the end 
of an engagement, or leaving the 
country for that time, shall apply 
here as In the United States, the 
secretary of British Equity, de- 
clared. 

'In the case of feature artists, we 
shall recommend extensions if we 
consider them In the Interests of 
the profession.' 



Plan: of the British legit . actors'^ 
as&ociatlon to make a levy on the 
weekly salaries of. foreign players 
appearing In England, was no sur- 
prise to Equity.

In Russia, Seek 
Hearing in U.S. 



Moscow, April 6. 

One of the outstanding successes 
of the Russian theatre in riecent 
years, 'Sonata Pathetique,' has been 
quietly but effectively suppressed 
by the censors. After its 43d per-, 
formance, a,t the Kamerny Theatre, 
It . failed to reappear on the. blllM 
boards. < 
. Ruinor has it that influential per^ . 
sons are fighting to restore the play 
to . the ;boai iu: l>*'■mi■<i^m'^ff!^y$^^^t 
succeed, although so;:/ie concessions 
to . the heresy-hunters who had it 
suppressed are altogether likely. , 
. To si.n outsider the suppressloh 
seema most illogical. . 'Sonata 
Pathetique (reviewed In Variety, 
several months ago) Is clearly a.' 
revolutionary play. The author, 
MIkola Kullsh, is Communist who 
fought in the revolution and in the 
civil wars and his whole leaning la 
distinctly pro-Soviet. 

Kullsh's misfoi'tiine is that he Is 
an artist. For a Communist that is 
frequently a real misfortune, since 
his artistic conscience and his po-*. 
lltical conscience do not always^ 
live in harmony. His plays deal with 
tKe revolutonary perloo, 1917, in 
Ukraine. The struggle there was 
not simply between the lowly and 
the exploiters. It was compllc^ated 
by Ukrainian nationalism. Pa- 
triotic Ukrainians opposed Tsarism, 
pretty much as the Irish might op- 
pose England. For them the revolu- 
tion meant the throwing off of the 
Russian yoke. Kullsh presents a 
cross-section of society at the crit- 
ical moment: revolutionary work- 
men, Bblsheylsks, middle-class na- 
tionalists, and Tsarist reaction- 
aries. 

. However, his artistic skill got the 
better of him -and " the non -Bol- 
shevik types' emerged a lot better 
than they ought to in a Com- 
munist's work. Tho vlllalness; 
piretty Marina, and her father, old. 
StupaL-'Stupanenko, are so com-, 
pletely drawn that, they evoke con- 
siderable sympathy. The clear-cut 
black-and-white, hero - and - villain 
pattern of. most Soviet drama. In 
other words, is blurred. 

Objections to thCi/play were also 
ral3.ed on other grounds. Tlie 
story Is told . In the first person, by 
an intellectual poet, and the whole 
action la colored by his romantic 
Imagination. I.t was' .therefore 
charged' that the play was' sontl- 
mcrital, romairitic, etc;: — 'Sonata Pa- 
thetique,' produced without the' ' 
meddling of short-sighted censbra 
It could have become a. sort of dra- 
matic poem of the revolution. Per- 
haps if produced abroad It may • 
.still become - that. It wo'ild be a 
curious commentary on th<; ways 
pf.hlstciry I'f a truly revolufloiiarv

There have ' been some bases 
in which, printers hav« made over- 
tlires to ; editorial men to gfet out 
mags for them, just to pay for the 
print stafC's, idld time and perhaps 
to- make some money; One mag un> 
der ' that arrangement made Its first 
appearance this month; " 

Arrangement^ for story : material 
involving no- Immiedlate' .t>ayment 
can' also be ynade currently, and the 
news picture - syndicates • wlli\ also 
give credit. The same g6ed for tile 
mag distrlbuotrs,: who are in many

ing studibs for simultaneous broad- 
casting: and .waxing rises locally as 
the result of successful attempts at 
the process. 

Lone Woif Tribe series is being 
pumped at each broadcast from tbe 
chain's studib in the Wrlgley build- 
ing to the Brunswick recording lab 
about two miles away , and being 
waxedi Wrlgley gum company 
which pays for the Lone^ WoliE series 
on the chain Is preparing to send 
this series put on rfidip, discs 
throughout the smaller stations In 
the eastern territory. 

Over on tlie NBC .network a sim- 
ilar arrangenient has-been 'piping' 
the 'Skippy' serial fi-om "the local 
broadcasting rooms all the way east 
to the RCA-Victor recordlnig lab In 
C^^mden, N. j., wher^e the programs 
are being hiade into saucers for re- 
broadcasting by the advertiser, 
Wheaties, on the NBC west coast 
hookup, known as the gold network. 
RCA-Victor has no local recording 
station, which Is the. primary rea- 
son for- the long wire to the east. 
Situation represents one of the ex- 
tremely few instances In wh-lch 
NBC, whose policy has been ver- 
sus radio disking, has itself been a 
party to the promotion of the plat- 
ter programs. 

Advertisers' Angles 

This simultaneous broadcasting 
and recording figures for advertis- 
ers as an aid' in several Items, pri- 
marily in the saving on the cost of 
talent, since by tiie, dual work the 
advertiser gets his taleht on, the 
records with no 

salalrles, paying the workers only 
for the broadcasting. Musician 
unions, however, are already get- 
ting hep and ar!e starting to form- 
ulate rules calling for a double pay- 
check In these simultaneous Jobs. 

Line charges for smalf" distances, 
figures at peanuts; the wire In the 
Lone Wolf recordings costing $70 
per month.! In the longer hops, 
such as the 'Skippy' piping to the 
east tariff is heavy but the adver- 
tiser names certain other advan- 
tages which surmount the cost of 
the line charges. In this deal the 
advertiser gets the same perform- 
ers on platters as on the air, with- 
oi t t:].e cost of shipping the cast all 
the way east, involving transporta- 
tion costs biesldes extra perform- 
anctS charges. 

- Regular advertisers on the net- 
works and stations through live 
talent, are now figuring^ on this 
moan's of the simultaneous action 
in iheir effo/ts to increase their cov- 
erage Into the sma.ll-.watters beyond 
the networks. Several locial record- 
ing.- labs are now negotiating with 
botii netv'Orks alnd- with the, la.r3e 
indiie stations to run permanent 
wires froni the broadcasting studios 
to the recording offices.

As a 
resuU of the rebuff, it is expected 
that the. fair's pilots, Chicago's big 
coin: meii, headed, by Gen. Ruf us 
Pawes, will take' the proposition dl- • 
rect to the RCA board of directors. 

Without taking the networks into . 
consultation, the fair directors had 
their architect draw up plans for a 
Hall of Radio Broadcasting, Fin- 
ished blueprint included two large 
studios with plate glass windbwis 
running all around,, an elaborate 
promenade surrounding tho studios, 
with seating arrangements for the 
public, a control room for each 
studio and a central control room'. 
Architects and . engineers who 
worked out the plans figured the 
structure, equipment and furnish* 
ings would cost around $160,C0O. 
Networks, were asked to get . to- 
gether and foot this bill. AH the 
»f air . offered to toss in gratis was 
the grotind. 

After a series of huddles between 
reps from both networks, the ex- 
position's directors were advised by 
letter that although the chains were 
lukewarm about the whole idea' o£ 
broadcasting from studios on tlie 
fair grounds, they would come In if - 
the fair put up the coin for the 
structure. . Networks' reps figured 
the operation of the studios, exclu- 
sive of talent, ^nrould mean between 
a combined weekly payroll of oyer 
$1,000, and averred that this was 
abotit all the outlay the exposition 
could expect , from the NBC-CBS 
end. 

Not Enough Interaflt. 

Letter - also expressed the opin- 
ion that the fair yiisltors wouldn't 
find as much interest in .watching 
the broadcasts of the better known 
cliain commercials as they would 
the pickup of special events taklngr 
place on the fair grounds. If the 
latter counter- proposal proved - ac- 
ceptable to the exposition directors, 
tho networks were willing to tak^ 
care of the installation of all tech -

. Advertisers are finding the dialog 
sales notion is proving more effec- 
tive then the straight spiel. The 
crossfire talk makes : the tlnie de- 
Voted to the sales portion appear 
less long. Several advertisers when 
switching to the dialog method have 
doubled the r.umber of minutes <for 
the plug. But Instead of being 
noticed by the listeners, the reac- 
tion has been that the plugging 
time appeared ^shorter than under 
the straight tallc system. 

Of equal Importance is the fact 
that the Crossfire spiel knits In 
easily , and dovetails with the rest 
of tVe program. Where the straight 
spiel^ brought a sharp break to. the 
session, so that there was a let- 
down of listener interest, the dialog 
sales plug flowed right in with the 
program, so that there was no 
slump-off of listeners.

Network announcers are begin- 
ning to use a nondescript intonation 
that can pass as familiar in any 
section of the country.

All radio stations in the U; S. hnve 
been notified by. the American Sq' 
ciety of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers that the new 'adio 
liOense fees of the American Society 
become effeetiye . June 1. The new 
rates for the use of music en the n,ir. 
cat' for a surcharge of 5% on the 
station's income f com commercials 
for the use of its facilities, plus a 
small rate for sustaining progran-is. 

On the basis of 5% of SGO.OdO.OOO, 
which sum the American Society' 
claims radio grossed last year, the 
new license fees will hereafter bring 
$3,000,000 per year from radio; plus 
nearly $i;oOO,000 from the sustain- 
ing music licenses, totaling about 
(4,000,000. This win be more tlian 
four times as much at the American 
Society's gross from radio last year; 
a little oyer |900,b00. 

The major burden of the 5% sur- 
charge on all conunercial programs 
will fall on the shoulders of'Mitj net- 
works.

Then the play was brought to Mos- 
cow. A fe\v changes were made in 
the script and the authorities al- 
lowed Tairov, of the Kamerny The- 
atre, to, produce it. 
, But lit seems that the Kharkov 
boys were offended al what looked- 
like a slap in the face from the 
Moscow boys, They began cam- 
paigning against the Kamerny the- 
atre production through the press. 
The newspaper .'Pravda' had a let- 
ter signed by five Ukrainians call- 
ing the play names. A month later- 
came an article signed with th* 
pseudonym 'Ukrainian'— who must 
have been a. mogul of the higher 
reaches to get so much -space and 
attention — demolishing -what was 
left. And soon thereafter the play 
was barred. 

A translation and adaptation of 
the play into English was made by 
Eiigene Lyons and is beng handled 
for him in America by David 
Hampton. ^

bhiy isensatiorial turn in the show, 
even according to the billing, is 
Mme. Loretta, Who does . a slide 
down the length of the arena, while 
hanging by her hair. While a good 
enough stunt, it hardly, has the 
glamor of a sensational thriller. 
This absence of an' outstanding 
freak daredevil episode is a weak- 
ness In the lineup. 

Show as ararnged on the opienlng 
brings several letdowns, in the pace, 
so that the show has to start all 
over from scratch two or . three 
times; The circus reveals an Un- 
derlying we'akness of solid attrac- 
tions, not really. getting started until, 
the proceedings had waded through 
.some 30 minutes of .quiet opening. 
It's ckay to figure that '.he show. 
muA reserve it's main punches for 
the final sessions, but that's no rea- 
son to leave the entire opening 
stretch without a . single smacking 
interlude;

They teach and educate young men 
as actors, directors, technldlans,. et 
cetera. There jst be a constantly 
turning wheel of new faces and 
new people and new thoughts.; 
America hasn't got that and doesn't' 
attempt , to get it. That's where' 
America has lost Its golden oppor- 
tunity. 

Where Is Youth? 

'Hollywood doesii't know where 
to turn' for youth. It goes to 
Broadway. And Broadway hais lit* 
tie or nothing to offer. Hollywood 
used to -be a sort of mecca" for 
youth. Today the bars are up.' 
People are told on all sides how 
hard it is. to crash through, hovv 
almost impossible it is to make the 
grade, That's the nnlstake. >En- 
courage them. Brlii j them . on. 
Whit's the difference whether the 
result is a lot of broken hearts or 
not. It's broken hearts that- make 
up a great art. It's the broken 
hearts that have failed as painters, 
or writers, or sculptori, that have 
made those three arts alive and 
vital, while and when they were.' 

Elsenstein looked at . his watch. 
His boat for Europie, the boat on 
which he sailed second class because 
he couldn't afford the" more luxur- 
ious rates, saiiled in a few hours. 

'And "oefore I go I must buy a 
gadget,* he said. It is a rharvc;loU3 
gadget I heard about. You put it 
oh a watier tap and cold. Avator 
comes but. hot. I. must take one 
with me.' 

He thought for a moment. 
; 'That's .-lust it.' he said. 'Holly- 
wood tries to use the same kind <>f 
gadgets. They want to turn the 
gadget on a writer and his cold 
stories are expected to come out 
warm. They 'dan't do it. Gadgets 
are only for mechanics. Xot for 
humans. And picture business is 
a human business.'

professioi^al dramas at .the Pasa- 
dena Plai^house. 

: Pasadena Nucleus 

Elbow rubbing of the two groups 
began- mostly in Pasadena. Town 
has always stQOd for its long list 
of social registerites, many of them 
from the eaist who haye winter 
homes in Pasadena; Los Angeles 
society hasn't fallen in line, biit it 
Is felt that if Pasadena accepts film 
people, L. A.'s best famillea w'?' 
have to do likewise. 
. Pasadena Community Playhouse 
Is supported by the town's social 
leaders, whp, in turn, have been 
sending their sons and daughters to 
the theatre for dramatic training. 
A. school run by Gilmore Brown,^ 
tneatre's director, includes many of 
them, as well as some of the papas 
and mamas who want to develop 
that long latent flair for acting. 

Studios have been sending their 
own inexperienced youngsters to 
work gratis in the little theatre's 
productions for. training. In ad- 
dition at least a dozen Playhouse 
players have been given studio con- 
tracts. Many more have been given 
screen tests, or Interviews. This 
has . been a natural tleup between 
Hollywood and Pasadena leaders, 
with after-theatre get-togethers in 
Pasadena homes Including film 
players, agents, and other studio 
people.

'The Cry of the World,' which was 
compiled and edited by I.om1s de 
Rochemont of tlie.Fox-Hearst news- 
reer department, is the property of 
the Foundation, latter having paid 
for the negative rights to the same. 

This feature, which is being de- 
pended irpon for most of the Foimda- 
tion's initial financing, will "be re- 
leased through national chan- 
nels.

Loew, inc., is on the brink of 
adopting a plan whereby all. high 

salaried' executives will work for 
either . two or three tnonths . this 
summer without pay. The. scheme 
is to circumvent any pay •nvelo0 
slashing for the rank and file of 
both the Loew and Metro organ- 
izations. . . 

It isi the first knovyn move of the 
kind . ever, made by a major com- 
pany in the picture business and, 
perhaps, in any other line. 

Decision that officials snouid take 
the necessary financial slap rather 
than the employees was pror 
mulgated in the east soon after N. 
m! Schenck's trip to the Coast a 
few weeks ago. It includes all men 
dra,wing over $50,0.00. a year v/ithln 
the company and is due to go into 
effect May 15. But one point re- 
mains to be settled, this being 
Whether the non-salary period shall 
extend over a period of two or three 
months. If for three months it 
amounts to a 25% cut for the high 
salaried individuals concerned. 

List of executives who will for- 
feit their wages includes besides 
Schenck, president of Loew's, such 
overseers as David Bernstein, 
treasurer; E. M. Schiller, theatre 
operator; L. B. Mayer and Irving 
Thalberg on the studio end; C. C. 
Moskowit?, a vice-president; Ar- 
thur and David Lioew; J. Robert 
Rubin, vice-president of Metro and 
general counsel; Felix Feist, sales 
head; Lep Friedman, general coun- 
sel for Loew's; Major Bowes, and 
also production supervisors at Cul- 
ver City. , 

15 or 20 Concerned 

Around 15 or 20 men will be among 
the. volunteers which, on a three 
months' basis, figures to give the 
company the equivialent of a 1214% 
cut throughout the organization. It 
is thus- deduced that Loew's ex- 
ecutive list drawing better than 
$50,00C as annual salary comprises 
50% oi its payroll exclusive of con- 
tracted screen talent. Contract 
players and directors are not con- 
cerned In this non-wage plan but 
will be asked to take a cut. Some 
figure the move as a whole will be 
the equivalent of a lf% general 
slash. Those men having bonus 
arrangements, are understood to 
have waived on them. 

Loew's interpretation of this 
economy, move is .believed to have 
been arrived a.t on the theory that 
to order a general cut would be but 
to undermine th6 morale of em- 
ployees, take away their incentive 
and thereby lessen the efftctiveness 
of its man power. . This, after full 
observation, Loew's is desirous of 
avoiding. 

Loew is admittedly the highest 
geared ifllni company In the buslr 
ness for production. "Trade esti- 
mates on. the average cost of a 
Metro feature ha vie soldom been 
given, any credence if figured be- 
low $4a0,000 with some approxima- 
tions running as high as $600,000. 
The Coast colony for the past 
couple of years. has always accepted 
that 'M-O niust write off around 
$168,000 against any foil length pic- 
ture before it starts due to cai-ry- 
ing charges. Metro studio's disin- 
clination to take any steps whicli 
would lesisen the quality of its 
product has had much to do with 
keeping up the high production 
cost. Herice, tine decision that ex- 
ecutives should themselves shoulder 



PAR, WB CARRY 
SALARY GUTS 
FURTHER 



A third salary, cut for Paramount 
Publlx, aihountlng to 6% on all 
salaries up to $50 and on first $60 
for all. earnings more, becomes ef- 
fective May 2. Saving annually to 
P-P amounts roughly to $3,000,000. 

Warner Bros, second salary cut 
of 10% becomes effective this week. 
The first cut by WB was a;t the 
same, percentage. 

Over and above the new salary 
reduction, Paramount-Publix : will 
realize an unestimated saving 
through a forced vacation of two 
weeks. Actually amounting to a 
layoff. Par will deduct a week's 
salary from the envelopes of all 
employees June 6 and another July 
9, regardless of when personnel 
elects to take the fortnight's vaca 
tion. 

The layoff, when computed on a 
yearly basis, is equivalent to a 4% 
cut. For the top-salaried execu- 
tives in the company, vacation plus 
the thiiid cut, amounts to a total 
dent of 44%.

RKO was forced 
Intoi the position of having to over- 
come its own pictures rather than 
obtaining leadership or even help 
front its .studio. Between theatre 
policy changes and the. pictures the 
public evidently Mas yet. to accede 
that RKQ programs have estab- 
lished a uniform average of merit 
over a definite period of a month 
or more. For this RKO la not a 
little responsible. 

It goes back to the practice., of 
when jgettlng an outstanding film 
of its own, or other make, such as 
'Clmmaron* or 'Frankenstein,' the 
first move of the theatre depart- 
ment has generally been to yank 
the vaudeville from the houses the 
week such pictures are on display.

This one makes a good start.. It 
"heis plenty, of high moments of ef- 
fective melodra.ma . and Its story Is 
of sustained Interest. A release 
that will hold for week stands and 
promises much better than average 
feature returns.. 

In the print run off here the 
story has been allowed to run into 
too much fpotage. and needs closer 
cutting, but eyen In extended fprm 
it has strpng elements. Offsetting 
somewhat its trickily managed 
melodrama, the picture has a sappy 
iromantic thread and Is permitted to 
go overboard on talk; but the latter 
flaw can easily be remedied with a 
, determined pair tt shears.. Weak- 
ness of the love interest probably . Is 
beyond mending, but the production 
is superior to this minor defect. 

Story has a brisk opening, with 
Vincent Bay (Warren William) as 
the prosecutor summing up In ;a 
murder case, a trial which ends in 
the conviction of a, boy, later sent 
to the chair Just a minute before he 
Is proved innocent. Tragic mis- 
carriage of. justice turns Day sour 
on the prosecutor job and he goes 
to the gutter for. a time In grief 
over his piart in the affair.., All this 
is a brief prolog, ecoriphiically de- 
veloped: ■ 

Making a new start, the brilliant 
pleader becomes tlie 'mouthpiece' 
for criminals In the tolls. First dra- 
matic punch has to do with a flee- 
ing embezzler who appeals for help. 
He still has $4Q,000.of his thefts x)f 
twice as much,, and Day gets him 
out of the jam" .by settling with the 
bank for • $30,000 and taking "the 
other ten G's for his fee, turning 
the tables later on the victimized 
bank bead in a neat'coinedy scene. 

Mtlo kick No. 2 has to do with the 
handling of a tough witness against 
a murderer on trial. Witness testi- 
inea. he saw the actual killing, and 
attorney for the defense tries to get 
him to admit that he himself had. 
iJecn knocked out in a general fight 



before the fatal blow was: struck. 
WItnesSi a. prize fighter, indignantr 
ly denies he was ever knocked out 
ahd thereupon Is excused. As he 
leaves the stand. Day socks him on 
the button arid he goes out cold, 
thus! breaking down the whole case 
against the defendant. ' . 

Feaic of the career of sensational 
lawyer is his trick of spiking' the 
prosecution's case against a mur- 
derer by drinking the. poison. Ex- 
hibit. A, before the jury and th'eri, 
wheii his man is freed, rushing to 
an improvised hospital to submit 
to the stomach pump, the pois<in 
taking 45 miriutes to -.vork; 
. Day is as sensational In his play 
as he Is in his work, hip diversions 
involving many flamboyant, ladies of 
Informal habits. A new stenog- 
rapher In his ofllce catches his eye 
and he promptly goes on the. make, 
only to find himself rebuffed, the 
girl (Sidney Fox) being In love with 
a. youngster front her honie tewn. 
It^.ls here that the excellent tales 
bt'eaks dpwri. The hometown boy 
innocently bccorhes involved in a 
Jam arid in getting him free the 
lawyer has tp double cross his cropk 
clients. That a' hard-bpiled legal 
fixer, entirely surrounded by flam- 
ing blondes should go to pieces 6ver 
a tepid, . mousey country girl, as 
Miss Fox plays the role, isn't so 
reasonable.

IS-ven the Warner Bros, convert- 
ibles, which have been having tough 
golng.since the lite winter gave evi- 
dence of having accomplished most 
of the selling, ^'rom the low of 15% 
they showed gradual improvement 
to a pieak for the recovery elope to 
20, giving way moderately toward 

. the end of the week. Slight relapse 
might have been on. minor profit 
taking. 

General theatres showed the effect 
of an understanding on a reorgan- 
ization plan agreeable to the vari- 
ous committees formed. for the pro- 
tection, of bondholders and to other 
interests. Persistent buying carried 
the Uens up toji 'new top on the. re- 
covery at 6, compared to the low of 
1 when the company went Into a re- 
ceivership nearly two months ago. 

Reorganization plan, as forecast, 
calls for the Issuance of new pre- 
ferred in exchange for the GTE 
debentures and for other obligations 
held by . Chase bank. More impor- 
tant, from the bondholders' side Is 
, the fact that all fac'tions have come 
. together for co-operation under the 
leadership of a common Interest. 

Now seems set that the concern 
will continue to function despite the 
receivership, under new -manage- 
ment whioli hopes for improvement 
when the business picture brightens. 

In view of the extrenie weakness 
in both Par. and Keith- bonds, latter 
off 8 to 40, the figures on short ac- 
count.- brought out by the Senate's 
Stock ISxchange Investigation took 
on new interest. The. Senate com- 
mittee made public a list of sho;:t 
accounts in. excess of 3,000 shares, 
and . among them were scattering, 
deals In Paramount and RKO, sev- 
eral of them of a considerable size. 
These were the only two amuse- 
ment stocks in the list, and repre- 
sented outstanding short' contracts 
on April 8. 

Amusement Shorts

closing without .any sign of a ire-- 
bound.at 4%. , 

sharp rally of week before last In 
-the preferred stpck^ did not carry 
t1irough,.;but the isalhs' scored were 
maintained in the absence' of selling 
pressure; Deiallngs in senior IssWs 
practically ceased,- the. only one that 
appeared on the ticker being Lbew's, 
unchanged at 60 on one minimum 
transaction and a scattering of 
trades in Consolidated Film prer 
ferred, ~whlch ended the week ,fra.c- 
/tionally up at 8^. 
' Movements generally among the 
film stocks were without great. Sig- 
nificance.' An unusual market char- 
acteristic of the week was that the 
stocks under special pressure were' 
the old market' leaders, while the 
lesser descriptions, especially those 
alredtly- in extreme low price ground, 
appeared to be immune. It Isn't en- 
tirely apparent what effect the 
Washington investleatipn of. Wall 
street Is going to have, but for the 
time being the bears, seem to have 
stood aside.

York Stock: Exchange was closed. 
That the theatre stocks maintained 
a fairly level front above their old 
bottoms under the circumstances 
gave them a .comparatively cheerful 
aspect. 

An exception was Eastman Kodak, 
which touched a new "low at 52%. 
This Issue 'has right along been a 
favorite target of the bears, but it 
was not until the Senate Commit- 
tee's figures came out that the mar- 
ket realized the extent of the pres- 
sure. Kodak figured among. the larg- 
est In outstanding short sales, to- 
gether with General Motors, Tele- 
phone and Steel. 

Fox continued to be neglected. 
Sales In the six sessions amounted 
to only 1,400 shares, all within the 
narrow range, of 2%-2«4. this de- 
spite wide publicity over the elec- 
tion of Sidney Kent to the presiden- 
cy and the retirement of Harley li. 
Clarke from company affairs, re- 
taining only his membership on the 
board.- Edward R. Tinker, retiririg 
president, becomes chairman of the 
board.

While chancing, the most definite 
picture stand thus far. on the pro- 
hibition Issue, this second of the 
^season's two booze pr61>lem talkers 
—the first was D. W. Grlfflth's 'The 
Struggle'^ — Is, like Its predecessor, ho 
more successful, $.3 an entertainment 
than prohibition itself has been as a 
law. Ellihination of the entertain- 
ment angle leaves only the excite- 
iheht Its propaganda could cause as 
an avenue. for profits. But 'Wet Pa ^ 
rade' tells the sjyets nothing theiy 
don't know, nor does it Inform the 
drys on anything they don't hear 
about daily. So Its bbxbfllce future 
looks pretty dull. 

In footage, time consumed, size of 
cast and ground covered, this is 
more than one picture — It's a couple. 
But as an amusement, discounting 
the propaganda phase, it's not even 
one.picture. Fault Is with the story, 
an almost impossible yarn for suc- 
cessful screen adaption.. Sometimes 
the players almost malce it a pic- 
ture. Chiefly effective is Jimmy Du- 
rante, who breezes in after an itour 
and a half of tragic dullness and 
grabs ^the only laughs. The prob- 
able technical gem of the many in- 
telligent readings is Walter Hus- 
ton's, but he's always hedged in by 
dreariness. 

Two distinct stories are hem- 
■tltched into one scenario by the

routine process of holding over tlie 
same characters for Part Two, and 
making each section a contrast for 
the other. . The first hour or so 
treats of pre-prohlbltlon days, going 
the limit In sympathizing With the 
dry movement. At the turn, after 
showing the evils of drink and mag- 
hifylng them by sticking to two 
familiea, both of whom meet; sorrow 
via the booze route, it follows thie 
same plan to show the evils that go 
with prohibition. 

Antl-prohlbitiph sentiment wlue 
the argument as It .was presented at 
the Rialto on Broadway, by the sim-^ 
pie method of having the final word. 
■The good old days when drinking 
was .lawful are painted as dreadful 
for a full hour. ' But they're still the 
good old days contpared to the post- 
prohibition conditions which tliis 
picture later presents to lay Its 
earlier airgument. on the shelf. 

Ardent prohibitionists of the cast 
are a southern girl and northern boy 
whose respective fathers Jose their 
battle with the bottle. The girl's 
father (Lewis Stone), a distin- 
gulshedt Wealthy, southern gentle- 
man, is the first casualty, cutting 
his own throat during D.T.'s that 
follow a lengthy . bender. The boy's 
fathei^ (Walter Huston), a n;oi'onic 
old roue who does most of liis drihk- 
vlng on the cuff, survives the pre- 
prohlbition days, but goes to Jail 
when a half gallon of poisoned alky 
drives him to murder his wife, 

His father's tragic finish urges the 
boy to find the source of the poiiaon 
and he joins the prohibition force. 
Meantiniei the common bause has 
drawn the boy and girl together and 
they wed. 

In the prohlbitioh enforcement se- 
quence, and there only, does 'Wet 
Parade' possess strength, it starts 
with a powerful condenmation of 
the law by the district •administra- 
tor, who asserts enforcement Is Im:- 
possible, but a job is a job. He 
doesn't believe In it himself, he de- 
clares, and. neither do most of the 
agents, the majority of .whom are 
cheap graftei's. . Durante, "as one of 
the few honest guys on the force. Is 
teamed with the boy, arid this is 
where the laughs start. They're sus- 
tained until Durante does a Hamlet 
towards tlie. finish. They called on 
Durante to play a' death scene after 
ca.tching a bootlegger's bullet, find 
Jinrimy plays it, schnoz arid all. 

How that prohi administrator's 
panning of the law will hit the bone 
j dry spots ia a question. It may 
start yells in such localities, al- 
though for that matter the entire 
second part of the picture Would 
have to be basically changed to 
comply with di'y sentiments. . 

Wind up is in a hospital, where 
the boy and girl's newborn baby, 
the 6nly noh-speaklng part, in the 
large cast, appears to turn the tide 
completely against prohibition. 
Having been saved from a 'ride* 
while his wife was in the delivery 
room, the boy suggests at the finish 
that he fought, a losing fight, with- 
out directly saying so. . 

Mention of repeal naturally met 
with applause from the Broadway 
audience. Hisses greeted expres- 
sions of dry sentiments. 

Much of the footage could stand 
cutting. As an example of the ter- 
ritory the scenario attempts ' to 
cover, even war scenes are dubbed 
in for the hardly important purpose 
of having the soldiers tritely com- 
ment on what the boys back home 
are pulling on them while they're 
away. 

Held down as they are by their 
lustreless pi-opaganda lines, most of 
the name-full cast find it difficult to 
shine. Dorothy .Jordan and .Robert 
Young are the girl and boy leads; 
Neil Hamilton, with curly hair now, 
does the happy -go-lUcky brother 
who goes blind; Wallace Ford Is a 
newspaper reporter who's In just to 
carry the war scene and minus an 
opportunity to make a showing. The 
character work by Huston and 
Stone outshine everything else, with 
the likelihood that Huiaton won't get 
the credit he deserves for one of the 
finest manipultttlohs of a hazardous 
part yet seen, in a talking picture.

On Testing Tab 
Musicals, Plays 



Publlx Is apt to branch out ex- 
tensively its use of condensed- 
versions of both legit plays and mu- 
sicals for- its sta,ges. On top of re- 
cent experimentation with boiled 
down musical shows in various 
spots; mostly big kieys, attention Is 
now being directed to straight plays. 

A condensed version of 'Madame 
X' a week ago was. played for a 
half week In both. Walliston and 
Salem, Mass., as . a ' test. Results 
were only fair and this cut down 
version of the well knoWn play has 
not been booked further. Publlx, 
however, believes it Is on the right 
track. 

One executive opinion is that if 
the tabs are to be used they will 
have to be shortened versions of 
such oldtliners as 'Old Homestead,' 
'Uncle Tom's Cabin,' etc. or of mod- 
ern shows. .For the smaller spots, 
it is believed that either in these 
classes would prove bigger draws 
than a play of the type and period 
of 'Madame X.' 

Decision on musicals as a definite 
draw, and in consideration of their 
cost, is still somewhat indefinite as 
far as Publlx Is concerned. Idea 
there is that they have proven 
themselves spotty for business. As 
a result Publlx is proceeding cau- 
tiously, on these bookings, and pick- 
ing its spots for a thorough test.

bill wiien unable to fulflU promises 
and agreements. 

Part of the presient $60,000 owed, 
by the booking offlcie Is in the form 
of additional time promised acts 
that agreed to accept salary cuts 
although holding contracts. In some 
instances 10 to 16 weeks extra were 
promised by Godfrey. These will 
have, to be provided at a future date, 
despite the big decrease in RKO's 
playing time, or paid oft. 

Iii order , to tepay acts and pro- 
ducers for concessions made it will 
be necessary for the .circuit to book 
numerous acts for quick repeat en- 
gagements in many of its theatres, 
with the theatres apparently se 
lected to carry the bag for the book- 
ing office. Only alternative is to 
pay the acts without playing them, 
which was done to the extent of 
$200,000 following the previous God- 
frey regime.

Haley had an ally in Patsy Kelly's 
act The hoydenlsh comedienne 
registered strongly, although a bit 
too brief considerinjg everything else 
going for all it was worth. It was 
in Miss Kelly's act that thei request 
for a 'fanny' theme song crbpped up 
as part of the business. Looks like 
comedians : will never learn where 
and 'when to stop; They're not miss- 
ing a thing at the Palace this week. 

Two New, Acts currently, .-Dave 
Gould's dlrls and Boys, and Mills, 
Kirk and Martlii,. respectively, open- 
ing arid opening after Inter mish.

Decision to hold was mad* 
before this bill was booked, and tha 
layout shows it The punch of tha 
first, two Shows Isn't present be^ 
cause the material isn't there. 

Warners suffered no great loss in 
provlnjg one thing: that there la 
room for another big timer on 
Broadway besides the Pailace. Whlclt 
make's this a sort bf noble experi^ 
ment in behalf bf the vaudevllla 
business. " 

The . rUb here was the necessity 
of returning to Holtz .enough on a 
percentage split' to equal the salary 
he rates elsetfhere, chiefly the Palv 
ace. .He spurned $6,000 a week at 
the BKO oppQsish to double as a 
business man at the Hollywood 
Two .strong opening bills drew 
enough business to pay off the av- 
erage bill and theatre overhead, but 
the hboK-up would not permit a 
$6,000 return to "Holtz. Taking a 
small share of the $16,000 . stage sal, 
ary portion, which drew . the first 
riioney In the box offlce, and then 
splitting with Warners on every- 
thing over expenses, he averaged 
between $2,500 and $3,000 a week on 
the first two bills. 

A drop in business will cut Holtz* 
percentage share, . It any, during the 
final two weeks, although he might 
be drawing more regular salary un- 
less the $15,000 guarantee is cut 
For this sho^w looks considerably 
less expensive than its predecessors; 
If not, if should be. 

The pre-lritermish section hbld^ . 
sufficient variety and reaches- a Cres- 
cendo with, the Borah Minnevltch 
harmonica troupe. And the show is 
literally over at smbking time. Part 
Two has less merit than the aver-^ 
age picture house presentatlori, be- 
ing basically similar .through . the 
preponderance of specialty people 
and lacking a legitimate variety act 
It needs more than the classical spe- 
cial hill-billy lyric,, credited to Ar- 
thur Llppman and Manning Sher- 
win, by Holtz and Jack Benny, 
which stands far above anything

Excepting the hill-billy bit, which 
is 76% material and 25% delivery, 
Benny &nd Holtz are not a happy 
combiriatton.

A regulation and healthy start la 
provided by Adler and Bradford, 
adagio bpener of four people. Much 
use has killed , off all the ■ novelty 
once possessed by- quartets tossing 
work, but through the sensational- 
ism of their tricks Adler and Brad* 
ford manage to make their work 
look different. : The bill sticks to 
reliable vaudeville in the deuce with 
the Buster Shaver midget turn; giv- 
ing the layout a one-two start that's 
hard to follow. Holtz makes his 
first appearance at this point for his 
two pairs of pants story. The audi- 
ence knew the answer. 

Blossom Seeley arid Benny Fields, 
the show's second Important money 
turn outside of Benny and Holtz, are 
straight singing now with two pian- 
ists as background. Apparently in- 
fiuenced by : radio, and providing 
that by Fields' offstage use of the 
mike to accompany his partner* they 
have dropped some of the manner-

Minnevltch, .as the first, part 
closer, is fiashlng an improved turn 
without changing style, using the 
pantoriilmic ■ ability of the midge 
merirber.of the harmonica line for 
stronger comedy results than for- 
merly. . More heat in the arrange- 
riients and selections is also riotice- 
able. From applause for the Mln- 
nevltch turn,- the half-filled orches-. 
tra fioor sounded like capiaclty. 

Holtz, Benny arid the former's 
stooge, Benny Baker, picked a. per- 
fect spot for their second part bpen- 
Irig bit, a checker game with a kibit- 
zer angle and a double-crosS for the 
finish.

It's in the nature of a 
gypsy romance, billed a^ 'Amarilla,' 
the name- of the girl whose heart 
cracks up when her prince b, f. adds 
ozone to the llres he's stirred -with- 
in her. Thd whole presentation, 
running a total of 20 minutes flat; 
struggles along at a snail's pace. 

Patricia Bowman, the dancer, Is 
again up against the irqn gates. 
Around her 'Amarilla' is probably 
the poorest that's ever been worked 
out on the Roxy stage. One obvious 
fault Is the length^ of the presenta- 
tion and the attempt' to elaborate It 
beyond Its stretching point. 

Opening in a gypsy double with 
'Alexander Gravrilov that is nowhere 
near exciting, the prince (Douglas 
Stanbury)' appears on the scene. 
Definitely on the make, he sings, a 
love song to Miss Bowman as the 
"stage is cleared, action switching to 
full for setting representing garden 
of his palace. It's here that the 
ballet girls, mehibers of the vOcal 
grbups and others, clutter up the 
surroundings with somnolence, all 
finally sitting down to see a show 
themselves. 

Nicholas Mathey does a violin 
solo, and four ballet girls do .a very 
bad specialty, number, displaying 
poor teamwork; The same violinist 
provides accompaniment for another 
dance double by Bowman and Ga- 
grilov, during which the girl nearly 
breaks down over the cold should'er 
from the now stiffened-up prince. 
He tosses his purse to her as he 
arrogantly ti'ots off with a grand 
lady for the desired finish. 

The same drop of two lanes of 
heavily foliaged trees running up- 
stage that was here a few weeks 
ago serves as a background for the 
garden setting. 

Los Gelles follow in their slick 
I hand-to-hand, risley and acrobatic 
routine, with clever handling of- the 
midget member for a strong finish. 
Talk has no place in the routine, 
even if it was good. ' 

'Mood Exotique' is what the 32 
Roxyettes are this week. They're in 
a hovel routine, well lit and staged, 
but make less of an impression- than 
they ordinarily do. Wearing black 
one7picce outfits of bathing suit cut 
on a blacky dressed stage, the green 
light on their leg.s, face and arms 
sets, them ott strikingly as they, per- 
form on a V- shaped set of istalrs. 

Last .stanza of the stage show, 
'Exodiis,' of a biblical nature ana 
veering toward the operatic, Is quite 
impressive and fitting in line with 
Passover, but has been badly staged.

Having played a gi:ea,t many audr 
itoriums along his route, jolson 
finds that, with a few exceptions, 
most of them are wlipily unsuited 
to play any part In a i-oad revival 
or to fit Into a legit circuit designed 
for permanence. Reason is simple 
enough. Auditoriums are too large 
and the audlen^be can neither see 
nor hear. Acoustics are uniformly 
poor and a flat floor means no slope 
to enable those In back to see. Fold- 
ing portable chairs, often, used the 
night before for a boxing or wrest- 
ling' event, are the rule. 

. Handicaps - 
Physical handicaps Include dampi 
dressing rooms, inadequately cleaned 
lobbies or floors,, poor scenic and 
lighting facilities: Road Itself la 
worse than_.lt used to be, states 
Jolson. who reports that If you fancy 
a good 60 cent T-bone steak every 
night the eatln^r problem along the 
way Is a cinch. Oddly enough, 
many of the small towns have a jazz 
orchestra In their principal hotel 
dining room to go with the food and 
even in the towns wheire the depres- 
sion pinches hardest there Is al- 
ways a small coterie of citizens who 
will show up in evening clothes. 

Destitution In some of the agrl- 
cultiiral areas Is acute, with Red 
Cross commissaries strained to kSep 
the people fed. 

How far behind the times many 
of the . towns are is proven by the 
ticket selling methods encountered. 
Chart Is often used and locations 
are marked as 'sold' or 'open.' These 
charts often lie on a counter in the 
drug store or other focal point of 
the town.

Bowing to the preferences of the 
creditors aa Indicated through their, 
comnaittees last Friday, ' Judge 
Francis C. Coffey granted an ex- 
tension of the Shubert Theatre Co.r- 
poratlon receivership to Oct. 1, next. 
The coiirt agreed with the receivers 
that the busineaa was highly haz- 
ardous and its continuation no more 
than a gamble. 

To those , who examined the 
printed, statement of the receivers, 
it ia not clear how they hope to 
improve the condition of the estate 
over a period of five months that 
include the summer. 

The receivers wiU haye had to 
produce plays prior ta or at the 
start of the season, and such pro- 
ductions will have to show promise 
as hits, for any betterment to be 
actual or Indicated by Oct 1. Even 
If several successes . are staged it 
would take a longer time to reap 
profits and application for further 
continuance would have to be made. 
The creditors can only abide by. 
what the receivers decide to do. . Of 
the sUm to be raised through the 
sale of receivers ,certlflcates, $175,- 
000 is chalked up for production. 
That is not an impressive sum for 
a corporation like the Shuberts 4o- 
devote to new shows. 

Last week prior to the court as- 
senting to the extension, Lee Shu- 
bert is reported having told a friend 
that he was tired of struggling and 
bickering, that he would like to re- 
tire from all business activity. He 
vaguely mentioned seclusloin in the 
country. . 

Bondholders Aloof 

The Independent bondholders 
have little or no concern .with the 
receivership and they did not ;par 
tlclpate in the action to prolong, the 
business. They make no specific 
ciiarges but they want to knOw If, 
when the corporation was formed 
and the two bond issues were 
floated, the claims of the Shuberts 
were bona fido, 

This group has not agreed on 
special counsel to hear arguments 
on the demand for an Investigation 
starting with the inception of the 
corporation. The court will there- 
fore name such counsel next week, 
probably Thursday (4). Should the 
counsel, who would In eftcct be a 



referee, recommend, an Investigation 
and should such Investigation dls-. 
close irregularities, grounds for 
suits of recovery might be. estab- 
lished. . Bonds represent about $6,- 
360,000. 

The court in granting the exten- 
sion of the receivership said; 'As 
stated In , this court room last De- 
cember, continuation of the busi- 
ness ia a gamble. It is primarily 
for the creditors to say whether 
liquidation should start or whether 
the receivers , should continue the 
gamble After all that has been 
said, there has been no opposition 
to continuation of the business by 
the receivers, so this court will 
grant the petition of the recelvei*s 
for authority to continue.' - " 
Actual Loss $200,000 
The receivers report shows that 
from the time of their appoint- 
ment Oct 20 last, iip to Feb. 29, 
there was ah operating profit of 
$50,663. That, however, does not 
consider depreciation nor interest 
on the bonds , which Itfems would 
have totaled $248,849 during a sim- 
ilar ' period of normal operation. 
Actually therefore there was u loss 
of nearly $200,000, 

~ Total revenue on operation was 
$381,179. Over: $79,000 was gained 
from theatres and . revenue from 
production was about $99,000, while 
$60,000 came from picture rights 
and the booking pfllce turned in 
$15,700. Main office and general 
overhead constituted the main exr 
penditures of $151,600 and there 
was a deduction of $156,000 for in- 
terest on mortgages. 

During March the receivership 
started running into the red. First 
week the operating loss was $26,- 
395, next week it was $27,205. Then 
what with cutting doWn the staff 
and closing shows, the loss the 
third week dropped to $6,500 and 
was slightly over that f Or the last 
week of -the month. ;, 

The Court allowed the clalnf). "of 
$25,000 to counsel for .the recclvei's 
and $12,500 to the Irving Trust A 
similar amount was duo Lee Shu- 
bert,' but lie waived claim for his 
services. In the budget which the 
receivers propose to use from no^ 
until October, the estimated allowr 
ances for the receivers and counsel 
was set down at $75,000.

There's room for one and onlv 
one circuit in the business and thosl 
connected with the legit are reaUa! 
Ing.that and working in that direc- 
tion. .■ ■ 

Harris states the single circuit is 
one of those things th^t must hap. 
pen. Developments in this connec 
tion a.re moving along rapidly and 
may pop within the very hear 
future. And when it's all over and 
the business benefits from the new 
arrangement Harris may ' be cred- 
ited with having a large fliiger in 
the pie, although right now he's do- 
ing no talking on the situation. " 

Secondly must follow an adjust- 
ment of thie entire financial scale In 
the business of producing plays. 
Admissions hjust comia down to a 
level comparative to the cuts made 
In other fields. Musicals now scaled 
at $5.50 should top at $3, bellevoa 
Harris, while dramatlo shows simi- 
larly must abbreviate their ticket 
costs. Along these lines . it's a 
natural cpurse of events that the 
salaries presently in ferce must bo 
shaved. 

Rents 

Another division wherein an ad- 
justment is called for la in theatre 
rents, Harris believes .latter are 
still sky high and profitable man« 
agement, particularly under prevail- 
ing, conditions Is impdsslble until 
the rental condition Is mended. 
Probably one of the few money 
making theatres, Incidentally, Is 
Harris' the Aiuslc Box which In Its 
lb years, has had a run of solid hits. 

Harris places considerable faith in 
the younger writers that jlre gro.w- 
Ing up today. During the week past, 
he says; he read some of the works 
from this source, much of which 
showed promise. He has faith In 
the younger scribblers and feels 
their development will aid in bo1t« 
Ing the problem of material. 

Geo. Cohan Again Owns, 
Operates Chi Grand 

Chicago^ April 25. 
Grand Opera House property, 
which includes a four-story office 
building; has reverted to the pos- 
session of George M. Cohan. Ar- 
rangement now In effect leaves the 
Shuberts occupying the premises as 
tenants of the actor-manager, with 
the circuit tabbed to pay a weekly 
rental during the remaining run of 
'The Blue Mask.' Occupancy of of- 
fices in the building by the 'local 
Shubert staff, the Dramatic League 
and the Sam Gerson publicity out- 
fit has been put on a similar basis. 
; Cohan stepped back as owner of 
the spot after he had rejected a 
proposition made; by the Shubert re- 
ceivers offering him full possession 
of the; property for a 'reasonable 
cash payment' For six months 
prior, the circuit had defaulted cn 
notes due him oa the original sale. 
Latter price, six years ago, when 
the house was known as the Four 
Cohans, figured around $1,200,000, 
with 60% of this amount turned 
over to Cohan as the down payment 
Severance of the Grand from the 
Shubert string leaves the c^cjalt 
with only two local houses, tne 
Princess, owned outright and darK 
the . past two seasons, , and tne 
Apollo, under lease. 

Cohan has a show of his own. 
•Confidential Service,' scheduled w 
come in here a couple weeks, wun 
the Grand as its home, unless, tne 
Shuberts decided to continue Tiw 
Blue Mask' stay beyond that pcrloa- 
In that event the Cohan affair wi» 
shift to the Apollo.

Clients in on Profits 

Commonwealth's ?1P cost, will also 
tmtitle holders to a pro rata share 
In profits, if ia hit or hits should 
be produced. Both groups will use 
income obtained from their $5 and 
516 fees for production, but addi- 
tionally reported that Taylor, Brent 
and Rosing will bring in extra funds 
to start things going. . .

Forecast for next season in the 
legitimate indicates th.e field will 
be Wide open for independent pro- 
ducers and ihat they .will get the. 
sharing percentage. : and booking 
breaks that heretofore went to the 
owners or operators of theatres. 

Reason is that there are or will 
.be 50% more independent houses 
than those cqntrolled by the Shu- 
berts and^ Eriangers combined. 

And they are all looking for at- 
tractions. There • are exactly. 60 
theatres on Broadway, not countlhg 
three little, theatres and others 
which have gone bxirlesque and re- 
Sfarded off the legit map. Nearly 
all are how searching for new 
shows to be booked. Because the 
producer line-up Is not Impressive 
it Is possible that half of Broad- 
way will be dark continuously next 
season. That's the way it has been 
lately and observers cannot see how 
ah improvement ca.n' be accom- 
plished. It may be worse. Even, 
the short bankroll venturers will be 
welcome, theatres being; forced to 
take ia chance. 

Shuberts Down to 18 

The house line-up shows the 
Shubert group to total 18 theatres, 
including houses thrown back, to 
the Shuberts personally since the 
company went into receivership. 
Two houses operated by the Shu- 
bert receivers may go back to the 
moi'tgagees and five others are op- 
erated under leases, whlchi can be 
disaffirmed. Erla:ngers are booking 
eight theatres making a total of 
26 'syndicate' houses. Against that 
there are 31 Independently operated 
theatres. 

There are about 30 producers who 
may be more or less relied upon to 
make presentations. Seems impos- 
sible for that list to put on the 
number of attractions that would 
keep Broadway preponderantly 
lighted. The check on successes 
and failures shows a total of nearly 
200 production tries per season,, at 
a time, however, when busiheiss was 
normal arid house guarantees or 
stop limits were the rule. The an- 
swer is that Broadway Is over-the- 
atred,. a fact that has been patent 
for the past three seasons. 

It is going to be particularly dif- 
ficult for theatres which have no 
producer affiliations to get shows. 
Producers who own houses o.r op- 
erate^ them under leaseholds will 
put i(i, their own attractions. As for 
the others, it looks like indefinite 
darkness. 

Bankers. Won't Produce 
In addition to the bunch of the- 
atres in the Shubert receivership 
there are half a dozen other houses 
in the handis of receivers. Nine more 
have been turned back to . owners 
or mortgagees. All those houses 
are among the Independents and arc 
a sort of drug on the market. It 
was thought that scarcity of attrac- 
ti.on.s would force the banking end 
to produce, but there is ilttle in- 
dication of that. Receivers of three 
theatres not only ha^ve declined to 
con.'iider producing, but have re- 
ri;.'C(l cash for maintenance of the 
I d.'ii'l; liouses. 

Into .the situation come again Te- 
t)<).-L:i on a new legit .-circuit and a 
coiiililnatiori of Erlanger. and .Shu- 
bert theatre interests. The Shuhort : 
] rfceivcr.sliip will not particlliatc nor I 
can it legally, but the hous»?s per- ; 
sonally owned or leased by Lee and 
J. J. Shubert. may be the basis for 
.1 grouping with Erlanger's. Latter

Most of the dramatics, are stark. 
The presentation is very well done 
conslderiner the limitations of the 
niininaiture. stage. Revolving plat- 
forms are used to make scene 
changes which are accomplished 
quickly enough. Audience is divert- 
efl during whatever waits there iare 
by a traveling news strip, latest de- 
velopments In a murder case being 
ps'bjected upon a narrow screen atop 
the prosceniiiih. ' 

A man Is killed In a hotel room, 
a . Id one Jig Zelli, a racketeer, Is ar- 
rested and identified by a 'bell-bop. 
But the killer is sprung from Jail 
when certain papers turn up in pos- 
session of Zelll's cohorts. Thei pa- 
psrs Involve the mayor and the po- 
litical heads of the 'party, and the 
district attorney is ordered to drop 
tlie prosecution. 

The politicians go into a huddle 
and frame Ed Martin, the bell-boy. 
He is taken to headquarters and put 
through the third degree. Most of 
the supposed beatings by the cops 
given the lad are offstage, but his 
piteous moans and the final submls^ 
Bion into signing a phoney confes- 
sion make the scene a highlight.

than last week'd bill; to be exact, 
$15. • 

Lust week the production cost 
around $S0 to present, but this 
week's offering stood them only a 



little more than $20, of which leas 
than a dollar was cash outlay. 

Playing on a. . bill at the 70d-seat 
Show Shop, split with an hour and 
a half 3 picture arid at a gener^ 
admlsdlon of 25 cents, best exeniT 
plifles the current condition of stock 
legit on the coast. Nucleus of the 
cast were member^ of Dillon's for- 
mer, compainy which played for sev- 
eral successful seasons in San 
Diego. Other players were re- 
cruited from the army of former 
sto«k players who have drifted to 
Hollywood and glad of a chance to 
get an engagement if only for coffee 
money.' 

Opening night's take was $3g 
which, split 6O750 with the house 
Operator, tells tlie story arid chances 
for the. cast of nine to get any more 
than perhaps doughnuts with the 
coffee out of this town,, four miles 
front the cinema capital. 

There was plenty drania iri the 
house while 'Modern ^Wives' was 
being played, but it was air back- 
stage and hidden perhaps from a 
sparse audience, which came to see 
the picture and stayed on for the 
added frills. . Drariia could only be 
understood by a showman cognizant 
of today's status of the amusement 
biisiness. 

Drama here was of nest eggs that 
have disappeared; of months with- 
out engagements; of players once 
in the limelight ;shiftlng their own 
scenery, patching - up tumbledown 
sets, and forlorn hopes for business 
that would beat last weck^s when 
they each netted $4.69 for their 
three nights' work. . 

However, there was. one bright 
spot for the company members the 
day befot-e they opdned. One of last 
week's cast, who formerly operated 
Mb own stock • compariy, was of- 
fered a Job as assistant riianager of 
a house at $30 a. week. At the In- 
sistence Of the other players he took 
it. • 

Replacement was a trouper who 
was in Hollywood after being 
stranded by a road compariy from 
the ea:st. He hadn't eaten for two 
d^ys and his trunks were being 
held. He didn't need a second in- 
vitation to go into the cast, with but 
one rehearsal. 

Play was one ;6f those things.; It 
was expensive even at $15 for three 
days, but there was nothing the 
matter with the way it was handled 
by a ciast that knew its stuff, and 
clearly manifested experience and 
talent worthier by far than playing 
second fiddle to third-run picture 
for an adriilsslon of 26 cents.

various unnecessary commission 
grabbing intermediaries^ some ad 
vertisers estimate they'll cut down 
the talent overhead by as much as 
50%. . ' 

The real resaon is a better tinder 
standing of show business methods 
by previously inexperienced laymen 
who walked into radio without 
knovving what it was all about 
Those vyho now' know . better are 
charging off past losses to experi 
ence. 

While primarily an economic 
measure for the advertisers' bene 
fit, direct booking is also becoming 
a boon/ to the radio, artists who 
have been winding up w^ith their 
tan mail and little else at the end 
of- each week, "the heaviest suffer 
ers under the change are the net 
work atid sta,tibn artist bureau 
and their employees whose charges 
fo^r 'service' have gre.atly exceeded 
the rates in any other amusement 
branch in return for considerably 
less effort. 

Reasons for the direct booking 
trend by advertisers and their 
agencies have been known to the 
artist bureau people for some time, 
but not until a few weeks ago did 
the higher broadcasting execs see 
the marked change.

The three and four way commish

ent agents' entrance into radio. The 
many sided commish splitting in the 
bureaus automatically boosts sal- 
aries whereas' one-man reprcschta 
lion means . only one conimisli, 
hence cheaper buys on talent. It 
has taken the inexperienced advei*- 
liscrs about four years to find this 
out.

Along with the weakness- of the 
stories in this, series the advertiser 
Is making, another serious error by 
running a contest that's too difiUcult 
and troublesome. Any publication 
.could, have told this manufacturer 
that the soul of a good contest stunt 
is the ease in which the public can 
accomplish the trick. .. 

But the Pedrlck contest wants 
the listeners to become reporters 
and writers. It asked the listeners 
to. go to the garage,. Interview the 
mechanic iand dig out. of him sotne 
story .In which he was an unsung 
hero.' Write the story, mall It Into 
the station and win a prize.

What may kill off a lot of good 
chances here is the inevitable and 
overdone plug from the announcer.

prattle about biscuit, making, how 
good it tastes arid all that sort of 
thing. After establishing the trade 
name of 'Bisquick,' •\vhich already 
Implies the fundamental idea behind 
the plug that the particular brand 
of flour'- will' Tiiake . tor bigger and 
better biscuits, wiiat more Is there 
to say.? ' . . 

ITast freight tag to the program's 
title is identified at the start, and 
close of the period by a clamorous 
and incessant chugging of a train 
pulling in.

that A. T. & T. flgures radio re- 
ception is esaenti:.!, whereas the 
telephone conversational communi- 
cation liiay bo rated as a service, 
but also there is the bi&slc business 
reason that radio is paying, in pro- 
portion, more for its line service 
than any other . clasB of subscriber. 

From the- networks, NBC and 
CBS, the telephone company is esti- 
mated to be garnieringr some $6,000,- 
000 for the chain hookups. The in- 
dividual stations are contributing 
the other 14,000,000 each year for 
the ■ telephone, wirps connecting the 
studios with the transnilttera. 
Rates for these wires vary from 
$12 to ?20 per mile a month. 

: Special W.ir:ii 
• A. T. & T. has developed special 
wires and lines for radio service ex- 
clusively, the cables ordinarily used 
ifor telephone conversation being en- 
tirely unsuitable for radio trans- 
mission. This Itf due to the fact 
that the radio line must carry vary- 
ing, sound'cycles while the telephone 
wire carries oiily a. constant cycle. 
Hegular telephone, wlrei transmits 
sound at 2,600 cycles, while - the 
present radio transmission line is 
able to carry a, vacillating variation 
from. 60 cycles all the way up to 
6,000. Research lab of A. T. & T. 
Is now getting ready to make avail- 
able for radio use cables capable 
of carrying a viariation from as low 
as 25 cycles to as high as 8,000. . 

Every chain broadcasi; is being 
checked and monitored independent- 
ly by the cenirial engineering lab 
of the phone firm. In case of a 
break over any one of the chain 
lines, the facilities of the monitor 
bureau are today capable of restor- 
ing the program to the broken wire 
after a lajpsis of not more than a 
minute and a. half. 

Television 

Much effort is being expended 
within the A. T. & T. labs in this 
east on two projects. ' The first is 
television, on which the Bell lab 
is conducting regular tests in an 
effort ' to establish the transmission 
of pictures at 20,000 cycles. A. 
T. & T. is understood to be 
primarily interested la television, 
not for the broadcasting of pro- 
grams Itself, but for the acquisition 
of patents oh "television equipment 
just as its affiliate. Western Elec- 
tric, holds patents on radio trans- 
mitter apparatus, and also on 
equipment used , in the filming and 
projection of so".id niotion pictures. 

The second lab item is the' pos- 
sibility of establishing radio pro- 
gram service Into the home in the 
same manner as the telephone. Un- 
der that system the custoaaer would 
have no need for a radio receiving 
set, but would merely be given a 
loudspeaker just as a telephone in- 
strument Is installed. By turning a 
switch the customer would have the 
choice of Ave or six major stations 
In the vicinity. This is the same, 
plan used In hotels to pipe pro- 
grams Into the Individual rooms, 
yet giving the tenant a choice of 
programs. 

Sevaral independent territorial 
telephone companies are at present 
delivering such radio service in 
Minnesota, -western Illinois and oth- 
er midwest sections in which indie 
phone firms still hold . iCranchises. 
This individual radio service is be- 
ing delivered into the home at rates 
averaging |5 per month, or about 
the same as the cost of phone 
.service. , ' .-

(Contlnuied from page 7) 
ing up the best chance any rival 
Arm has ever had to invade vaude- 
ville without such an opportunity 
having cost the opposition a cent — 
Fanchon & Marco, an organiza- 
tion which can go vaudeville on a 
national basis over night. 

With an axiom of show business 
being that mere cutting of over- 
head never drew anybody into a 
theatre Beck and his drastic prun- 
ing, for which the claimed neces- 
sity can be traced back to the same 
company's weak pictures, is not 
only lessening the calibre of the 
vaude bills but Is sending dls-' 
gruntled acts on the stage which, 
out of town, can mean slipshod perr 
forniances before lessened salaried 
house managers who don't care 
either. But these are things audi- 
tors dp not see on ledgers. 

Beck, ostensibly re-entering the 
vaudeville field to protect his and 
other Orph«lum stockholders' inter- 
ests, and probably permitted to do 
30 on the RKO hope that he would 
thus be circumvented from filing 
a suit for losses sustained as a 
stockholder, is active once more in 
a field which is no longer familiar 
to him. This is witnessed by the 
instance of his signing Mme. 
Frances Alda. The operatic mem- 
ber recently played the Palace, 
Cleveland, for a week to around a 
$14,000 loss and then painted the 
Palace, Chicago, red for about an- 
other $10,000; a $24,000 deficit in 
two weeks in as many houses for 
a hand-Becked headlln,er whom the 
booking head deemed ia, sure attrac- 
tion. 

Situation at the Palace, New 
York, has now reached the point 
where a change in policy is being 
discussed to the extent that the the- 
atre may go three a day; close or 
add its. own producer and additional 
expense in a desperate attempt to 
pull out what it. has lost so far this 
year, . around $60,000 since Jan.. 1. 
This is the ace Orplieum site 
in which Beck has, a 49% interest 
with RKQ. It's the last of the two- 
a-day theatres in the country and 
has ~a. box office scale^of a $3 night 
top which must stand for the house 
to have a chance to'oget out on its 
present system of presentation. 

The ' possibility of Fanchon & 
Marco suddenly becoming direct op- 
position to RKO across the country 
on a vaudeville- basis is not . remote 
and made so by Beck. The salary 
cuts tlie RKO booking boss is in- 
stituting can easily chase acts to 
Fancho.ii & Marco where the 
salary might be as much, or more, 
and tlie route longer minus further 
stipulated cut salaried weeks and 
layoffs. 

RKO may be said to be retrench- 
ing, but witli the stage ertd in the 
care of Beck it's not evident that 
he has an eye to the future — or 
maybe ho doesn't thlnlc there's, a 
future.

Committee was appointed to 
ask the Publishers to appoint a 
board before wlvich tlie agencies', 
could voice their objectidne aiid 
make counter suggestions. 

Tax imposed on oommerciHl re- 
ciordings calls for 25c per copyright 
number, per record and per- per- 
formance. On restricted' composi- 
tions the tap is double. Procedure 
for collecting as set up by the 
MPPA holds the advertiser or ad 
agency directly responsible through 
the manufacturer for an accounting 
of the numbers u.scd, the .amount of 
discs pressed and the stations on 
which the recordings are broadcast. 

Main contention of the agenc es 
against the method is that it hot 
only forces theni to set up a special 
and complicated auditing system in 
their own organizations, but com- 
plicates their selling proijlems.

It would have been a sim- 
ple matter to have woven In a little 
more romance for the feminine 
patrons. They, rather expect to see 
Avlen make love, but here he mopes 
through most of the picture without 
even trying to. hold hands. As a 
matter of recorid, this would be a 
pretty emphatic flop were It not for 
Jack Oakle, who carries along the 
comedy and holds it up whenever 
it starts to sag. Oakle has only 
one character": — himseilf — but his 
genuineness has pulled . more, than 
one tottering picture through, and he 
is a tower of strength here, Arlen 
strikes sparks once or twice, but. Is 
generally listless, suggesting that he 
is disgusted with his i)art. .Virginia 
Bruce is a lightweight heroine and 
photographs very poorly. Louise 
ClDsser Hale gets a couple of brief 
moments, and now and then young 
Robert Coogan happens around, but 
it is Oakle and the sky stuff which 
will carry this picture, to such suc- 
cess as it achieves, and it Is not un- 
likely that It will d6 a comfortable 
gross because it has much to comr 
mend it to tlie average patron in 
spite of its shortcomings.
